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The thousands of soldiers of the United States Army 
that have been vaccinated against typhoid fever are 
probably unaware of the fact that the medical scientist 
to whom is due the credit for the discovery of the value 
‘of that kind of inoculation is destined to rank among 
the greatest discoverers in the history of medicine, Sir 
Almroth Edward Wright, who has developed several sys- 
tems of preventive inoculation, is the discoverer of one 
of the greatest facts yet brought before the attention of 
the medical world, and one of which it is predicted that 
it will revolutionize the practice of medicine, reducing 
the treatment of the sick to almost mathematical exact- 
ness. Dr. Wright, who was professor of pathology at 
the Army Medical School, Netley, England, 1892-1902, 
member of the Indian Plague Commission 1898-1900, 
ete., after long years of experimentation, found that the 
white corpuscles (leucocytes) that consume disease 
germs and thus keep the blood pure are affected in their 
consuming power by some substance in the blood serum, 
and that, by comparing the number of germs the leu- 
cocytes of a sick person would consume with the de- 
structive power of healthy leucocytes, it would be pos- 
sible to estimate by figures how far below par the con- 
dition of a patient might be. Dr. Wright has counted 
the germs destroyed by healthy and unhealthy leucocytes, 
and has already been able to determine ratios. When 
this principle becomes a little better established, as it is 
likely to be within a few more years, it will be possible 
for the ordinary practitioner, after administering a cer- 
tain dose, to draw blood from the patient and, by count- 
ing the power of the leucocytes, to estimate precisely to 
what extent the dosage has been beneficial, and he can 
continue or alter the dose according to the blood test. 
As one considers the simplicity of this Wright method 
one can imagine that health in the future will be judged 
almost as accurately as is temperature by the ther- 
mometer. That is, a certain ratio will be fixed like a 
zero line as the measure of a normal healthy resistance 
to germs. Then as blood tests are made patients will be 
said to be so many degrees below zero, as it were; that 
is, so many times more liable to contract this or that 
disease. The element in the blood serum which gives to 
leucocytes germ-destroying capacity has not been de- 
termined as yet, but that it exists has been proved by 
Dr. Wright, who has tested leucocytes in the serum and 
separated from the serum. This principle in the serum 
he calls “opsonin,” from a Greek word meaning, “I pre- 
pare,’ because it prepares the leucocytes for the work 
of germ destruction. If Dr. Wright could only inoculate 
the types there would be a chance of seeing his name 
printed correctly now and then. His first name is 
variously misspelled, and in the Sunday Magazine of 
April 9 we find him called Almoth in an article from the 
pen of Dr. Hirshberg, of Johns Hopkins. 








The agitation for universal peace is bringing to the 
surface a collection of theories and predictions that 
show just what the human brain can do when it is 
aroused to suggest plans for going counter to human 
nature. The latest of the astounding theories for pre- 
venting war is that advanced by the veteran banker of 
New York, Mr. Henry Clews, who in the press accounts 
is credited with having asserted in an address in a 
New York church on April 2 that “within the next 
twenty-five years the Japanese would be an English- 
speaking people.” That being taken for granted, there 
Seemed to him no reason why Japan should not now be 
taken into a compact between Hngland and the United 


States to form a sort of Anglo-Saxon bulwark against 


war. In view of the fact that the efforts merely to sim- 
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plify the spelling of the English language have made 
hardly any impression upon the language in the last 
fifty years, and that even so vigorous a President as 
Colonel Roosevelt had to bow to the scepter of the old 
orthography and abandon his attempt to improve and 
shorten our spelling, it is likely that more than a quar- 
ter of a century will be required to change the language 
of even so progressive a people as the Japanese. Mr. 
Masujiro Honda, editor of the Oriental Review of New 
York city, which is published under Japanese auspices, 
when asked by us what he thought of the prediction of 
Mr. Clews, replied as follows: “English is taught in 
nearly all Japanese schools for secondary and higher 
education, so that the coming generation of the educated 
Japanese will understand more or less English. This, 
however, does not imply that the Japanese language 
itself will be discarded. What some thinkers are trying 
to introduce into our own language is the writing of it 
with fewer Chinese characters (using the Japanese 
alphabet alone, or as few Chinese characters as possible 
mixed with the native syllabary), or the writing of it 
entirely with the Roman alphabet. There are eight daily 
papers published in English in Japan, some of which 
are read by Japanese students of English, but the best 
influence which is drawn from the study of English is 
the acquiring by the Japanese of an idea of British and 
American civilization and institutions. The national 
language itself will continue to exist and be improved 
upon as time goes on.”

A correspondent at Pittsburg, Pa., who signs himself 
“Plain Citizen,” sends us a suggestion which is worthy 
of the most serious consideration. He says: “Although 
not connected with the military service or the National 
Guard, I have been an interested reader of your valuable 
paper for some years. I wish to say that your paper is 
doing a great service in telling the public about the 
nation’s defenders. I have been specially interested in 
your articles on the lack of interest in the National 
Guard. I have been an officer for some years in one of 
the semi-military companies of Pennsylvania. I have 
talked with a number of these men, and nearly all, 
without exception, claim that the thing keeping them out 
of the Guard is the fear of strike duty. It is my firm 
belief that when the National Guard becomes an organi- 
zation for national defense only there will be no more 
trouble in enlisting good men. I would like to see a 
good volunteer army of a million men in the country. 
Anyone working in the big factories or mills will testify 
that the majority of the men are opposed to the National 
Guard on the one reason, that of doing that very un- 
pleasant duty—strike duty. Let each state have a body 
of state police strong enough to cope with any such 
troubles, and let the National Guard be a real part of 
our Army. If this cannot be done, then let us have 
another organization of a volunteer nature, copied some- 
thing after the territorial force in England.” The value 
of a state constabulary has been amply demonstrated by 
the experience of Pennsylvania, and the example of that 
state in this particular should be followed by others. 
We have always contended that it is not in keeping with 
the character of a military body to engage in ordinary 
police duty where clubs should be trumps. The experi- 
ence of the unfortunate National Guardsman who is now 
imprisoned in Texas for simply doing his duty as a 
soldier under arms furnishes ample warrant to the 
militiamen for objecting to riot duty. They should not 
be called upon to act simply to make good the neglect 
of the civil authorities in failing to provide an adequate 
police force.

The American Red Cross announces. in connection with 
the International Conference of the Red Cross, which 
will be held at Washington, D.C., in May, 1912, that the 
Marie Feodorovna prizes will be awarded. These repre- 
sent the interest on a fund of 100,000 rubles which the 
Dowager Empress of Russia established some ten years 
ago for the purpose of diminishing the sufferings of sick 
and wounded in war. Prizes are awarded at intervals of 
five years, and this is the second occasion of this 
character. These prizes in 1912 will be as follows: One 
of 6,000 rubles, two of 3,000 rubles each, six of 1,000 
rubles each. The subjects decided upon for the competi- 
tion are: (1) Organization of evacuation methods for 
wounded on the battlefield, involving as much economy as 
possible in bearers; (2) surgeon’s portable lavatories 
for war; (3) methods of applying dressings at aid sta- 
tions and in ambulances; (4) wheeled stretchers; (5) 
support for a stretcher on the back of a mule; (6) easily 
portable folding stretcher; (7) transport of wounded 
between men-of-war and hospital vessels and the coast; 
(8) the best method of heating railroad cars by a system 
independent of steam from the locomotive; (9) the best 
model of Roentgen ray apparatus, permitting utilization 
of X-rays on the battlefield and at the first aid stations. 
It rests with the jury of award how the prizes will be 
allotted in respect to the various subjects. That is to 
say, the largest prize will be awarded for the best solution 
of any question, irrespective of what the question may 
be. Further information may be obtained by addressing 
Major Charles Lynch, chairman, Exhibit Committee, 
American Red Cross, Washington, D.C. 





Viewing the question of armaments from the experi- 
ence of one who has studied the greatest military system 
of modern times with the cold, dispassionate analysis of 
a foreign diplomat, the Hon. David Jayne Hill, American 


Ambassador to Germany, in his recent inaugural lecture 
of his course under the James S. Carpenter Foundation 
in Earl Hall, Columbia University, New York city, re- 
plied effectively to the childish objection that there is no 
more need for military preparations than for individuals 
in a peaceful community to arm themselves, by making 
clear the duty of the state to provide means of defense. 
The forcefulness of the Ambassador’s remarks lay largely 
in their impartiality. He did not carry the air or the 
arguments of an unreasoning militarist, but frankly 
pointed out some of the evils of large armaments. Re- 
garding armaments from a general point of view that 
embraced the whole world, he said: “It is evident that 
the expense for military purposes is often excessive and 
that every excess in this direction stimulates others.” 
Having thus admitted the claim of many anti-imperialists, 
Ambassador Hill was by no means ready to retreat from 
the field. On the contrary, he marshaled his ideas with 
consummate skill in the following unanswerable way: 
“The duty of maintaining the public defense is a specific 
obligation assumed by the state, and if it failed to make 
adequate provision for security it would be delinquent 
in the exercise of one of the most important of public 
functions. The peril to peace and to peaceful interests 
does not lie in the fact that the state is strong. There 
would be far greater peril if it were notably weak, for 
then it could not fulfil its obligations, would invite inter- 
ference, and thereby perhaps endanger its existence. The 
fundamental imperfection in the existing order of things 
is not the presence of armaments, even though they may 
be excessive; nor is the chief remedy to be found in any 
scheme of disarmament. That excess is merely a symptom, 
not a cause of danger.”

A woman correspondent writes us from Kansas City, 
Mo., that she recently had a long discussion with a 
prominent prohibition woman of Kansas on the desir- 
ability of restoring the canteen, and she is proud of the 
fact that, after she had presented an array of statistics 
bearing on the connection between dives and brothels 
near Army posts and the anti-canteen law, this aggressive 
temperance fighter said that if she thought the restora- 
tion of the canteen would raise the moral tone of the 
surroundings of the soldiers she would use her influence 
toward bringing the canteen back into the life of the 
enlisted man. ‘This report from our correspondent is 
highly gratifying, as it shows that the proper presenta- 
tion of facts about the development of viciousness in 
the environment of Army posts as a result of the aboli- 
tion of the canteen can be used with effectiveness in 
changing the sentiment of anti-canteen reformers. We 
have always believed that the law against the canteen 
was passed through ignorance of the facts on the part 
of the temperance crusaders and the members of Con- 
gress. If there had been plain speaking on the subject, 
if the evil results sure to follow the abolition of the 
canteen had been described as they should have been, if 
a certain false modesty, or prudery, had not left the field 
open to error, the law abolishing the canteen might never 
have been passed. Therefore we commend heartily the 
efforts to bring to the attention of Congress the evils 
that have grown out of the present law, which has 
spawned the very evils it was expected to prevent. We 
have other evidence than this, which it is perhaps not 
best to dwell upon here, that there are indications of a 
change of attitude on the part of total abstinence people 
toward the canteen. 
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The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy is 
disturbed by the fact that only 309 men of the Navy 
have so far been vaccinated against typhoid fever in 
spite of the high morbidity rate from that disease in the 
Service. The continued prevalence of typhoid in the 
Navy is shown by the morbidity rate in 1909 of 3.4 per 
1,000, the death rate of twenty-nine per 100,000, which 
is higher than that of most infected ports visited, and the 
steadily rising damage ratio. These facts should im- 
press upon all medical officers, the bureau believes, the 
gravity of the responsibility incurred when the disease 
appears in a command in which they have not exercised 
their utmost endeavors by argument, persuasion and 
advice to impress upon all the importance of typhoid 
vacciaation, both for the saving of lives and military 
efficiency. Contrast between this apathy of the Navy 
toward vaccination and the energy displayed by the 
United States Army is made with the remark that “since 
the immunization of the Army by inoculation it has 
furnished only six doubtful cases and no deaths.” 


The poem appearing in another column relative to the 
“exams.” at Leavenworth has all the swing and fire 
which gave to two other poems, those on the canine curse 
at Fort Snelling and the feline curse at Leavenworth, so 
wide a copying after their first appearance recently in 
our columns. This poem will have a double interest to 
the Army. It will be a metrical souvenir of the experi- 
ence so many Officers have passed through, and it will 
give artistically, even if a bit vividly, a view of the path 
to be trod by the younger set. It is a happy modern 
army setting of that fear which possessed Robert Burns, 
when, in his poem “To a Mouse,” he wrote, “But och! 
I backward cast my ee on prospects drear, And forward, 
though I canna see, I guess and fear.” We take the 





liberty of dedicating this poem to one who every officer, 
young or old, in the Army believes should be thus 
honored—Brig. Gen. George S. Anderson, U.S.A., in 
whose recent paper on what he regards as an undue 
craze for study the poet may have found his inspiration. 
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In the Homiletic Review for March Mr. Clayton 
Sedgwick Cooper publishes a statement of the number 
of college men who are students of the Bible. Where 
Mr. Cooper gets his statistics we do not know, but they 
are certainly very favorable to our National Academies 
from the point of view of Bible study. Of the 1,187 
counted as in the Military and Naval Academies, 570, 
or about one-half, search the Scripture. The proportion 
in Columbia University is only 14 per cent., in Yale 23 
per cent., in Cornell 20 per cent., in Princeton 39 per 
cent., in Dartmouth 18 per cent., in the University of 
Illinois 30 per cent. and in the University of Virginia 
25 per cent. The average of the twenty-three civilian 
institutions named by Mr. Cooper is less than 30 per 
cent.; that of our military institutions being, as stated, 
50 per cent. The extent of Biblical knowledge in some 
of our institutions of “learning” is indicated by the fact 
that an undergraduate of Yale, a member of a well 
known Hebrew family in New York, did not know who 
Solomon was. Another, this time a Christian, had never 
heard of Judas Iscariot. The London Times of March 
23 devotes two columns to the Bible, of which it says: 
“What England would have been if the Bible had never 
hecome a household book is a hypothetical problem for 
the moral philosopher: and if we ask how much we owe 
to the literary excellence of our translation that question 
is not a wholly literary one, but it has a very important 
literary aspect, of which we may venture to speak with- 
out intruding upon morals or theology or the field of 
esoteric scholarship. For 300 years, and we may almost 
say from the date of the first dissemination of Tyndale’s 
New Testament. the average Englishman has been sub- 
jected to an influence of incalculable magnitude, the 
greater because he has been unaware of its unusual 
character; for the Bible that he has read and revered 
has not only more beauty than any other vernacular 
rendering that any other nation has possessed, but it is 
in its vital parts more beautiful and intimate than its 
originals. Here is a cause of all manner of effects, 
moral, intellectual and esthetic. In mere esthetic—that 
the book which has been present in all our nurseries and 
schoolrooms should have been the best conceivable model 
of simple style and natural beauty, irresistibly influencing 
for good every development of our literature, and, even 
when least perceived, still by contrast or sympathy 
persistently attracting everything toward the central 
fitnesses and essential forces of rightness—this we must 
recognize to be a piece of extravagant good fortune. As 
for the moral results, in estimating these it must not 
be overlooked that, if the English have richly profited 
by the possession of the best Bible in Europe, they must 
have the credit of having produced it; and that the same 
love and devotion. which braved martyrdom to make it, 
were latent also in their hearts to receive it. Children 
brought up to read it are already alongside Shakespeare ; 
and we should jealously guard this privilege for them; 
remembering, too, that our seventeenth century speech 
is far more stable than anything which we can substitute 
for it.”

The New York Sun’s naval editor must have been on 
a vacation when, on April 13, it made this editorial 
comment on the visit of Japanese naval officers to Eng- 
land to study the methods of English warship builders: 
“Imagine the United States sending her naval officers to 
England to learn how to build warships!” This is a 
surprising statement, in view of the fact that it has been 
the custom in the United States for years to send 
graduates of the Naval Academy to England to take a 
course in shipbuilding methods. Some of the best known 
of our naval constructors have been thus educated. 
Francis T. Bowles. formerly Chief Constructor of the 
U.S. Navy, is proud to recall the fact that as a graduate 
of the Naval Academy he studied at the Royal Naval 
College, Greenwich, England. Probably no man has been 
more closely associated than he with the development 
of the present Navy of the United States in the last thirty 
years. Nearly a generation ago (1882) Mr. Bowles was 
appointed to the U.S. Naval Advisory Board, which had 
so much to do with the beginning of the new Navy of 
the United States. Former Chief Constr. Washington 
IL. Capps, U.S.N., after his promotion to ensign in June, 
1886. was assigned to duty at the University of Glasgow 
for the study of naval architecture. Naval Constr. David 
W. Taylor, U.S.N., made a great record when he attended 
the Royal College at Greenwich in 1885, receiving the 
highest honors of any student of that institution up to 
that time. Naval Constr, Lloyd Bankson, U.S.N., on his 
graduation from the Naval Academy was sent to the 
Ecole d’Application du Génie Maritime, France, from 
which he graduated in 1890 with the rank of ingénieur. 
We have room to mention only these few of the many 
who have finished their collegiate course in shipbuilding 
in foreign schools. This foreign training has been in- 
valuable to the U.S. Navy. and has been no small factor, 
we believe, in giving to it its high rank among the world’s 
navies. 
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Among the disabilities under which American naval 
officers rest, as compared with the Army officers at home 
and foreign naval officers, a Navy correspondent of the 
New York Sun notes that “no provision has been made 
for awarding to them medals of honor for some especially 
heroic service. Some vears ago, on the occasion of the 
disaster to the Huron, just north of Hatteras, Lieut. 
Lucien Young performed acts of special valor and great 
usefulness to humanity. He was rewarded by a very 
appreciative letter and by advancement to the extent of 
ten numbers in his grade. But there was no medal to 
decorate him and bear witness to his devotion. One of 
our Army officers. or a British or German naval officer. 
for instance, would have fairly blazed with decorations 
for such service. The other disqualification is the em- 
bargo laid upon retired American naval officers as re- 
gards employment in business relating to the Service. 
such as manufactories of steel plate, ammunition and 
other material of a similar nature. Abroad such men 
are eagerly sought by the great houses engaged in these 
enterprises, and their employment in that way is most 
cordially encouraged by the various governments. All 
this for obvious reasons. The commercial establishments 
need the special acquirements accumulated by long serv- 
ice in the navy. and the governments are only too glad 
to have in such places gentlemen upon whose loyalty 
they can safely rely and with whose fitness and com- 
petency they are familiar. This is shown in England, 
for example, where the great industrial plants of Vick- 


ers, Maxim & Co. and Armstrong, Whitworth & Co. are 
populated with retired officers of all grades. There are 
hundreds of retired officers to-day who would like con- 
genial employment, and still more hundreds of manu- 
facturers who would be only too glad to employ them.” 


We are glad to see that the suggestion of the ARMy 
AND NAvy JOURNAL as to the advisability of regiments 
of the National Guard issuing brochures giving the his- 
tory of the organization, advantages of joining the state 
Service and other data is spreading commendably. One 
of the latest organizations to issue a very attractive little 
book is the 5th Maryland Infantry. The opening 
paragraph tersely says that “this pamphlet is issued with 
the object of interesting the citizens of Baltimore in the 
5th Regiment of Infantry, Maryland National Guard.” 
The 5th was formed in May, 1867, and was largely made 
up of former soldiers of the Confederate Army, many 
of whom had been members of the Baltimore Guard and 
of the old 53d Regiment of Infantry, organizations that 
antedated the Civil War by many years. The 5th saw 
active service in the railroad strike of 1877 and the coal 
miners’ strike in western Maryland in 1894, and in 1898 
joined the Volunteers. Its most active duty since then 
was during the Baltimore fire in 1904. Officers of the 
Regular Army, the Marine Corps and Militia regiments 
of Maryland and other states had their preliminary 
training as members of this command. Its full dress 
uniform of gray, with black and gold facings, is well 
known from Boston to New Orleans, A new view of 
freedom from compulsory service is presented in this 
book. “Every young man and the public at large,” it 
says, “should realize that the United States is one of 
the few large nations that do not have compulsory mili- 
tary service; and in order to show proper appreciation 
of this fact each man who has his ccuntry’s welfare at 
heart should enlist in the Guard of his state. In this 
way he can assist in continuing this state of affairs.” 











That the construction of battleships in this country is 
developing a skill among our workmen that has nothing 
to learn in some particulars from the best of foreign 
navy yards was shown by the recent installation of new 
12-inch turret guns on the U.S.S. Connecticut, in which 
the workmen of the New York Navy Yard made a record 
for speed. The four 12-inch guns in the forward and 


aft turrets were replaced with new cannon in less than 
a week. Each of the guns moved weighed sixty-five tons, 
and with the steel jacket seventy-five tons. Thirty-five 
men stripped off the turret tops, removed the turret face 
plates and the interior gear work. When the guns had 
been exposed the floating crane Hercules lifted them 
clear and swung them over to the dock alongside the 
Connecticut. The work done by the men may be judged 
from the fact that the single strip of metal fastened 
over the face of the turret weighs twenty-nine tons alone, 
and the top of the turret many tons more. Inside the 
turrets.were heavy recoiling springs, screws on which 
the guns were depressed and raised, halts and other 
weighty gearing. The work of preparing for the change 
was finished on Saturday, April 8. The actual labor 
began on Tuesday morning, April 11. and was finished 
on April 15 at eleven a.m. Naval Constr. William J. 
Baxter, U.S.N.. who was in charge of the work, was so 
pleased by the speed of the shifting that he complimented 
the crew engaged in the work. The yard men who 
achieved this feat had been trained in the building of the 
Connecticut (1903-06) and of the Florida, now nearing 
completion in the yard.

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The Canal Record of April 5 publishes the first instal- 
ment of the names of the American employees entitled 
to a medal for having completed two years of continuous 
work on the canal. This testimonial is called the Canal 
Medal, and there is every prospect, as the magnitude of 
the undertaking more and more impresses itself upon the 
popular mind, that the medal in the years to come will 
be a source of much pride. The primary triangulation 
of the Canal Zone has been completed by the third divi- 
sion of the Chief Engineer's office, and the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey has made its report on the final adjust- 
ment of the field data which have been sent to Washing- 
ton for computation. The new triangulation system has 
been made the standard for all survey and location work 
on the Zone, and has been designated the “Panama-Colon 
Datum.” By this system and the line of precise levels 
previously run across the Isthmus the surveys on all 
work of the Isthmian Canal Commission and Panama 
Railroad are now referred to the same data, both for 
distances and for elevation.

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The extension southward of Governors Island may 
result in the lengthening of Manhattan Island in the 
same direction. Taking his cue from the work of the 
Army Engineers, T. Kennard Thomson, a consulting 
engineer, has suggested to Mayor Gaynor the extending 
of the Battery a distance of about four miles by building 
seawalls in the direction of Staten Island. The space 
between the walls he would fill with sand and subway 
tracks. From these walls docks could be built out as 
required, solving the problem of docking ocean liners. 
Mr. Thomson points out that much of the lower part 
of the island is built on filled-in land, and that the en- 
gineering difficulties are no greater in filling in as he 
proposes than in blasting through the solid rock of the 
island for the existing subway. The Mayor is urged by 
Mr. Thomson to persuade the War Department to 
sanction this means of “making New York the greatest 
port in the world.”

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According to the latest number of the Statesman’s Year 
Book, that for 1910, the Mexican army is recruited by 
voluntary enlistment (for terms of three, four and five 
years), supplemented by a conscription which falls en- 
tirely on the poorest classes. The army in time of peace 
consists of thirty battalions of infantry, fourteen regi- 
ments of cavalry, ete. It could probably put into the 
field two or three divisions and two independent cavalry 
divisions: approximate total, 45,000 .to 55,000 combat- 
ants. There are also certain “auxiliary” troops, but 
they do not appear to amount to more than about four 
squadrons and two or three companies. The peace 
strength of the Mexican forces in 1909 was 3,221 officers 
and 26,745 men. The nominal war effective is about 


84,500, The infantry are armed with the Mauser maga- 


zine rifle, model 1901, and the cavalry carry the Mauser 
carbine, but the reserves have only the Remington rifle 
of 1893. The field and horse artillery are now armed 
with quick-firing guns on the Schneider Canet system. 
As it is the practice of the Mexican government to compel 
convicts to serve in the army the standard is not high, 
and the caution required in dealing with such a soldiery 
explains the difficulty the government has experienced 
during the present troubles in Mexico. Another estimate 
of the strength of the Mexican army is as follows: In- 
fantry, 26,000; engineers, 766; artillery, 2,304; cavalry, 
8,454; rural guards of police, 2,365; gendarmerie, 250; 
total, 37,1083. There are over 3,000 officers. 








A correspondent says: “On page 568 of the American 
Magazine for March, 1911, in an article by Ray Stannard 
Baker, the following passage appears: ‘In short, Mr. 
Taylor would shift the management of industry from 
the old military basis to an educational and co-operative 
basis. Under the new system a man who enters a fac- 
tory as a workman does not find himself driven to his 
task and exploited, but discovers that he has entered a 
great educational institution, where the management is 
eager to train him to his utmost ability, pay him accord- 
ing to his product, and advance him as rapidly as his 
capabilities permit. Such use of the word ‘military’ 
seems inexcusable in a man with Mr. Baker’s experience 
as an investigator. From my experience and observation 
in the Army, as enlisted man and officer, I should say 
that if the second sentence quoted was made to read, ‘A 
man who enters the Army as a soldier,’ ete, it would 
be a remarkably clear statement of conditions in the 
modern Army.” 
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That Sir Percy Scott, of the British navy, has not 
abated his interest in naval gunnery practice is shown 
by an announcement in the United Service Gazette of 
London that should put our own naval gunnery experts 
on the qui vive. We are told that by a very ingenious 
arrangement of his invention the 12-inch guns of H.M.S. 
Neptune have, in the same time and at a similar range, 
made one and a half times the number of hits that any 
other Dreadnought has ever made. “This,” says our 
British contemporary, “is an astonishing feat, and, com- 
bined with the introduction of the 13.5-inch gun, gives 
the British navy a tremendous lead in naval shooting.” 
It was on Captain Scott’s ship, the Terrible, that in the 
first year of the present century, out on the China sta- 
tion, a gunner made eight hits in eight successive rounds 
in one minute with a 6-inch quick-firing gun. “It was 
the genius of Captain Scott,” says the Gazette, “which 
made this world-surprising record possible.” 


in 
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Jan. 30, 1911, American citizens resident in Japan 
held a meeting in Yokohama and considered the relations 
between this country and Japan. They adopted resolu- 
tions and some addresses were delivered, notably one: by 
the American Ambassador to Japan. From his address 
Mr. Jones read into the Congressional Record of April 
17 two sentences, as follows: “Let me assure you, Mr. 
President, ladies and gentlemen—and I ought to know 
something about it—that there is no cause under the sun 
why there should be distrust between the people of these 
two countries. [Applause.]| There are no questions of 
importance pending, and no business being conducted 
diplomatically which should excite the suspicions or 
make the slightest trouble as between the two peoples.” 
At the suggestion of Mr. Jones the pamphlet will be 
printed as a public document. 
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The date of the massacre in which Pvt. Fernando 
Keithley and three other members of Company H, 28th 
Infantry, lost their lives was given by the Mindanao 
Herald as Nov. 14, 1903, as we noted in our issue of 
April 8, page 942. Of this Joseph A. Freeh writes from 
Cleveland, Ohio: “In regard to a paragraph on the name 
of Mahrahe (Maharui), Mindanao, P.I., being changed 
to Camp Keithley, the night of the massacre was on 
Noy. 18, 1903, instead of one day later, as stated. I 
was myself there at the time of the trouble, and was one 
of the first to be on the ground of the massacre. I was 
also well acquainted with the whole guard, except the 
sergeant, as they served with me in the Sth Infantry. 
The fight of Keithley’s death was on Noy, 13, at about 
ten minutes to twelve, midnight.”

The statue placed by the 1st Regiment (Gray Reserves) 
in front of the Unien League house in Philadelphia repre- 
sents a soldier in the uniform and equipments of 1861, 
and is the only statue in the United States representing 
a marching soldier, writes a correspondent. The sculptor 
was Henry K. Bush-Brown, of Washington, D.C. The 
design and selection of the statue were under the auspices 
of a committee consisting of the following Civil War 
officers: Cols. John P. Nicholson, Theodore FE. Wieders- 
heim, R. Dale Benson and Sylvester Bonnaffon, jr., and 
Major J. Campbell Gilmore. 
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The plans have recently been completed for the loco- 
motives which are to haul ships through the locks of 
the Panama Canal. The maximum pull of each 
locomotive will consist of 25,000 pounds, a friction clutch 
being employed, which will yield if the pull exceeds this 
maximum. Each vessel will be drawn by a number of 
locomotives. depending upon its tonnage, and the loco- 
motives will do no hauling while ascending from one 
level to another. 
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Port Bolivar, Texas, to the east of Texas City, across 
Galveston Bay, on the point of a peninsula, is the site 
of the new terminal facilities of the Gulf and Interstate 
Railway (Sante Fé), which runs to Beaumont, Texas. 
A draft of water of twenty-five feet can now be carried 
through the channel to the Bolivar wharf pier, which is 
300 feet wide by 1,200 feet long, with a slip of like 
dimensions.

NEED OF A NATIONAL DEFENSE POLICY. 


No measure that the Democratic Party could identify 
itself with in the present Congress would do more to 
commend it to posterity than prompt passage of the bill 
introduced at the last session by Representative Hobson 
for the creation of a Couneil of National Defense. This 
bill was described in the ARMy AND Navy JoURNAL of 
Feb. 11, page 688, and its influence upon the proper co- 
ordination of the Services and the Congressional con- 
sideration of military legislation was analyzed. As Gen- 
eral Wood has well said, the country from its very be- 
ginning has suffered from the lack of a well defined 
military policy. Things have gone by sixes and sevens. 
Legislation has been passed by Congress too often as a 
mere matter of compromise between rival parties or rivai 
sections, rather than as part of a settled and determined 
system of national defense. As a result it has been im- 
possible through the years to bring the annual estimates 
of the War and Navy Departments to the test of a well 
thought out plan of sea and land military efficiency. 

What can be done in the way of sound, consistent 
military progress has been shown in the case of Great 
Britain, with her two-power standard by which to judge 
of the value of this or that naval measure brought be- 
fore Parliament. The United States having no land or 
sea policy, one cannot blame too severely new members 
of Congress if, on reaching the National Capital from 
the far interior, they have to be taught what is the need 
of the country in Army or Navy matters, and if they 
have to spend several years in the halls of national 
legislation before they can form a clear idea of what is 
necessary for the national defense. We do not go so far 
as to say that all new members attain to that desired 
degree of knowledge; in fact we have known, to our 
great chagrin, that quite the contrary is the rule in 
many instances, and that members have spent a by no 
means short period of public service in Congress and 
returned to their homes in the interior of the country 
without having formed an understanding of the military 
needs of the country. 

The creation of a Council of National Defense, such 
as Representative Hobson suggests, would tend to dissi- 
pate such apathy and to put within the reach of every 
candidate for office an intelligent idea of the needs of 
the country from the viewpoint of defense. In default 
of such a policy the necessities of the Services have been 
brought before Congress by each Service itself in a way 
that to some seemed to put it in the light of asking for 
favors. Our Army and Navy should never be called 





upon to assume any such attitude. They should rather 
be placed in the position of receiving the financial en- 
couragement of the nation unasked. There could then 
be no question of rivalry between the Services in the 
matter of Congressional favor. The needs of the Services 
would be brought before Congress by this council, an 
impartial body, which, having nothing but the good of 
the country before it, might be expected to advocate 
military measures free from political or Service bias 
and tending toward co-operation, Too much time, as the 
Chief of Staff has said, is wasted in getting the way 
cleared for consideration of Service legislation by Con- 
gress. Time could be saved if from the shoulders of the 
military committees could be lifted the responsibility of 
passing on the military necessity or potentiality of 
measures coming before them. 

One has but to read the long and exhaustive hearings 
before the different committees to understand to what 
an extent the laymen have to grope around in the dark, 
as it were, before they can estimate the value of pro- 
posed legislation. It is not to be understood that the 
proposed National Council of Defense would aim to 
“railroad?’ legislation through the two houses, or to 
lessen the discussion of important measures, whether in 
committee or in open session. Its chief purpose would 
be to give assurance to the committees that any measure 
it recommended might safely be considered as well di- 
gested and as having been put forward as a stone with 
a specified place in the great wall of national defense. 
With departmental, Senate, House and Army and Navy 
representation on this council there would be an excel- 
Jent balance of lay and professional knowledge, which 
should assure for its decisions a wide and weighty re- 
spect. 

Just as Great Britain has a two-power standard, the 
United States has a two-ocean standard to which its 
Army and Navy devefopment should be adjusted. With 
the opening of the Panama Canal the importance of the 
two oceans to our future commercial expansion will in- 
crease. Let us imagine that at the time of the Spanish 
War we had had a Council of National Defense, Im- 
mediately there would have been worked out plans for a 
system of military defense that would have included both 
oceans, and would have been consistently enlarged or 
modified with the shifting changes in world politics, 
such as those wrought by the Russo-Japanese War ia 
1904-05. The lethargy of the American people in respect 
to our responsibilities in the Pacific is one of the most 
depressing of our national weaknesses. But for the 
world cruise of the Battleship Fleet in 1907-09 it would 
have been worse than it is. 

A recent statement of Speaker Champ Clark as to 
eanal fortifications indicates the character and extent 
of this apathy. The question of fortifying the 
waterway was. brought to the attention of the 
public in a way that was not at all impressive. 
Some thought it was advanced as an Army measure, and 
we saw one retired admiral of the Navy leading an 
attack upon the project in a fashion that could but sug- 
gest to some that the welfare of the Navy was menaced 
by land fortifications. We can quite understand why 
Speaker Clark in an interview in the New York Times 
of March 26 said: “As to the fortification of the 
Panama Canal I am very much mixed, although I sup- 
pose I shall have to make up my mind about it very 
soon. At first I was intensely in favor of its fortifica- 
tion, but one day General Keifer delivered a carefully 
prepared speech in the House, and very much to my 
surprise, while he did not convert me to the doctrine of 
neutralization, he somewhat jarred me in my theory of 
fortification.” This is the speech, we believe, that was 
so skilfully analyzed and refuted by Representative Hob- 
son. At the time we said that there was little left of 
General Keifer’s speech but the sound, and we are of the 
opinion that Mr. Clark did not read the Alabama Con- 
gressman’s address. While we do not presume to sit as 
a sentinel over any man’s mind, we are disposed to be- 
lieve that if the measure for the fortification of the 
canal had come before Congress with the approval of a 
council of National Defense behind it, it would have 
had such prestige that the present Speaker would have 
long ago formed an opinion that would not have been 
shaken by the eloquent but specious language of the 
Ohioan. 

A council, such as that sought in the Hobson 
bill, could make an impression upon this lethargy 
as nothing else’ might. With the beginning of 
the work on the Panama Canal this council could 
have laid the foundations of a system of defense 
that now would embrace the Atlantic, the Pacific, the 
Caribbean Sea and the Gulf of Mexico in one huge net- 
work of defenses, each depending upon the other, and 
leading up to a system that would put this country be- 
yond the reach of successful invasion and give it added 
influence in aiding to keep the peace of the world. If 
such public men as Speaker Clark could be made to see 
that the fortifications of the canal are merely part of a 
necessary system of defense, they would lose sight of the 
purely local considerations involved and would give to 
the plans of such a council the same patriotic support 
that a Briton gives to a proposal to strengthen ag far-off 
fragment of the fleet as one of the factors in securing 
the safety of the empire. 

Giving point to all we have said above. a writer in the 
March-April Journal of the U.S. Artillery, discussing 
the subject of naval bases and the importance of select- 
ing proper sites for them, says: “There is perhaps no 
military subject requiring a broader treatment than the 
selection and defense of naval bases, and the proposed 
Council of National Defense would justify its existence 
ten times over if it did no more than to bring order out 
of chaos in this one subject, by uniting the minds of 
competent statesmen and Army and Navy officers by 
reconciling the conflicting ‘requirements’ made by each 
branch of the Service.”

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Oct. 19, 1910, the commander of the Department of 
Missouri ordered Major Omar Bundy, I.G., to make an 
inspection, and authorized him to hire “such wheel 
transportation as may be necessary.’”’ The transporta- 
tion was $2.50, and this the Comptroller refuses to allow, 
as the Act of June 12, 1906, limits mileage to seven 
cents a mile. 

Major William M. Roberts, Med. Corps, U-S.A., 
shipped two of. his private horses from Cincinnati to 
Pimlico, Md., to compete in the Army Service Cup race. 
The Comptroller refuses to allow the $107.60 paid for 
transportation, for the reason that the doctor did not 
apply to the Q.M.D. for the transportation of the horses, 
as he should have done. . 

In view of the Act of March 3, 1911. Lieut. Col. 
Isaac W. Littell, D.Q.M.G., and Capt. William Brooke, 








Q.M., U.S.A., are to be allowed another hearing on their 
claims, one for $246.25 for repairing a government auto- 
mobile, and the other $163.10 for supplies and hire of 
a chauffeur; also Major M. Gray Zalinski, Q.M., U.S.A., 
$1,013.06, payment for supplies and hire of chauffeur for 
an automobile used by Major W. L. Kenly, U.S.A., re- 
cruiting officer at New York city. 

Interpreting the provision for a Dental Corps in the 
Act of March 3, 1911, the Comptroller says: “Dental 
surgeons who are appointed and commissioned as pro- 
vided in the Act of March 3, 1911, if they accept such 
appointments, thereby become officers in the Medical 
Department of the Army, and are entitled to be paid out 
of the general appropriations for the pay of such officers. 
Second * * * The acting dental surgeons appointed 
under the Act of March 8, 1911, are intended to take 
the place of the contract dental surgeons authorized by 
the Acts of Feb. 2, 1901, and March 2, 1907; and if the 
contract dental surgeons in the Service at the time of 
the passage of the Act of March 3, 1911, should be 
appointed and commissioned dental surgeons as provided 
by that act, and should accept the same, I am of the 
opinion that the Surgeon General, with the approval 
of the Secretary of War, would be authorized to appoint 
not to exceed thirty-one acting dental surgeons, that 
number being all that is authorized by law. Third— 
That acting dental surgeons authorized by the Act of 
March 8, 1911, are intended to supersede and take the 
place of the contract dental surgeons authorized by the 
Acts of Feb. 2, 1901, and March 2, 1907.” 

Capt. Comdr. Worth G. Ross, U.S.R.C.S., while in 
New York Jan. 27, 1911, was taken seriously ill at the 
Hotel Plaza with a paralytic stroke. The house 
physician of the hotel was immediately summoned and 
a nurse was employed. Captain Ross paid the physician 
$55 and the nurse $28. The Comptroller refuses to 
allow more for the doctor than the one day on which 
Captain Ross was stricken and for the nurse up to the 
time that he might with safety be removed to the hospital. 
This on the ground that medical treatment and a nurse 
should be furnished by the Marine Hospital Service, 
which should have been promptly notified of the fact 
that Captain Ross was ill. The Comptroller says: 
“Captain Ross, at the time of his attack, was accom- 
panied by an officer of his Service. Such officer should 
have advised the proper medical authorities.” 


CAVALRY AS MOUNTED RIFLEMEN. 


Now that we are trying so commendably to improve 
the breed of the American Cavalry horse, there may be 
‘something more than a hint for us in the plea of 
Erskine Childers, the English military writer, that the 
British cavalry break away from Continental infiuences 
and create a cavalry of their own. If England can work 
out her own cavalry salvation, free from the domination 
of her next-door neighbors, what possibilities of indepen- 
dent development may not lie hidden within easy reach 
of the American cavalryman? Mr. Childers makes his 
appeal for breaking off the thralldom of Continental 
ideas in his latest work, “German Influence on British 
Cavalry” (Longmans, Green and Company, London and 
New York), which is really a continuation of his fight 
against the sword and lance as cavalry weapons, which 
he made so effectively a few months ago in his work, 
“War and the Arme Blanche.” With the picturesque 
and martial figure of Lord Roberts stationed in the 
background as a potential reserve, Mr. Childers carries 
the war into Africa, as it were, and charges directly 
into the center of his adversaries’ line. He not only 
condemns the conclusions of General von Bernhardi, the 
German cavalry authority, but delivers an attack upon 
Sir John French, the foremost British exponent of 
cavalry principles, for approving the theories of the 
German school. What Mr. Childers aims at is the 
creation of a British cavalry that shall be free from 
the dominance of Continental ideas, which he maintains 
are obsolete and threaten the efficiency of cavalry.” Mr. 
Childers does not make this point, but we are tempted 
to make it for him; namely, that at this time, when 
the aeroplane is deemed by some to lessen the value of 
cavalry, the necessity is especially urgent for modeling 
the progress of cavalry upon such lines as will enable 
the most to be made out of that arm of the service. 

Mr. Childers opens his batteries upon General von 
Bernhardi in the preface in this vigorous fashion: “I 
wish to show that we have nothing to learn even from 
him in the matter of cavalry combat, but that, if we only 
have the pluck and independence to break off the de- 
moralizing habit of imitating foreign models, and to 
‘build on our own racial aptitudes, we have the power of 
creating a cavalry incomparably superior in quality to 
any Continental cavalry. The indispensable condition 
precedent to that revival is to sweep away root and 
branch the tactical system founded on the lance and 
sword, and to create a new system founded on the rifle.” 

The author is particularly stirred by the fact that 
General French wrote a highly laudatory preface for 
General von Bernhardi’s latest work, “Cavalry in War 
and Peace,” and put it before British cavalrymen as a 
brilliant and authoritative treatise on the employment 
of cavalry in modern war. Consequently he criticises 
both British and German general equally. He is dis- 
gusted with the German author for dismissing the wars 
of Frederick the Great and Napoleon, the Austro- 
Prussian war, the Franco-Prussian war, the Russo- 
Turkish war, the South African war and the Manchurian 
war as uninstructive, and using only the American Civil 
War as a guide to the modern cavalrymen. Mr. Childers 
says that General von Bernhardi thus shows his inability 
to appreciate the changed conditions under which cavalry 
operate nowadays. Since 1865 a most important thing 
has happened of which the German authority seems to 
be ignorant—the invention of a firearm five times as 
powerful as the firearm of the Civil War, relegating the 
weapon of 1865 to the museum. Still, without consider- 
ing that fact, the English writer says that the American 
horsemen of the Civil War discovered that the rifle 
must be the principal arm of the Cavalry, and through 
that discovery made themselves “incomparably more 
formidable and efficient than the European cavalries that 
ignored and despised the American example in the suc- 
ceeding European struggles.” 

Even the American weapon of 1865 reduced shock to 
a secondary place and gave fire unquestioned supremacy. 
“The modern weapon has eliminated shock altogether, 
and inspired new and far more formidable tactics, just 
as mobile, just as dashing, just as fruitful of charges, 
but based on fire.” Quoting the German author as 
saying, “Cavalry should endeavor to preserve their 
mobility in the fight, and that mounted shock action 
therefore should be regarded as its proper rdle in battle,” 
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Mr. Childers says that “Stuart, Sheridan, Wilson and 
other great American leaders would have laughed at it, 
and they used wretchedly imperfect firearms. They rode 
just as far and to just as good purpose whether they 
used the firearm or steel, and they fought to win with 
whatever weapon was the best weapon at the moment. 

Submitting the question of the value of the steel 
weapon to the test of actual casualties, the English 
author finds that in the Franco-Prussian war, out of 
65,160 German casualties from all weapons, six Germans 
were killed and 218 wounded by the saber and clubbed 
musket counted together. In the South African war 
there are no statistics as to death, but there were about 
fifty Boer casualties through lance and sword, together 
with about fifty more prisoners taken, while the total 
Boer and British killed and wounded from all weapons 
was about 40,000. There are no exact figures for the 
Russo-Japanese war, but apparently there were not 
more than fifty casualties from lance and sword together 
out of total casualties of over 400,000. In view of these 
small results from the use of the weapon of shock action, 
the author is at a loss to understand the persistent 
advocacy of the sword. The poor showing of the British 
cavalry in the Boer war was due, he asserts, to their 
education in the use of the lance and sword. “Not a 
single Boer scout was hurt from the beginning to the 
end of the war by sword or lance. Those weapons were 
a laughing stock to foe and friend alike.” The theory 
that cavalry is peculiarly an offensive arm, the pet 
belief of certain cavalry writers, the author dismisses as 
a juggle with words, for offense also implies defense as 
a counterpart. If the rifle governs the defense it must 
impose the rifle upon the offense, for the author lays it 
down as a new maxim of war that “the rifle rules 
tactics.” : 

Proceeding from this view of the change in modern 
fighting conditions due to the improved firearm, Mr. 
Childers suggests the true doctrine as to the fighting of 
cavalry, which is that the modern cavalry soldier is for 
all practical purposes represented by three factors— 
man, horse and rifle—and that it is only in regarding him 
strictly and constantly as mounted, that is to say, an 
especially mobile rifleman, as distinguished from the less 
mobile foot rifleman, that we can establish his war func- 
tions on a simple, sound and logical basis.” As to the 
adoption of a bayonet or sword-bayonet, the author is 
content to treat that as an open question. This work, 
representing, as it does, that large school that believes 
in making the cavalryman more and more a mounted 
infantryman without any weapons distinctly his own, 
should be read by all progressive American cavalrymen, 
who, in finding so much to profit by in the riding schools 
of the Continent, may have had their thoughts largely 
shaped by European theories of cavalry tactics. 





CHANGED FUNCTIONS OF MEDICAL OFFICERS. 
Beginning with a sharp criticism of the various camps 
of instruction held in the last few years for ignoring 
the real function of the medical officer, Col. L. Mervin 
Maus, Med. Corps, U.S.A., in his paper on “The Ethics, 
Scope and Prerogative of the Army Medical Officer,” 
treats of the renaissance of the Medical Department of 
the Army since the Spanish War. This paper was read 
at the annual meeting of the Association of Military 
Surgeons last November, and now appears as a reprint 
from the Military Surgeon. ‘While the line of the Army 
as a whole,” he tells us, “has not always been in sym- 
pathy with the advancement in scope of our department, 
it alone is not responsible for our lack of development. 
After a careful retrospect of the situation I am not so 
sure but that the blame for the present condition may 
not be laid at our own door. Many glorious opportu- 
nities have escaped us through the indifference and lack 
of appreciation, the most monumental of which was the 
refusal, more than a generation ago, of the fusion of 
the Marine Hospital Service with the Army Medical 
Department.” The value of such a union to-day so 
deeply impresses Colonel Maus that it may be expected 
that he would welcome any movement to bring about 
such an amalgamation. He says: “The great advantages 
of such a union, even to-day, should be apparent not 
only tc the officers of both branches of the Service, but 
to the Government itself.” The blending of the two 
corps, it seems to him, would aggrandize the work of 
each, increase their usefulness and add interest to the 
varied services. In time of war the enlarged Medical 
Corps would then be enabled to furnish a much larger 
pro rata of experienced medical officers to occupy the 
more important positions of medical administration. 

Early military training is of paramount importance 
in the preparation of the medical officer of the Army, 
according to the essayist. Indeed, if Colonel Maus was 
the power, he would have every candidate for the Medical 
Corps graduate at West Point or some other well known 
military school before matriculating in the medical 
course. He would not be expected to pursue the entire 
curriculum requisite for the line lieutenant. “This plan 
is entirely feasible, and it is possible that the Govern- 
ment may yet arrange an elective course at the National 
Academy for cadets who desire to enter the different 
branches of the line or staff, including the Medical Corps, 
or who may be assigned to these different branches on 
account of peculiar fitness.’ There should be, in his 
opinion, a National Medical School in Washington for 
the preparation of the candidates for the three branches 
of the Service—Army, Navy and P.H. and M.H.S. 

Colonel Maus sees in the transfer of the work of dis- 
posing of camp refuse from the Q.M. Department to the 
Medical Department a step that must lead to a large 
improvement in camp sanitation. The results at two 
camps under this system, he considers, were strongly in 
support of this view. The camps were Camp Mabry, 
Austin, Texas, 1906, and the Camp of Instruction, Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, Ind., in September, 1910. The 
opinion of General Hodges, U.S.A., as expressed in his 
report on the gratifying effect on camp work of this 
transfer, is quoted by the essayist. 

Colonel Maus says the time has arrived for giving to 
the Army the services of specialists, such as have im- 
proved the health of the civilian population. There 
should be in the Army specialists on the eye, ear, nose, 
throat, alienists, experts on nervous diseases, on diseases 
of the stomach and intestines, skilled surgical operators, 
biologists and sanitary engineers. It is owing to this 
lack of snecialists that officers and men are sent to the 
Walter Reed Hospital, in Washington, or the General 
Hospital at the Presidio of San Francisco at great cost 
to the Government. Officers of the line and staff are 


singled out each year for special instruction, consequently 
Colonel Maus does not see why a certain number of 
medical officers cannot be selected each year to study to 
become specialists. 


The present recruiting system, while 


the best possible under existing circumstances, seems to 
Colonel Maus to have drawbacks. He recommends that 
the whole matter of recruitment be turned over to the 
Medical Department. One good result of this at once 
would be the release of a number of line officers, but 
the Medical Corps would have to be increased. 

Not only is Colonel Maus convinced that the medical 
organization of the Medical Department of the Army 
has undergone a great development since the unfortunate 
experiences of the Chickamauga and Montauk Point 
camps in 1898, but he believes that it is “on the eve 
of a regeneration which is destined to increase its use- 
fulness a thousandfold.” He says that before 1898 the 
“Medical Corps suffered from inertia, was affected with 
a gpecies of dry rot, which had eaten its way into the 
very heart of the organization, and from which it 
awakened in 1898, only to find the country convulsed 
over the dreadful disasters of our Southern camps.” 

Change in nomenclature receives the critical attention 
of Colonel Maus, who deems the term “surgeon” in- 
appropriate. He prefers “medical officer,” a term that 
is in general use in the French and English armies. 
“Chief surgeon” also is misleading, as not defining posi- 
tion of direction and control. He then gives a list of 
the names he would use in designating medical officers of 
various grades. ‘ 





AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 

Secretary Meyer on April 16, 1911, received from the 
U.S.S. Mississippi the following report of the recent 
experiments with kites, repelling a simulated attack of 
aeroplanes: “Several kites were made of box shape, 
length four feet, width two feet. A team of ten blue- 
jackets fired at these kites from the quarterdeck. The 
kites had a great deal of plunging motion at the time of 
firing, and were distant from 500 to 700 yards. The 
team of bluejackets fired volleys and brought down the 
kite at the end of the third volley, the towing string 
having been hit. This first kite sailed away and could 
not be recovered, so it was not known how many hits 
were made. Another kite was then sent up and fired at 
under similar conditions. A total of 160 rounds were 
fired very rapidly, and forty hits were made, several of 
these hits cutting the braces and frames. As the bunting 
covered not more than three-fifths of the total area of 
the kite as presented to the ship, it gave the excellent 
result of forty hits out of 160 shots at an area of about 
five square feet at a rapidly plunging target 500 to 700 
yards distant in the air. As the Service rifle has great 
carrying power, and as any number can be furnished 
the men on board, it is reasonable to believe that an 
aeroplane 1,000 yards away would stand no show if only 
the Service rifle were used. The Mississippi is con- 
sidering the use of the 3-inch guns for this kind of an 
attack, and is studying the necessary modification of 
the mount.” 

The first flight in an aeroplane between the capitals 
without a stop was made on April 12, when the aviator, 
Pierre Prier, leaving Hendon, a London suburb, at 
1:37 p.m. arrived in the suburbs of Paris at 5:33, the 
290 miles having been covered in 236 minutes. The 
flight was made in a monoplane, and on account of the 
fog over the channel the aviator was obliged to ascend 
to an altitude of more than 3,200 feet near Dover. This 
is a world’s record for long distance cross-country flying, 
the best previous figures having been made by Lieuten- 
ant Camerman, who covered 147 miles in four hours and 
two minutes in December last. The first flight over the 
channel was made by Blériot, of France, on July 235, 
1909. Prier is a newcomer in the aviation world.

RHODE ISLAND C.A. INSTRUCTION. 


National Guard coast artillerymen will find much in- 
formation in a paper by Capt. Arthur P. S. Hyde, Coast 
Art. Corps, U.S.A., in the current Artillery Journal, 
reporting the course of instruction followed in the train- 
ing of the C.A.C. of Rhode Island. Home defense, which 
is dear to the heart of every Volunteer, is better realized 
with the C.A., for upon the outbreak of war the members 
of that corps would be assigned to duty in one of the 
forts protecting the entrance to the harbor of his own 
home city. He believes that the C.A. arm should appeal 
with especial force to members of the Militia resident in 
coast cities. Men who for family or personal reasons 
are unable to perform distant military duty might render 
effective service at home in the C.A. reserves. It is of 
the greatest importance to train these reserves so that 
in time of war they may be able to mun their respective 
batteries without the necessity of Regular troops to act 
as instructors. To bring about this happy condition 
three things are necessary: First, the reserve officers 
should be well instructed; each reserve company should 
have a thoroughly trained fire-control section, able to go 
into a station and operate the instruments without delay 
or further instruction; there should be gun commanders, 
gun pointers, range and azimuth setters, and mechanics 
who are proficient in their duties. The corps of men 
requisite for these specified duties would be no larger 
in war than in peace, and if these positions were filled 
by men amply trained in peace they could break in the 
recruits. 

Captain Hyde has had two years’ experience with 
armory instruction of the C.A. reserves of Rhode Island. 
and, in addition, has acted as instructor during combined 
C.A. and N.G. maneuvers of the Coast Artillery reserves 
of New York, Connecticut and Rhode Island during 
eight camps last summer, being detailed by the depart- 
ment C.O. as inspector-instructor during the exercises 
of the Rhode Island troops. The essayist describes with 
the aid of illustrations the method of instruction carried 
on in Rhode Island. With five companies using the 
armory in one instance it was necessary that there should 
be. no interference between the Artillery and Infantry 
drills, and consequently it was not desirable to have a 
target on the floor. To overcome this difficulty a light 
cable was stretched obliquely across one end of the 
armory about twelve feet above the floor, and rigged 
with a luff tackle at one end. so that it could be drawn 
tavt. Hanging from this cable by ordinary galvanized 
pulleys were two light frames covered with muslin, on 
each of which was pasted a large blue-print of a battle- 
ship. The full dimensions of a battleship 450 feet in 
length were assumed at 6,000 yards, and then reduced 
proportionately to a range of 200 feet. This gave a 
silhouette five feet long, and this appeared to an observer 
as of the same size as the real battleship, say of the 
Connecticut class, at an actual range of 6, yards. 

The targets were connected with a cord, so that the 





distance from the stern of the leading ship to the bow 
of the rear one was ten feet, equivalent to 300 yards. 
Plotting, range and deflection boards and wind component 
indicators were improvised. ‘The complete operation of 
the range board was gone through with regularly for the 
training of the operator, it not being deemed advisable 
to make a range correction device on the gun arm. This 
board was made, under the supervision of the instructor, 
by Major Clarence H. Greene, C.E., and Captain Nolan, 
C.A.C., R.ILN.G. During the C.A. and Militia exercises 
of the Narragansett Bay District in 1910 Captain Hyde 
found the most satisfactory phase of the work to be the 
degree of independence reached by these troops. Several 
times in making tours of inspection at the different posts 
he went into stations during subcaliber practice when 
there was not a Regular officer nor enlisted man to be 
seen, and yet the work was running as smoothly as 
possible and the target being hit shot after shot. When 
the three classes spoken of early in the paper are de- 
veloped throughout the C.A. reserves to make such work 
possible all the time, it will be possible to rely upon C.A. 
reserves greatly at the opening of a war. 


Y.M.C.A. NAUTICAL COLLEGD, 


Through the efforts and kindness of a number of 
prominent New York yachtsmen the New York Nautical 
College has become a part of the education work at the 
West Side Young Men’s Christian Association, 318 West 
Fifty-seventh street, New York city. Capt. Howard 
Patterson, who founded the college in 1882, will remain 
as principal under West Side management. The Nautical 
College, the equipment of which is worth more than 
$25,000, was bought outright for the West Side Branch 
by the yachtsmen friends of the association. 

Under Y.M.C.A, management the Nautical College will 
continue general instruction in navigation for merchant 
marine officers, yacht owners and yacht railing masters 
and mates. The college will also have departments in 
marine engineering and special training for U.S. coast 
survey, transport and lighthouse officers and naval 
architecture and a Navy “prep” school. Instruction will 
also be provided Naval Militia officers, and will prepare 
candidates as cadets for the U.S. Naval Academy and for 
the U.S. Revenue Cutter Service. 

The Nautical College will be moved to the building at 
40 West Sixty-sixth street, which was recently acquired 
by the West Side Branch. This building is now being 
reconstructed into a modern fireproof structure, three 
stories in front and four in the rear, Besides the Nautical 
College, this building will house the Automobile, the 
Motor Boat and the Aeronautic School. Under Captain 
Patterson many owners of steam and sailing yachts have 
been trained in the college and have passed examinations 
before the U.S. local inspectors of steam vessels, and 
have received professional licenses to command yachts 
either as ocean masters or as pilots in home waters.

WHEN LEE AND DAVIS MET. 


Telling of a visit made by President Davis to the lines 
of Lee’s Army during the battle of Mechanicsville, Mrs. 
Burton Harrison, in the April Scribner, says: 

“General Lee observed the President’s approach, and 
was evidently annoyed at what he considered a fool- 
hardy expedition of needless exposure of the head of the 
Government, whose duties were elsewhere. He turned 
his back for a moment, until Colonel Chilton had been 
despatched at a gallop with the last direction to the 
commander of the attacking brigade; then, facing the 
cavalcade and looking like the god of war indignant, he 
exchanged with the President a salute, with the most 
frigid reserve of anything like welcome or cordiality. In 
an instant, and without allowance of opportunity for a 
word from the President, the General, looking not at 
him but at the assemblage at large, asked in a tone of 
irritation : 

““*Who are all this army of people, and what are they 
doing here?’ 

“No one moved or spoke, but all eyes were upon the 
President; everybody perfectly understood that this was 
only an order for him to retire to a place of safety, and 
the roar of the guns, the rattling fire of musketry and 
the bustle of a battle in progress, with troops continually 
arriving across the bridge to go into action, went on. The 
President twisted in his saddle, quite taken aback at such 
a greeting—the General regarding him now with glances 
of growing severity. After a painful pause the President 
said, deprecatingly, ‘It is fot* my army, General.’ ‘It 
certainly is not my army, Mr. President,’ was the prompt 
reply, ‘and this is no place for it’-—in an accent of com- 
mand. Such a rebuff was a stunner to Mr. Davis, who, 
however, soon regained his serenity and answered, ‘Well, 
Generai, if I withdraw perhaps they will follow,’ and, 
raising his hat in cold salute, he turned his horse’s head 
to ride slowly toward the bridge—seeing, as he turned, 
a man killed immediately before him by a shot from a 
gun which at that moment got the range of the road. 
The President’s own staff officers followed him, as did 
various others; but he presently drew rein in a stream: 
where the high bank and the bushes concealed him from 
General T.ee’s repelling observation, and there remained! 
while the battle raged.” 

Describing the condition of things in Richmond, Va... 
on June 1, 1862, after the battle of Fair Oaks, or Seven 
Pines, fought within six or seven miles of the Confederate: 
capital, Mrs. Burton Harrison says: “During the 
night began the ghastly procession of wounded brought 
in from the field. Every vehicle the city could produce 
supplemented the military ambulances. Many slightly 
wounded men, so black with gunpowder as to be un- 
recognizable, came limping in on foot. All next day 
women with white faces flitted bare-headed through the 
streets and hospitals, looking for their own. Churches: 
and lecture rooms were thrown open for volunteer ladies: 
sewing and filling the rough beds called for by the 
surgeons. There was not enough of anything to meet 
the sudden appalling call of many strong men stricken 
unto death. Hearing that my cousin, Reginald Hyde, 
was reported wounded, two of us girls volunteered to help 
his mother to search for him through the lower hospitals. 
We tramped down Main street through the hot sun over 
burning pavements, from one scene of horror to another. 
bringing up finally at the St. Charles Hotel. a large, old 
building. What a sight met our eyes! Men in every 
stage of mutilation, lying waiting for the surgeons upon 
bare boards with haversacks, or Army blankets, or 
nothing, beneath their heads. Some gave up the weary 
ghost as we passed them by. All were suffering keenly, 
and needing ordinary attention. To be there empty 
handed and impotent to help nearly broke our hearts. 
Bending down over bandaged faces stiff with blood and’ 
thick with flies, nothing did we see or hear of the object. 
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of our search, who, I am glad to say, arrived later at his 
mother’s home, to be nursed by her to a speedy recovery.” 

Describing the inauguration of Jefferson Davis as 
the first and only President of the Southern Confederacy, 
Mrs. Burton Harrison tells us that when the wife of Mr. 
Davis started for Capitol Square she discovered that 
her negro coachman had arranged to have her carriage 
go at a snail’s pace and she observed walking solemnly, 
and with faces of unbroken gloom, on either side of her 
carriage, four negroes in black clothes, wearing gloves of 
white cotton. Demanding impatiently of the coachman 
what in the world this performance meant, she was in- 
formed: “This, madam, is the way we always does in 
Richmond at funerals and sichlike.”’ Considering to 
what that inauguration ultimately led, it may perhaps be 
eerd considered that the negro coachman had a prophetic 
soul, 


FORT SAM HOUSTON. 


In. Fart Sam Houston, the second largest Army post 
in America, San Antonio has one of the show places of 
the Army, says the Coming Country. From a post of 
300 acres Fort Sam Houston hag been enlarged until it 
now comprises some 944 acres of ground, one hundred 
acres larger than Central Park, New York city. The 
buildings and improvements represent an expenditure of 
nearly $4,000,000. The fort occupies a_ peculiarly 
strategic position. It is only 150 miles from the Gulf 
and on railroad lines leading North, South, East and 
West. It is close to the Mexican boundary line, 

In addition to Fort Sam Houston the Government 
owns some 18,000 acres, the Leon Springs reservation, 
located about seventeen miles northwest of San Antonio, 
used each year by the National Guard and detachments 
of Regulars as a training school. As many as 10,000 
troops have been in camp there for a month at a time. 

The post of Fort Sam Houston was established and 
the Quadruple Building erected in 1875. In 1883 what 
is known as the Upper Post was constructed and quar- 
ters provided for a regiment of Infantry. -From that on 
to the present the garrison has been frequently enlarged 
to make the fort a brigade post. 

Many noted military men have been stationed at Fort 
Sam Houston. Here Gens. Robert E. Lee and Joseph 
E. Johnston did a part of their service. It was in San 
Antonio that General Lee resigned his commission and 
cast his lot with the Confederacy. The Grants, father 
and son, were both stationed at Fort Sam Houston, as 
were also Twigg, Augur, Hood, Sheridan, McKibbon, 
Lawton, Bliss, Stanley, Schofield, Williams, Shafter and 
others of national reputation. It was at San Antonio 
that Colonel Roosevelt at a later day organized, mus- 
tered and drilled the Rough Riders.

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POLO AT FORT SAM HOUSTON. 


Polo enthusiasm is running rampant among the officers 
of the Maneuver Division at Fort Sam Houston, and 
some great sport is promised during the next few months, 
says the San Antonio Express. There are polo teams 
from the 3d and 4th Field Artillery, the 3d, 9th and 
11th Cavalry, the Engineer and Signal Corps and the 
22d Infantry, in addition to a team of civilian players, 
who are members of the Fort Sam Houston Polo Club. 
Interregimental games are played every Tuesday and 
Thursday, upon which days five and six teams are out 
for practice. A tournament for the St. Anthony cup 
will be held at the post, followed by a military polo 
tournament, consisting of regimental teams to play for 
the S. H. Velie Army polo challenge cup. The cup is 
open to challenge by any regimental team at any time. 
Mr. Velie presented it to the 3d Field Artillery to de- 
fend, and it has been sportsmanlike enough to offer to 
put up four individual replicas of the challenge cup to 
any regimental team winning the trophy, which will set 
the example for all other Army teams who may win the 
cup in the future. 

One of the fastest aggregations of players is the Divis- 
ion Freebooters, consisting of Lieutenants Parker and 
Iloyle, 6th Field Art.; Lieutenant Engel, 9th Cav., and 
Lieut. Eben Swift, 11th Cav. This four has been prac- 
ticing team work since its arrival, and with its success 
in securing improved horse flesh will be one of the fastest 
teams from the Army. 

It is hoped that the War Department will be enabled 
to aecept the invitation of the American Polo Associa- 
tion to send two teams to Point Judith this year in July 
or August to compete for the junior and senior cham- 
pionships. It was hoped to hold preliminary tourna- 
ments at Fort Sam Houston and at Fort Riley and 
Washington, the best teams then to compete in semi- 
finals at Washington, D.C., where an Army polo com- 
mittee would select two teams, consisting of the best 
Army players, to play in the senior and junior cham- 
pionships, respectively. However the Mexican troubles, 
causing the concentration of one-fourth of the Army, has 
interfered with the proposed plan. But it is hoped to 
hold the preliminary tournaments at Fort Sam Houston, 
allowing all other regiments to send their teams and per- 
mitting the teams that are already there to send for all 
their best polo horses, as most of them were left at their 
home stations. If this plan matures San Antonio will 
prove to be the military polo center of the country, says 
the Express.

LAKE NAVIES OF U.S. AND CANADA. 


Reviewing a British book on “Canada and Canadian 
Defense,” the Army and Navy Gazette says: 

“The defense of Canada is a question fraught with 
many difficulties and uncertainties. If we ask by whom 
the Dominion may possibly be attacked, we must answer 
by the United States or by Japan; but the likelihood— 
if such it can be called—of attack from either quarter 
seems very remote. Major Gen. C, W. Robinson, C.B., 
in his book is silent on the subject of Japan.. We hope 
his study of the other contingency may be described as 
academic. His suggestions, if carried to their logical 
conclusion, would probably involve diplomatic difficulties, 
and their adoption would contribute something toward 
increasing the possibilities which; if effective, they 
should forestall. He bids us look back to the dark period 
of 1812-14 to discern lessons for the present time. The 
kernel of his suggestion is found in the Duke of Welling- 
ton’s opinion, conveyed to Sir George Murray in a letter 
from Paris in December, 1814: ‘I have told Ministers 
repeatedly that a naval superiority on the Lakes is a 
sine qua non of success in. war on the frontier of Canada, 
even if our object should be only defensive, and I hope. 





when you are there, they will take care to secure it 
for you.’ 

“Such is the geographical situation of the Canadian 
boundary that General Robinson thinks Canada cannot 
be effectively defended without superiority on the water 
border. He does not, it is true, wish to tear up the 
Rush-Bagot Convention, and would be satisfied if the 
Canadians would establish a naval militia for the Lakes, 
with training ships such as the Americans have. He 
seems to contemplate the passage of British warships 
up the St. Lawrence in case of difficulties, and therefore 
opposes the idea of a barrage such as has been proposed. 

eneral Robinson does not, however, advise Canada to 
depend upon naval means or a naval militia. He urges 
the system of organized military training of youth and 
a modified form of universal service. ‘If the full strength 
of her defensive power were thus put forth,’ he says, 
and if, as may be anticipated, the old spirit continues 
to animate her people, Canada may hope confidently to 
maintain in war the integrity of her soil.’ ” 








DEFENSE OF NAVAL BASES. 

In the excellent article by Colonel Martin, an ex- 
Confederate officer, on “The Selection and Defense of 
Naval Bases,” published in the Journal of the U.S. 
Artillery and quoted here, the selection of a naval base 
is made to depend solely on the question of its defense 
from the land side. A writer whe in the Artillery 
Journal for March-April criticises Colonel Martin, admits 
that that feature has frequently received too little con- 
sideration, but that does not justify one in ignoring, or 
belittling, everything else. This critic holds that if the 
base does not meet naval requirements there is no virtue 
in making it impregnable by the army; again, if it 
cannot be properly protected from the sea, what is the 
object in having an unassailable land front? And, finally, 
an efficient land defense is necessary no matter how 
secure may be the position from the sea. Nelson’s say- 
ing, “I consider the best ‘defense for His Sicilian 
Majesty’s dominions is to place myself alongside the 
Irench,”’ illustrates the true réle of the navy in coast 
defense, and in no way affects the location of the base, 
or the fact that the immediate tactical defense lies with 
the army. The object of the coast artillery defense is 
to protect the base from the enemy’s fleet, not merely 
from capture, but also from damage. If an attack is 
made, it is not sufficient that we have driven the enemy 
away and perhaps sunk otie or two of his vessels. If his 
shells have succeeded in destroying or materially damag- 
ing the drydock, machine shops, coaling station, store- 
houses, etec., of the naval base, the defense has not 
fulfilled its purpose, and the base might as well have 
been captured for all the use it will be to our fleet. This 
brings up our primary requirement that the base exists 
solely for the benefit of the Navy. The tactics of the 
defense must therefore be such as to keep the enemy at 
such a distance that it cannot harm the base in any 
manner. It is to gunfire that we must look to prevent 
bombardments, mortars being, of course, included in the 
general term, gun. Failing such an overpowering type 
of ordnance, it is necessary that the fortifications be 
advanced well in front, at such a distance that the base 
is out of range of the fleet, while the latter is under a 
destructive fire. This, therefore, points to a bay in a 
continent, or a large island, as the ideal position, and a 
small island as the worst location, judged from the sea 
front defense. Finally, this writer says: “There is 
perhaps no military subject which requires a broader 
treatment than this very subject of the selection and 
defense’ of naval bases, and the proposed National De- 
fense Council would justify its existence ten times over 
if it did no more than to bring order out of chaos in this 
one subject, by uniting the minds of competent statesmen 
and Army and Navy officers in reconciling the conflicting 
‘requirements’ made by each branch of the Service.” 
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“DIXIE” FOR THE NATIONAL ANTHEM. 


A composer of songs has submitted words to the 
D.A.R. for an American national hymn to be adapted to 
the tune of ‘‘Dixie” in the belief that the Daughters are 
seeking to make “Dixie” the tune for the national hymn. 
If such is the purpose of.the patriotic ladies it would 
seem that theirs would be a case of love’s labor’s lost, for 
it is not likely that the country will take to a national 
air that is founded upon a cotton field tune which some 
Confederate officer said was little better than a jig. A 
national anthem must have a certain measure of stateli- 
ness and it would be difficult to preserve the racy, catchy 
quality of “Dixie” and give stateliness to it. Four- 
four time, making eighth notes of the sixteenths and 
quarters of the eighths, seems to this composer to give 
more of a military swing to the tune, but, however it is 
changed, it must carry the rollicking air of the cotton 
fields or its charm is gone. Its popularity in the South 
was probably due to this very power to bring the life of 
the plantation before the minds of the listeners, and 
therefore to speak to the soul of what was distinctly 
Southern. “Dixie” was not written in the South, but in 
the North, Daniel Emmett, the minstrel, having written 
it in New York city in 1859 as a “walk-around” for 
Bryant’s Minstrels. Gen. Albert Pike, the distinguished 
poet and Freemason, then of Arkansas, though born in 
Boston, wrote some strictly martial words to the air in 
1861, calling upon “‘Southrons” to fly to arms, somewhat 
after the style of Rouget de L’Isle’s invocation to the 
“citoyens” of France in his great’ “Marseillaise.” 
Changing the original time of a song to fit a particular 
purpose is attended with more or less risk.: Mr. John S. 
Wise tells of an occasion in the Civil War when there 
was to be the funeral of a soldier and the band knew no 
funeral hymn, but declared its ability to render “Hop 
Light, Lady.” .It was directed by the master of the 
obsequies to play this in dirge time. As the playing 
proceeded the time grew faster and. faster, until at the 
close it sounded more like a dance measure than a dirge. 


If a Civil War tune is to be chosen to carry the words © 


of a new national anthem it would seem that “Maryland, 
My Maryland.” would be more appropriate, as the air 
has none of the jingle which is looked for and loved in 
“Dixie.” The. melody is the German “Tannenbaum,” 
but as “The Star-Spangled Banner” has been sung for 
years to an imported air and ‘Home, Sweet Home’s” 
melody is said to have been purloined from. Sicily, 
“Maryland” might serve as a vehicle for whatever new 
words may be considered necessary for a. national anthem. 
Two months after they were written the tune was given 
to the words of Randall on,“Maryland” at the meeting 
of a glee club in the Baltimore home of Miss Hetty 


Cary, later the wife of Prof. H. Newell Martin, the 
eminent biologist and author, of Jchns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. A vain search had been made for something to 
sing to fire the Southern heart and Miss Cary thereupon 
recited with dramatic fervor the poem of “Maryland, 
My Maryland.” Her sister happened to think of the 
college song beginning, ‘“Lauriger Horatius, quam dizisti 
verum.” To their great joy the tune was found to fit 
the words, and that night, to quote the tribute of Alex- 
ander H. Stephens, the Confederate vice-president, 
““*Maryland, My Maryland’ became the Marseillaise of 
the Confederacy.” With the development of military 
training in the colleges and universities of the country 
the wedding of a national anthem to the popular college 
tune would at least insure for the hymn a hearty ac- 
ceptance by the collegians of the country, provided they 
did not resent the invasion of their domain of song for 
national purposes. 
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THE MANILA CARNIVAL, 


Manila’s great carnival week in February of 1911 was 
one of the most spectacular ever held, as described by 
the Philippines Monthly. Thousands of people, most of 
them gaily costumed, thronged the grounds of Carnival 
City, indulging in battles of confetti and crowding the 
hippodrome where the society circus was held. In this 
great amphitheater were also held the three balls given 
by the Carnival Association. At least two thousand 
couples were on the dance floor at the inaugural ball, 
held on the evening of Washington’s Birthday. Wallace 
Field, opposite the Luneta, was, as usual, the site of 
the Carnival City, near the popular residence districts 
of Ermita and Malate and within a stone’s throw of the 
three principal clubs of the city, the Army and Navy, 
the Elks and the University Clubs. The first two 
organizations have but recently erected new clubhouses 
on the Luneta Fill at a combined cost of about a half 
million pesos. Manila’s new hotel is within easy reach 
and will be finished in time to accommodate the visitors 
to the 1912 carnival. This hotel is a five-story concrete 
structure, containing 150 rooms, situated on the Luneta 
Fill, to the north of the Luneta. It will, when com- 
pleted, cost in the neighborhood of a million pesos. 

The inaugural parade of the carnival was held at 
night, thousands of spectators lining the route through 
which passed the procession of costumed revelers and the 
prettily decorated floats, illuminated by thousands of 
torches, colored flares, electric lights and strings of paper 
lanterns in carnival colors. As the grand marshal en- 
tered the carnival gates the big whistle of the city ice 
factory gave the signal and the night air was rent with 
joyous sound. Every ship in the harbor joined in and 
every launch on the river added its whistle. The guns 
of the U.S. Artillery, stationed on the Luneta, joined in 
with salvos, bombs and fireworks burst and banners of 
light were waved by the searchlights of the battleships 
anchored in the bay. ‘The paraders passed in review 
before the director general of the carnival, Mr. M. L. 
Stewart, of the Order of Elks; Governor General Forbes, 
Rear Admiral John Hubbard, U.S.N., and other promi- 
nent members of Manila society and government, among 
whom Brig. Gen. Harry H. Bandholtz, Chief of Philip- 
pines Constabulary, headed the committee of judges. 
The parade was led by the grand marshal, Dr, Kneedler. 
Bands of military and civil music were interspersed 
among the floats. 

The patriotic carnival parade of Feb. 22 (Washing- 
ton’s Birthday) was a great success, and was watched 
by thousands of spectators. At the carnival grounds the 
parade was reviewed by. the Governor General and the 
commander-in-chief. Those taking part were the men 
of the 7th Infantry, commanded by Col. Daniel Cornman, 
and the 12th Infantry, commanded by Col. W. H. C. 
Bowen; the 8th, 13th and 14th Cavalry, commanded by 
Col. C, A. P. Hatfield and Col. H. P. Kingsbury. The 
battalion of marines from Olongapo Naval Station was 
commanded by Major N. H. Hall, while the battalion of 
bluejackets from the U.S. Asiatic Fleet was under the 
command of Lieut. Comdr. V. 8. Houston. Capt. A. J. 
Bowley commanded the Ist Field Artillery, and Company 
L, Signal Corps, was commanded by Capt. W. Mitchell. 
The formation through the city streets was in squads 
of fours, with the Artillery in section column. 

A battalion ,of the Philippines Constabulary was to 
have taken part in the parade, but these gallant little 
Filipino soldiers were away on duty in the stricken 
district of the Taal, working among the people in the 
area of the recently active volcano. 

Both the Cavalry and Infantry were in fine form, a 
magnificent body of men. The Marine detachment won 
high praise, being noticeable for their neat appearance 
and bearing and perfect physical condition. At the close 
of the parade the men were given liberty, and in no 
single instance did any disturbance occur. 

ere were three carnival “bailes,” the first the 
Inaugural Ball and held on the evening of Feb. 22, the 
second the Baile de Parejas, held on the evening of Feb. 
24, and the last and most popular the Ball of All 
Nations, held on the closing night of the carnival, Feb. 
28. Five ladies presided at each function and sat on a 
raised platform, wearing the long black coat and white 
wig as worh by the English jurists. They passed judg- 
ment on the relative merits of the costumes worn by 
the different dancers. The prizes awarded were many 
and beautiful. Assisting the baile committee and the 
judges were the Swagger Knights, a delegation of young 
bachelors, who had full charge of the floor arrangements. 

The great dancing floor is over 200 feet long by 175 
feet wide, built to accommodate about a thousand couples. 
When the Inaugural Ball opened it was found that over 
double that number were present. Half rested between 
dances and permitted the other half to have the floor. 
There were costumes of every land and every clime. The 
Ball of All Nations was attended by no less than 5,000 
people. The music for all of the dances was furnished 
by the Constabulary band, under the direction of Capt. 
W. H. Loving. 

Lieut. Frank H. Adams, 12th Inf., was unanimously 
elected to be the grand impressario of the Society Circus, 
which was the feature of the carnival, and most flattering 
encomiums were received upon the success of his efforts. 
He searched the Philippines with a fine tooth comb, and 
managed to collect together an aggregation of performers 
that would command the praise of any section of the 
world. There were two rings, a great platform and’ a 
third of a mile circle track enclosing the three, and 
something startling or humorous happening in each one 
of them every moment. The Cossack riding of the men 
of the 14th Cavalry was superb. 

The athletic program was an extensive one, games and 
tournaments in many different sports. Native Filipino 
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athletes took a large part in the events. Feb. 26 was 
devoted to target shooting between an American Army 
team, the American Marine team, the Tiro al Bianco 
team and two teams from Hong Kong. There were 
regattas, swimming and rowing events on other days. 
An all-Army polo team met a civil government team and 
the Hong Kong officers. Every field of sport was covered 
in the contests, and cups were given to team winners, 
silver and bronze medals to individuals. 

It is impossible to mention all to whom the success 
of the carnival was due, says the Philippines Monthly, 
but among Service people it notes Lieutenant Adams and 
his assistants, Captain Small, Lieutenants Lynch and 
Burch and the men of the 14th Cavalry ; Captain Shearer 
(Lieut. S. E. Shearer, Phil, Scouts?), the chairman of 
the Committee on Industrial Exhibits; Capt. Willis C. 
Metcalf, Colonel Lauchheimer and last but not least 
Colonel Heistand, Colonel Hatfield and Major General 
Bell. These gentlemen all worked hard to assist the 
director general in making the carnival enjoyable and 
instructive. 

The Manila Cablenews-American of March 2 says: 
“No one who saw the carnival just closed can forget the 
part played in it by the officers and soldiers of the Army 
stationed in and about Manila. As a matter of fact, few 
can forget the great part the Army has played in all 
important matters since American occupation of these 
islands. The conduct of the Army, both officers and men, 
in the islands has been such as to make for a better 
understanding between the two peoples, with but very 
rare exceptions. We venture to say that nowhere on 
earth has an army ever been quartered within the terri- 
tory occupied by a people of a different race where so 
much good-will prevailed between the soldiers and the 
people among whom they were cantoned as exists to-day 
between the Filipinos and the American troops. Enough 
credit is seldom given to the troops over here for the 
readiness with which they lay themselves out to make a 
success of civilian functions such as the carnival. Few 
people think enough of the labor expended by the officers 
and men in marching in all kinds of parades in the hot 
sun of the tropics and furnishing amusement in various 
ways, from baseball to the society circus.” 

The officers and men of Troop E, 14th Cavalry, who 
took part in the hippodrome performances at the carnival 
in Manila, P.I., were personally congratulated upon their 
excellent work by General Bell at division headquarters 
Saturday, March 4. Among other things, the General 
complimented them upon their excellent behavior, fine 
soldierly appearance and the fine example they set during 
their stay in Manila. Lieuts. A. J. Lynch and Bruce 
L. Burch, who were in charge of the troop, were also 
congratulated for the work that they did in making the 
troop such a success in the exhibitions. 

“Troops F and G, 15th Cavalry,” writes a correspon- 
dent, “and Troop F, 3d Cavalry, all showed a_ training 
of men and horses admirable in those days, but E Troop, 
of the 14th Cavalry, surpassed them all just as much 
as they at their best excelled all others of their time. 
The rough riding of E Troop I think has never been 
surpassed anywhere, and those who saw it and spoke of 
it in my hearing agree that it is wholly unexampled. 
Its fancy riding was no less admirable, and the training 
of horses excited the wonder of all. The graceful flying 
of Mars in his aeroplane and the feats of horsemanship 
of Lynch’s men were the notable features of the carnival, 
which in many respects was a most successful and in- 
structive exposition of the ideals and purposes of the 
archipelago. The industrial and educational exhibits 
were a revelation most surprising of the progress already 
made in these vital aims of the government.”

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THE CAMPAIGN OF BULL RUN. 

Taking the ground that a defeat of the Confederates 
at Bull Run in 1861 might have brought the Civil War 
to a speedy close, Lieut. Col. W. D. Baird, D.S.O., of the 
British army, in an essay on “The Campaign of Bull 
Run, 1861,” published in the Journal of the United 
Service Institution, of India, impliedly blames the ig- 
norance of the Northern public for the four years of the 
war of secession. Colonel Baird says: “General Scott, 
nore than doubtful as to the military value of the three 
months’ men, was averse to the adoption of an aggres- 
sive plan of campaign until a body of troops, enlisted for 
the whole pericd of the war and properly trained, 
had been collected, and McDowell agreed with his chief 
in this matter. As so often happens, military opinion 
was overriden, and in deference to the clamor of the 
press and public, who were determined to begin hostili- 
ties at once, Scott was ordered to call upon McDowell 
to submit a plan of operations against the Confederate 
force at Manassas. Against this policy both Scott and 
McDowell protested in vain, pointing out how recently 
the troops had been brigaded, that they had never been 
exercised together, that none of the leaders had had any 
experience of moving and handling so large a force, that 
the supply arrangements were incomplete, the wagons 
insufficient, the drivers incompetent and insubordinate, 
and finally that the men had received no instruction in 
shooting, many having never even fired their rifles. in 
their lives. These arguments produced no impression, 
for the public, vaguely consciovs that American inde- 
pendence had been gained by volunteers against veteran 
soldiers, favored an immediate advance. In this attitude 
they were encouraged by the press writers, who being 
unable to discriminate between the value of an army 
and an armed mob, were ignorant of the necessity for 
cohesion, a quality which was openly disparaged.” One 
of the chief lessons of the battle, says the essayist, was 
that “courage born of patriotism, sense of duty or en 
thusiasm will not suffice to win hattles, Such courage 
must be tempered by discipline, for in the disciplined 
force the example of the braver elements influences the 
action of the remainder, whereas when discipline is 
absent troops in the stress of battle are most often 
actuated by the example of the baser and more cowardly 
portions. As Napoleon wrote: “Steadfastness and disci- 
pline stand higher in the category of military virtues 
than does covrage.” Colonel Baird believes that all the 
troops available should have been concentrated in the 
locality where the first blow was to be struck. for the 
Confederacy might have been ended by a decisive vic- 
tory then. The spelling of “McLellan” is given through- 
out to the name of the victor of Antietam. 








A despatch from Valparaiso, Chili, April 7, reports 
that the English tenders for the construction of a battle- 
ship of 26,000 tons for Chili are the lowest received. 


FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Discussing the British naval estimates, the London 
Engineer says: “An extremely interesting point is the 
ratio of the weight of armament and ammunition to 
the displacement of ships. At first sight it would appear 
that modern vessels have a great deal more offensive 
power per ton than the older ships. That they are more 
heavily armed is certain, but not to the extent that at 
first sight appears. A rough, but fairly accurate esti- 
mate may be formed by taking the weight of the guns’ 
mountings and ammunition as proportional to the cube 
of the caliber. This we may call the gun unit. For the 
4-inch gun it is 64, for the 5-inch 127, for the 6-inch 
216, fer the 9.2-inch 779, for the 12-inch 1,728, and for 
the 13% 2.460. These we may reduce to the unit of the 
4-inch, and they become 1, 1.98, 3.4, 12, 27 and 38.4. 
Taking now battleships of recent years, and omitting all 
minor pieces, we find the proportional ratio of gun weight 
to displacement as follows: Majestic, 1; Canopus, 1.2; 
Duncan, 1.1; King Edward, 1.2; Nelson, 1.4; Dread- 
nought, 1.5; Bellerophon, 1.54; St. Vincent, 1.5; Nep- 
tune, 1.4; Orion (13.5-inch guns), 1.7. Thus, iy 
seventeen years we have increased the ratio of gun 
weight per ton of displacement seventy per cent. All 
modern vessels give ratios of the same order: Germany, 
1.8; France, 1.6; America, 1.4; Japan, 2.0, to Great 
Britain’s 1.7. It is, perhaps, worth directing attention 
to the fact that the ratio makes a saw tooth ascent. The 
Bellerophon, the first improved Dreadnought, rose to 
1.54; the St. Vincent, which followed, was only 1.5, and 
in the Neptune the unit had fallen to 1.4. The Orion, 
which goes up to 1.7, carries 13.5-inch guns and displaces 
23,500 tons; later ships will probably carry the same 
sized guns in the same number, but the displacement will 
augment; hence the ratio will fall. Then the 15-inch 
gun will come in and raise it again. What appears to 
happen is that a gun is fixed upon and in each successive 
design the weight of the ship increases until a point is 
reached where the next biggest gun is introduced, an-l 
the same thing is repeated.” 

Admiral Voevodsky, Russian Minister of Marine, has 
resigned and has been given an appointment in the 
Council of the Empire. Rear Admiral Grigorovitch, the 
Vice Minister. is the new Minister of Marine. 

The British battleship cruiser Indefatigable made 
twenty-nine knots in her recent twenty-four hour speed 
trial, a record that exceeds that of any warship, except 
those of the destroyer class. The vessel made twenty- 
seven knots last December on a thirty-hour trial while 
using only three-quarters of her estimated horsepower. 
Since then she has been fitted with a new main steam 
pipe. It is believed that eventually she will be able to 
develop thirty knots. 

The battleship Monarch, the eighteenth British 
armored ship of *the Dreadnought era, launched at 
Elswick on March 30, it is understood, has a displace- 
ment of about 22,700 tons, or nearly 5,000 tons more 
than the Dreadnought. Her length is 545 feet, and beam 
88.5 feet. The main armament has been so disposed 
as to achieve the heaviest attainable fire with a given 
battery in any direction by placing all the big gun 
turrets on the center line, with a pair forward and a 
pair aft and one amidships. Thus all the guns can be 
brought to bear on the broadside, with a wide are of train- 
ing both before and abaft the beam, and four guns can 
be used for bow and stern fire, the inner of each pair 
of turrets placed forward and aft being raised to a 
greater height, so as to allow the guns in this turret to 
fire directly over those in front of it. The main arma- 
ment of the Monarch will consist of ten 13.5-inch guns. 
The designed speed is twenty-one knots, horsepower 
27,000, Parsons turbines, Babcock and Willcox water- 
tube boilers. It has been reported that the Monarch and 
her sisters will have armored control positions as an 
alternative to the control position on her tripod mast. 

Torpedoboat No. 2 of the Spanish navy was sunk 
feveral miles off Cadiz April 8 as the result of collision 
tvith torpedoboat No. 11. There were a number of 
‘officers and cadets on board No. 2, which was going at 
full speed, but no lives were lost. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made on April 7 by 
disgruntled employees to seize the arsenal at Lisbon, 
Portugal, and assassinate the Minister of Marine. 

A new big gun, styled a 14A, and said to be really of 
15-inch bore, 50 calibers long, it is announced, is to 
undergo tests in England. 

At the request of the Italian Minister of Marine the 
Ansaldo Odero shipbuilding yards and five naval en- 
gineergs have submitted plans for improved Dreadnoughts 
lof from 25,000 to 27,000 tons displacement. The vessel 
is to carry twelve 14-inch guns and the cost is not to 
exceed $15,000,000. The plans will be examined by the 
Superior Council of the navy. Press despatches from 
Rome report that four ships of this kind will be laid 
down as soon as the plans are approved, and provision 
“va been made for an expenditure of $60,000,000 on 
them. 

Hereafter in the French army all regiments will be 
dressed alike, the distinction between the branches of the 
service being marked only by the color of the escutcheon 
embroidered on the coat collar. The cut of the uniform 
is extremely simple. The material is of a greenish 
brown, hardly visible from a distance on the field. The 
buttons and all metal ornaments will be changed for dull 
cloth ones on maneuvers and active service. The head- 
gear of men and officers alike is to be a kind of helmet, 
made of cloth of the same color as the dress. suggesting 
shape something between the helmet of a fireman and 
that of the English policeman. The long saber of the 
officers will be replaced by a short one, with a dull 
gilded handle and a cloth shield. Two battalions attired 
in this new equipment will be ready for the next 
maneuvers. 

When the German submarine V3 was sunk in Kiel 
Harbor recently the commander sent a telephone buoy 
to the surface, by which means the rescuers were told 
that the crew of the submarine had oxygen enough to 
Jast them forty-eight hours, so that there was no more 
hurry than was necessary. Unfortunately, communica- 
tion with the buoy was stopped afterward by water 
getting into the submarine. By this time, however, the 
boat had been raised so far that ecemmunication could 
be resumed by making Morse signals on the conning 
tower by raps. 

The British Admiralty have asked for bids for 200,000 
tons of fuel oil for the current year, the oil to be used 
princivally in the furnaces of the torpedo craft. It is 
thought that money will be provided in the forthcoming 
navy estimates for building still more oil tanks at large 
British centers, notwithstanding the fact that at some 


of the depot ports as much as 50,000 tons can now be 
stored for war purposes, apart from a quantity for 
supplying peace demands. The Admiralty oil fuel 
squadron steamers for carrying oil fuel, which bring the 
oil from oversea, may also be added to during the next 
few months, as all the ships are kept more than busy. 
These vessels are fitted with apparatus that enables them 
‘to handle their cargoes with the greatest despatch. The 
only thing likely to interrupt the steady increase in the 
consumption of oil fuel is the rapid development of 
the gas engine for marine purposes. 

More determined efforts are to be made in the spring 
to put an end to the practice of gun running which 
flourishes perennially across the Persian Gulf. Some- 
thing like $750,000 a year is spent by the British and 
Indian authorities in these expeditions, but, to all ap- 
pearances, without avail. Says the United Service 
Gazette: “The failure of the expeditions is proved by 
the fact that vast numbers of arms still find their way 
into the hands of fanatics and rebels on our frontiers in 
Afghanistan, where they await the time and opportunity 
for commencing campaigns of rapine and massacre among 
‘our fellow countrymen, their wives and children. We 
do net complain because so little is accomplished toward 
minimizing the present uncivilized state of affairs, for 
our services are ever contributing their pathetic toll of 
human life in the effort to eradicate the evil. What we 
do ask is, ‘Has England no legislator who can shape the 
policy that will bring the matter to an international 
stage of adjustment?” If these arms, as asserted, are 
manufactured in France and Belgium, it cannot be the 
act of a friendly Power to thus pander to rapine and 
assassination, and a little tactful diplomacy would no 
Aloubt lead to the abandonment of what is, after all, 
‘tantamount to an indirect attack on our Eastern posses- 
sions.” 
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A NEWSPAPER CANARD. 

The report in the daily papers of friction between Rear 
Admiral Leutze, commandant, navy yard, New York, and 
Rear Admiral Schroeder, commander-in-chief, Atlantic 
Fleet, as to the right of each of these officers to fly the 
blue rear admiral’s flag at that yard, is without founda- 
tion in fact. On Oct. 4, 1910, the following regulation 
en this subject was promulgated by the Department: 
“When cruising ships are lying at a naval station the 
senior officer of such ships shall fly the senior officer’s 
flag or pennant without reference to the flag or pennant 
of the commanding officer of the shore station.” This 
regulation makes it mandatory that the senior officer 
ashore and the senior officer afloat at naval stations shall 
fly their respective flags without reference to each other. 
With reference to this story, to which the Brooklyn 
Eagle devotes a column of romance, Admiral Leutze 
writes us as follows: 

Navy Yard, New York, April 18, 1911. 
To THE Epitror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Enclosed please find a clipping from the Brooklyn 
Eagle of April 17. As similar, although less extensive, 
articles have been published in other newspapers, and 
will therefore be widely read throughout the Services, I 
would ask you to have the kindness to give space enough 
in the next issue of your valuable publication for an 
absolute denial of the occurrence described. It is a 
malicious fabrication from beginning to end, without a 
scintilla of truth, except the denial in the last paragraph, 
which the Eagle chose not to respect. 

Not only is the story without foundation, but, on the 
contrary, I voluntarily accorded to Rear Admiral 
Schroeder the privilege of displaying the blue flag in 
advance of the promulgation of the present regulation 
sanctioning such practice, for which regulation I am. 
moreover, in a degree responsible, having freely advocated 
the same.

A SUGGESTION AS TO ELIMINATION. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

As there appears to be a lull in the publication of 
plans for eliminating officers who do not see themselves 
as others see them, will you make room for the following 
suggestion, which could be carried out without any 
further legislation? 


A permanent board to be convened, composed of the 
Chief of Staff, the senior major general, the junior major 
general, the senior brigadier general and the junior 
brigadier general. About three months before his sixty- 
second birthday an officer would be subjected to the 
following test: To each member of the board would be 
sent a blank for voting, something like this: “In the case 
of Colonel A—, state below whether or not, in your 
opinion, the Service would be benefited by his retirement, 
by order of the President, at the age of sixty-two.” It 
would not be necessary for this board to have a formal 
meeting. The junior brigadier general could be sworn as 
a member in the Philippines and send his vote by mail. 
: What possible objection could there be to such a plan, 
if the good of the Service only is considered? It is no 
great hardship to retire at sixty-two with three-fourths 
of a field officer’s pay. The board would be entirely im- 
partial, and in a few years at most would consist 
principally of general officers who know personally or 
by official reputation—not gossip—the officers affected. 
An opportunity might be given for retiring voluntarily. 
but this probably would have no results in the case of 
those officers who most need retirement. Why do we 
not use the means we have, instead of waiting until a 
regiment or battalion has deteriorated through the in- 
efficiency or indifference of its commander? This will 
not reach all cases, but it would surely give new life to 
gaa organizations earlier than they are likely to get 
it now.

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An interesting and successful test of a new automatic 
fire alarm system took place in the storehouse of the 
depot quartermaster of Governors Island, N.Y., April 
19, and also on the quartermaster’s dock at that place, 
the new “Air Alarm” having been installed both in the 
storehouse and the sheds on the dock. ‘The first test 
was in the storehouse, where the installation of the small 
tubing ending in an annunciator incident to the system 
was distributed along the ceiling of the ground floor. 
This tubing is about the size of telegraph wire. Among 
the others witnessing the test were Major Gen. C. H. 
Humphrey, Surg. Gen. George H. Torney, Col. G. 
Andrews, Col. I. W. Littell, Major R. McA. Schofield, 
Major S. Reber and Major M. G. Zalinski, U.S.A. The 
latter explained very interestingly to the visitors the 
many tests made in receiving various supplies from con- 
tractors to make sure that Uncle Sam is getting the 
proper goods for his money. Some idea of the work in 
the clothing department may be gathered from the fact 
that about 375,000 yards of cloth are inspected a month, 
and, in addition to this, every separate garment is in- 
spected in every detail. Inspections of all other Army 
supplies is also made. The party viewing the test was 
entertained at luncheon at the Officers’ Club. The “Air 
Alarm’ automatic fire alarm is a new type of fire pro- 
tection apparatus, which enables employees and night 
watchmen to be at the scene of the blaze within a minute 
or two of its start. It is being installed by the Inter- 
national Electric Protection Company, 115 Broadway, 
New York, of which EB. A. Lowe is general manager. It 
works on the principle of the expansion by heat of air 
in a tube bringing pressure upon a diaphragm, thus 
closing a circuit operating a gong and indicating on an 
annunciator the exact location of a fire. 
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A comparison of the list of retirements copied last 
week from the Infantry Journal with the list published 
by us which began with 1904 shows that of the Infantry 
officers on our list subject to retirement for age between 
1911 and 1925, eighty-one have dropped out of the list 
since it was published in 1908. Ten of these, A. L. Myer,

M. P. Maus, W. W. Wotherspoon, R. K. Evans, J. W. 
Duncan and Clarence R. Edwards are now brigadier gen- 
erals, and two, R. T. Yeatman and E. B. Pratt, brigadier 
generals, retired. The following are on the retired list:

Benjamin Alvord is now a lieutenant colonel in 
the Adjutant General’s Department. Twenty-eight of 
the eighty-one officers referred to are no longer in the 
Army. 
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On account of ill health Rear Admiral Newton E. 
Mason, U.S.N., has requested the Secretary of the Navy 
to relieve him as Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance. 
As soon as Secretary Meyer can decide whom to 
appoint as his successor the Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance will be relieved. Among those who are said 
to be under consideration are Comdrs. Albert Gleaves, 
Lloyd H. Chandler, V. O. Chase, N. C. Twining and 
Joseph Strauss. Capt, Edward B. Capehart, assistant 
to Bureau of Ordnance, has also been mentioned in con- 
nection with such a vacancy, but it is understood that 
he is desirous of going to sea, and has asked to be re- 
lieved from duty in the bureau. When Rear Admiral 
(Mason was detailed as Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance 
in 1904 he held the rank of commander. During his 
administration some of the most important changes in 
armament and armor of the Navy have been made. The 
guns have been equipped with new sights and new 
mounts. Radical changes have been made in the turrets 
of the battleships. Smokeless powder has been introduced 
in the Navy during Rear Admiral Mason’s administra- 
tion, and the penetrative power of projectiles has been 
greatly increased. Rear Admiral Mason was reappointed 
by Secretary Newberry, who entertained a very high 
opinion of his ability. “ 








Compulsory military training was advocated by Major 
General Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, in a speech, April 
19, at a dinner of the Sons of the Revolution in Wash- 
ington. General Wood proposed that the public schools 
teach military science. Another suggestion for improve- 
ment was the shortening of the terms of enlistment in 
the Army and Militia, thus permitting the training of 
a larger proportion of men for service when needed. 
Declaring that the belief of our people that the Army 
of the United States can whip anything was erroneous, 
General Wood urged the importance of better prepara- 
tions for war. The people of this country are in the 
habit of saying, ““We’ll never have another war,” while 
many believed the world has seen the end of war. The 
speaker predicted that there would be wars in the future, 
despite this b lief, and that they would be more serious 
and costly than those of the past, although they would 
be of shorter duration, and would be brought about more 
suddenly. Among those present, besides General Wood, 
were Col. Joseph Garrard, Col. Hugh L. Scott, 
Capt. W. Baird, Capt. George C. Barnhardt, Lieut. Gen. 
John C. Bates, Major Frederick S. Foltz, Col. C. H. 
Heyl, Capt. Alexander W. Perry, also Rear Admiral L. 
4 Pie U.S.N., and Gen. Green Clay Goodloe, U.S. 
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Contracts have been let by the War Department for 
five hundred head of horses, to be delivered between July 
1 and Oct. 1. The average price is to be $155, and the 
horses, or more properly speaking colts, are to be between 
the ages of three and four years. The remounts will be 
sent to Fort Reno for training. It is not thought that 
the remarks by the Comptroller of the Treasury incidental 
to a ruling upon a claim of the War Department will 
preclude the Department from purchasing colts. The 
highest legal authorities have been consulted on the 
question, and the Quartermaster General reached the 


conclusion that there is nothing in the law which regu- 
lates the ages of the horses to be purchased by the War 
Department. So far the board appointed by Secretary 
of War Dickinson Sept. 1, 1910, to secure a satisfactory 
forage for the Service horses has not met with success. 
The board hag gone into the subject with an elaborate 
system of experiments, but has not been able to develop 
any local forage which even approaches the merits of 
the grain and hay raised in the United States. In a 
preliminary report made to the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment it develops that the most expensive forage consists 
of American oats and timothy hay. This is acknowledged 
the world over to be the best horse feed that, taking all 
things into consideration, has been in use. The cheapest 
forage so far tested by the board consists of Philippine 
corn and hay. Hven the wild prairie grass of Kansas 
has been found to be far superior to the hay produced 
in the Philippines. Until within a year or so it was 
not thought that prairie hay would come up to the re- 
quirements of the Service horses. 
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It is reported from Washington that “Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer has announced that Capt. John M. 
Bowyer, U.S.N., Superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
has asked to be relieved of his duties at the institution. 
Captain Bowyer has been in very poor health for the past 
year or so, and would have given up his position before 
this if the Secretary had not insisted upon his retention 
of it. It is understood that he will not leave the school 
until the close of the academic year.’ An Annapolis 
despatch of April 20 to the Baltimore Sun reports, how- 
ever, that “Naval Academy authorities were surprised when 
shown despatches from Washington saying that Captain 
Bowyer, Superintendent of the Academy, would shortly 
make application to be relieved from that duty because 
of the condition of his health. Rumors along this line 
had been floating about for some time. It was announced 
from the Superintendent’s office this morning that Cap- 
tain Bowyer does not contemplate making such a request. 
In fact, the Superintendent says he is in better health 
now than he has been for more than a year. During the 
early part of last winter Captain Bowyer was ill for a 
time, but he has been gradually recovering. Captain 
Bowyer is now rounding out his second year as the head 
of the Naval Academy, having assumed his duties on 
June 2, 1909.” A Washington report states that Secre- 
tary Meyer is considering the assignment of Comdr. 
Philip Andrews, naval aid to the Secretary, as Superin- 
tendent of the Academy. 
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The New York Tribune draws inferences unfavorable 
to the management of the Navy Bureau of Ordnance 
from the fact that a board of rear admirals has been 
investigating the Washington Navy Yard. It should in 
fairness have stated that this is a part of the general 
investigation of navy yards which has been in progress 
for some time. If the Tribune had followed the reports 
of this investigation which we have published from time 
to time it would have been spared the error of saying 
that the investigation has been secret. The Tribune 
says: “There have been some complaints concerning the 
administration of the Ordnance Bureau, especially on the 
part of Representative Hobson, who is a member of 
the House Naval Committee, and is responsible for the 
legislation which compelled the bureau to conduct certain 
tests with high explosives at long ranges, despite the 
statement on the part of the former Chief of Ordnance 
that firing under such conditions could not be held. It is 
possible that Rear Admiral Mason’s resignation will dis- 
courage any intention at the Capitol to make an investi- 
gation, but in the sessions likely to be held by the 
committee to consider Navy Department administration 
it is possible that the situation will be the object of 
inquiry.” 
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By an order issued on April 18 the Knight case has 
been resubmitted to the court. No comment was made 
by the Secretary of the Navy when he announced that 
the case had been sent back. It is understood that Judge 
Advocate General Robert L. Russell, U.S.N., has taken 
exceptions to the findings of the court. In an opinion 
rendered to the Secretary of the Navy he took the grounds 
that the court did not give sufficient consideration to 
some of the evidence, and it is upon his recommenda- 
tion that Secretary Meyer asked the court to review its 
findings. Secretary Meyer returned the case to the court 
without recommendation, merely asking the court to go 
over the evidence again. The court will not be permitted 
to take any more evidence or reopen the case in any other 
respect than to review its own findings. The friends of 
Captain Knight are very indignant that he should be kept 
under arrest, as he has been for some time since the court 
honorably acquitted him of blame and fixed the responsi- 
bility upon someone else. It is a course wholly unusual, if 
not unprecedented, and is regarded in the Service as a 
serious disregard of the rights of an officer whose long and 
honorable service should have entitled him to every 
consideration, even if he had not been found guiltless of 
blame. 
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Adjutant General Verbeck, of New York, has taken 
steps for the formation of a reserve for each organization 
of the National Guard, to be called upon for state duty 
only, in case the National Guard ig called upon by the 
President for United States service. From the reserves 
the: companies in the field may be recruited. The Adjutant 
General requested the commanding officers of the organi- 
zations of the National Guard to submit lists of the 
commissioned personnel whom they would recommend for 
the depot battalions of the various organizations. The 
recommendations, so far as practicable, are to include 
available retired and supernumerary officers, who can, if 
necessary, be placed on duty at once by the order of the 
Governor. The first to respond to General Verbeck’s 
request is Col. Walter B. Hotchkin, commanding the 
22d Engineers. For the additional battalions of the 22d 
Daniel J. Murphy, late major in the command, was 
recommended for major. 
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Ten of the 14-inch guns for the New York and Texas 
will be built in the Naval Gun Factory at Washington 
and six of them at the Army Gun Factory, Watervliet. 
Two of the guns will be let by contract to the Midvale 
Steel Company and two the Bethlehem Steel Company. 
In distributing the work on the guns for the two battle- 
ships the Navy Department is giving just enough work 
to private concerns to keep them in business. This is 
the established policy of the War and Navy Departments, 
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and is followed with a view to keeping large concerns 
in the business of producing armament, so that in the 
event of war it will be possible to produce large quantities 
in a short time. The six guns which will be built at 
Watervliet will keep that plant busy until the Govern- 
ment is ready to build guns for the Panama fortifica- 
tions. For the past year or so there has been a scarcity 
of work for this plant, because most of the large guns 
for the eoast defenses have been completed. The ten 
guns which will be allotted to the Navy gun shop are 
about all that can be handled at that plant until the 
work on the large guns for the battleships authorized at 
the last session of Congress is started, 
é 





The German Foreign Office on April 20 communicated 
to the American Embassy a formal response regarding 
the proposed visit of American warships to Ki 1 during 
June 21-30. The plan is thoroughly agreeable to the 
Government. Emperor William expressed himself as de- 
lighted when he 1 arned that the American vessels would 
come to German waters. A German battleship squad- 
ron will be at Kiel to meet the Americans, the Germans 
arriving at Wilhelmshaven on June 19 and remaining 
th re until the 25th. The Emperor is expected te arrive 
in the harbor on the Imperial yacht Hohenzollern on 
June 21. After his departure on his annual Norwegian 
cruise, the American bluejackets probably will be given 
leave to visit Berlin. Tn visit of the Second Division 
of the Atlantic Fleet to Kiel will conclude the foreign 
itinerary. which provides for these stops: Copenhagen, 
May 25-June 1; Stockholm, June 3-10; Libau, June 12- 
19; Kiel, June 21-30. 
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The most exciting war news of the week up to the time 
of going to press was from Washington, D.C., where the 
Daughters of the American Revolution were engaged in 
deadly struggle over the question as to who should be 
chosen for national officers. While the fighting blood 
of both the rival forces was high, there had been no 
actual hostilities, although it is reported that policemen 
and detectives were on hand to guard against a supposed 
intended raid on the ballot boxes by some of the Daugh- 
ters, whose belligerency is no doubt a legitimate inheri- 
tance from the embattled farmers whose shot was heard 
around the world. We need have no fear that we shall 
lose “the fighting edge” so long as we have such daughters 
to perpetuate the race. 








Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., Superintendent 
of the U.S. Military Academy, is determined to keep the 
lid shut down tight at the military post so far as Sunday 
excursionists and other persons who fail to appreciate the 
beauty of well kept grounds are concerned. The General 
has decided that no Sunday excursion boats shall be per- 
mitted to land this year, as the excursionists leave litter 
about the reservation that requires a force of men a long 
time each week to clean up, The enlisted men must wear 
blouses instead of roaming the woods in their shirt 
sleeves. Even chicken coops in the yards must be of a 
uniform size and design, painted the same color and lo- 
cated at the extreme rear of the gardens.

Negotiations are now pending between the Quarter- 
master General and the railroads with a view to secur- 


ing a special tariff for military passeng rs and freight. 
On account of land grants made by the government to 
the railways in parts of the central passenger territory, 
and in most of the transcontinental territories there is 
material differ nce between the rates for civilian and 
service passengers. The same differential extends to 
freight rates. Up to this time there has been no regular 
military tariff publish d, and there has been considerable 
confusion as to what are the legal rates for the Service 
and Army supplies. It is proposed to submit the new 
tariff to the Interstate Commerce Commission and pub- 
lish it through: the regular channels. 








Count di San Martino, president of the International 
Art Exhibition in Italy, has written a letter to American 
Ambassador Leishman, inviting the officers and sailors 
of the American squadron which is going to Italian 
waters next fall to visit the Rome exhibition.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen. William S. Muse, U.S.M.C., retired, who 
died at Cambridge, Md., April 16, 1911, of a complication 
of diseases, was born in Dorchester county, Md., on April 
8, 1842. At the outbreak of the Civil War he helped to 
raise two companies of the 1st Eastern Shore Volunteer 
Infantry, but, having a preference for the Navy, served 
as a Volunteer in it from May 11, 1862, until he was 
appointed a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps on 
March 18, 1864. His first sea duty was in the St. 
Mary’s, of the Pacific Fleet, where he remained until 
1866, when he was sent to the Marine Barracks, Wash- 
ington, D.C. General Muse had also served on the 
Brooklyn, of the European Fleet, 1870-2, and on various 
shore stations. He was fleet marine officer on the North 
Atlantic Station from 1881 until 1884, and also took 
part in the Panama expedition in 1885. He served in 
the San Francisco, of the Special Service Squadron, 
1890-3. During the war with Spain he was stationed 
at Norfolk Barracks, being sent later to Annapolis to 
take charge of Admiral Cervera and other Spanish offi- 
cers. He was promoted to first lieutenant in 1867, cap- 
tain in 1880, major in 1898, lieutenant colonel in 1899 
and colonel on Jan. 31, 1900. He was retired on Aug. 14 
in that year, and was given the rank of brigadier general 
on June 29, 1906, for his Civil War services. 

Capt. Lewis L. Squire, Q.M. of the 47th N.Y., died 
April 18 of pneumonia at his home in Highty-first street. 
Bath Beach, N.Y. He was born in 1867, and entered 
the National Guard as a private in the 22d Regiment 
in 1885. He also served with the 14th Regiment and 
in the state Quartermaster’s Department. He left a 
widow, two sons and two daughters. 

John Oliver, U.S.A., retired, late commissary sergeant, 
6th Cav., died Wednesday, April 12, 1911, at his home 
on Kickapu street, Leavenworth, Kas., of pneumonia. 
He was a native of Ireland. His first enlistment wag in 
the 7th U.S. Cavalry, in the company under Captain 
Keough. He subsequently served in the 1st, 3d and 6th. 
He served during the Spanish War in Roosevelt’s Rough 
Riders. He also participated in many Indian campaigns 
with the Cavalry regiments in which he served. Every 
one of his discharges discloses an excellent record for 
each of the five years, making a total of thirty years.

Rear Admiral Richard Inch. U.S.N.. retired, died

Mr. Ronald R. Purman, only brother of Mrs. McAlister, 
wife of Dr. J. A. McAlister, jr.. dintal surgeon, U.S.A., 
died at Jamaica, Long Island, N.Y., recently. 

John Franklin Babcock, late lieutenant, U.S.N., and 
son of the late Brig. Gen. John B. Babcock, U.S.A., died 
at San Francisco, Cal., April 13, 1911. He was ap- 
pointed a naval cadet Sept. 22, 1894, and resigned from 
the Navy Dec. 31, 1905, while holding the rank. of 
lieutenant. 

In announcing the deat of 1st Lieut. Kaolin L. Whit 
son, 9th U.S. Inf., in the post hospital at Warwick 
Barracks, Cebu, P.I., March 1, 1911, which we briefly 
noted last week, Colonel Crane, 9th Inf., in regimental 
orders dated March 2, 1911, says, in part: “He was with 
General Schwan’s expedition through southern Luzon 
Jan. 4 to 28, 1900; with Major Hartigan’s expedition to 
Atimonan and Lopez, March and April, 1900. He took 
part in engagements and skirmishes at Muntinlupa, 
Magallanes, Sariavya, January, 1900, and San Poloc 
Bridge, March, 1900. He was with General Baldwin's 
Take Lanao expedition against Moros in Mindanao, June 
and July, 1902. Graduated at the Infantry and Cavalry 
School in 1903. The character of Lieutenant Whitson 
was of the very highest and purest, and his disposition 
was such as to gain him only friends, never an enemy. 
In the performance of every duty, whether personal or 
official, he was conscientious devotion itself. He loved 
the Service and the regiment. and his influence was such 
as always to show that only good results accompanied 
his presence. The natural sweetness of his disposition 
interfered in no way with his excellent and fearless 
performance of arduous or dangerous duty. as was shown 
in the record made by. him under varying conditions. 
especially in the Philippine Islands. where he was on 
the firing line in many places. The regimental com- 
mander knows that the entire regiment is with him in 
the expression of the deepest sorrow at the loss of our 
comrade, and in extending to our departed friend’s family 
the strongest sympathy in their bereavement.” 

Lieut. Walter H. Rodney, 2d U.S. Cav., stationed in 
the Augur Barracks, in the Department of Mindanao. 
P.I., was murdered there April 17, 1911, by a Moro. 
The assassin was a Mohammedan, a juramentado, or one 
who has taken an oath to shed the blood of Christians. 
The fanatic was armed with a bolo, and, as he tore 
through the streets, those who saw him fled in terror. 
He encountered Lieutenant Rodney seemingly by chance. 
and struck him down before the officer could defend 
himself. Lieutenant Rodney was born in California on 
Feb. 6, 1879, and was appointed a second lieutenant in 
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the 1st U.S. Cavalry from civil life Feb. 2, 1901. He 
was promoted first lieutenant, 2d Cavalry, Aug. 2, 1910. 
He was a son of Brig. Gen. George B. Rodney, U.S.A., 
retired. 

The ‘Bureau of Navigation has been advised of the 
death of Mach. John L. King, U.S.N., retired, which 
oecurred at the Emergency Hospital, Washington, D.C., 
April 15, 1911. He was born in Virginia in 1863. He 
was appointed a warrant machinist on Aug. 23, 1899, and 
was retired Oct. 30, 1908, for disability incident to the 
Service. 

Col. John Howell Janeway, U.S.A., retired, died on 
April 14, 1911, at the home of his son, Dr. John H. 
Janeway, at No, 901 Lexington avenue, New York city, 
as the result of general disability incident to age. He 
was in his eighty-second year. lonel Janeway was 
born in Pennsylvania Aug. 12, 1829, and after having 
graduated from Rutger’s College took up the study of 
medicine and surgery. When the call for Volunteers 
came in 1861 he was appointed an assistant surgeon in 
the Army, and saw active service until the close of the 
struggle. He received the brevets of captain and major 
for gallant and meritorious services at the battle of 
Olustee, Fla., and the brevet of lieutenant colonel for 
faithful and meritorious services during the war. He 
reached the grade of lieutenant colonel and Deputy 
Surgeon General May 31, 1893, and was retired for age 
Aug. 12, 1893. He was advanced to colonel on the retired 
list April 23, 1904. He is survived by one son and two 
‘grandchildren.

AEROPLANES AS TARGETS. 


The success met with in firing at kite or aeroplane 
targets in the recent target practice is far beyond the 
expectation of the officers of the Navy Department. In 
commenting upon this feature of the target practice in a 
report to Director of Target Practice Palmer, Capt. 
John Hood, U.S.N., of the Rhode Island, expressed the 
opinion that with ordinary service rifles aeroplanes could 
be shot to pieces at an altitude of 1,500 yards. In the 
experiments with the fleet comparatively small box kites 
were used, which were far more difficult to hit than the 
ordinary aeroplane. Still the Rhode Island made sixty- 
three hits out of 105 shots, and the Mississippi forty out 
of 160. The Rhode Island used a sort of a box kite- 
monoplane, while the Mississippi, an ordinary box kite. 
The box kite shot at by men from the Mississippi ex- 
posed a surface of a little less than six square feet. 

Bearing out opinion that any airships or flying 
machines coming within the zone of small-arm fire could 
be destroyed, Capt. W. F. Fullam, in a report to Secre- 
tary of the Navy Meyer on the rifle firing at the box 
kites flown from the stern of the Mississippi, says, in 
part: 

“Several kites were made of box shape, four feet long 
by two feet wide. Ten bluejackets fired at these kites 
from the quarterdeck. The kites had a great deal of 
plunging motion at the time of firing, and were distant 
from 500 to yards. The team of bluejackets fired 
volleys and brought down the kite at the end of the third 
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‘volley, the towing string having been hit. This first 
kite sailed away and could not be recovered, so it was not 
known how — hits were made. Another kite was 
sent up and fired at under similar conditions. A total 
of 160 rounds was fired very rapidly and forty hits were 
made, several of these hits cutting the braces and frames. 
As the bunting covered not more than three-fifths of the 
total area of the kite as presented to the ship, it gave 
the excellent result of forty hits out of 160 shots at an 
area of about five square feet at a rapidly plunging 
target 500 to 700 yards distant in the air. As the Service 
rifle has great carrying power, and as any number can 
be furnished the men on board, it is reasonable to believe 
that an aeroplane 1,000 yards away would stand no show 
if only the Service rifle were used.”

It has been decided by the War Department to de- 
tail 2d Lieuts.

It is pro- 
posed to give these officers an opportunity to study not 
only the general principles of aeroplan:s, but also to be- 
come acquainted with the method of manufacturing the 
machines. When the machine is ready for service they 
will take it to College Park, near Washington, D.C., 
for experiments. 

Major James W. Furlong, Phil. Scouts (captain, 4th 
U.S. Inf.), according to advices from Manila, has ten- 
dered his resignation as a major in the Scouts. The 
reason given is ill health. Major Furlong has been on 
sick report at Zamboanga. He has had over nine years’ 
service in the tropics since 1898, and it has become 
necessary that he return to a temperate zone to regain 
his health. He hag been stationed with the headquarters 
of his battalion at Davao, Mindanao, and has seen much 
‘active service with them. The companies of this battalion 
took an active part in the recent uprising of the Manobos 
in that district. 

The contract for the construction of a new tug for the 
U.S. Army Engineers’ Department, for service on the 
Potomac River, was placed with the Skinner Shipbuild- 
ing and Drydock Company, of Baltimore, April 17, whose 
bid for the work was $47,000. The vessel will be ready 
for service in the fall, and will be named General Leach. 

Capt. Archi Deubery, Phil. Scouts, has been acquitted 
of the charge of homicide for which he was tried by 
court-martial at Zamboanga, according to information 
received by Major Raymond Sheldon, Phil.

Major William H. Lambert, of Philadelphia, one of 
the surviving heroes of the Civil War, has made a special 
study of the history of that war, and has gathered a 
valuable collection of documents and relics concerning 
it. The Pennsylvania Magazine of History and 
Biography, October, 1909, publishes an article by Major 
Lambert giving a very full and interesting account of 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address, how it was received and 
its true form. From this it would appear that the words 
“under God,” referred to in a paragraph published on 
page 972 of our issue of April 15, were used by Lincoln 
in delivering the address, but do not appear in either 
the Nicolay or Hay manuscript of the address, although 
they are found in the newspaper reports of the address 
made at the time. The story that the address was written 
on a piece of brown paper while Lincoln was in the cars 
en route to Gettysburg is entirely discredited. The 
President had two weeks’ notice that he was expected to 
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speak, and his address was written and rewritten, until 
“there came in perfect form the noblest tribute to a 
cause and its heroes ever rendered by human lips.” This 
accounts for the existence of two manuscripts of the 
address, one formerly owned by John Hay, which was 
left behind at Washington, and the other the one which 
was in Lincoln’s hands when he spoke. This last indi- 
cates that a few changes were made in the address after 
it was first drafted. The word “here” was inse 

the sentence, “We are met here on a great battlefield of 
the war’; “who died here” is changed into “who here 
gave their lives,” and the word “consecrated” is substi- 
tuted for “hallowed.” In neither of the MSS. do the 
words “under God” appear.

The inauguration of scientific shop management under 
the Taylor system in the Ordnance Department is meet- 
ing with protests from some of the arsenals and shops. 
A delegation from the Rock Island Arsenal was in Wash- 
ington a short time ago to protest against the change. 
They made known their grievances to General Crozier, 
Chief of Ordnance, but he informed the delegation that 
he was anxious to try out the system in all the shops 
iunder his jurisdiction. General Crozier expressed his 
opinion that the new system would promote harmony 
between the employees and the management as well as 
Anerease the efficiency of the plants. The committee ap- 
pealed from the decision of General Crozier to the Secre- 
tary of War, where the matter is now pending. For 
almost a year the Taylor system of scientific shop man- 
agement has been on trial at Watertown and the results 
have been very satisfactory to General Crozier,

About twenty officers will shortly be available for 
detail as instructors to the National Guard, divided 
about equally between the rank of major and captain.

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CANTEEN LESSONS AT SAN ANTONIO. 

Thinking visitors to the camp of mobilization at San 
Antonio are said to go away strong believers in the 
necessity of restoring the canteen to the Army, whatever 
may have been their prejudices before seeing the soldiers 
in actual field service. In this respect the concentration 
of troops on the Texas border is an effective object 
lesson in the folly of longer permitting the mistaken 
temperance crusaders from deciding upon the best way 
to surround the enlisted men with an environment making 
for practical morality. On this subject the New York 
Sun says: “At San Antonio the concentration of so 
many soldiers in camp has attracted a corresponding 
equipment of rumshops, dance houses and other de- 
moralizing ‘dives,’ even the most superficial of reformers 
cannot help seeing both the vicious industry and its 
victims. No concealment of the barrooms, music halls 
and bagnios is possible. The most credulous of mis- 
sionaries rubs against them at every step, and the victims 
who at the ordinary Army post have been kept out of 
sight by the very nature of their penalty or affliction 
now compel attention from their places in the gutter, 
It is reported that the W.C.T.U. is almost convinced that 
restoration of the canteen would bring control, temper- 
ance and decency. There is no doubt of it.” 

That the W.C.T.U. is taking a more rational view of 
the canteen and may withdraw its opposition is suggested 
in a letter from a member of that organization who lives 
in Kansas, and who writes us to tell of the change of 
mind among the members of the society in her state. 
This woman has a son in the Army, of whom she says: 
“He is of unquestioned morality, a very hard worker, 
and has not been injured physically, morally or mentally 
by his service. But his accounts of Army life have 
brought the subject very close home to me, and convince 
me that present measures and methods are ineffective, 
to say the least. * * * TI have been only here and 
in the past winter, and have talked with the most 
intelligent and best informed people I have met. The 
general feeling, as I have encountered it, is that under 
existing conditions the best way is for the Army to take 
care of its own men according to its own ideas, and for 
all to pull together for a better moral condition— 
civilians on the outside, where they certainly must be 
the ones to do whatever is done (as they are now leaving 
it undone), and the Army people inside that organiza- 
tion.’ 

Consideration of the Gothenburg system for regulating 
the sale of liquor in Sweden, which is conceded to be 
one of the methods of combating the drink evil, shows 
that the Army canteen is a practical application to 
service conditions of the principle which has so radically 
changed the character of the Swedish people in the matter 
of strong drink that from being the most drunken coun- 
try in Europe about fifty years ago it has become one 
of the most sober. Mr. O. G. von Heidenstam, in 
Swedish Life, gives some interesting data on the progress 
of the temperance movement in that country. The high 
standard of temperance which has been established in 
Sweden is due to the efforts of Canon Wieselgren, who 
began his crusade about the year 1830, but his agitation 
was not founded on the total abstinence idea. His aim 
merely was to limit consumption and to counteract the 
inducements to drink. In the towns and larger commu- 
nities total prohibition leads, we are told, to fraud and 
more or less open defiance of the law, as is true in the 
United States. In the old days the distilling and selling 
of spirituous liquors in Sweden was a state monopoly, 
and every official was interested in increasing the public 
appetite for strong drink. Tea and coffee were pro- 
hibited to prevent counter-attraction, beer was unknown, 
and wine rare. When this monopoly was abolished a 
period followed during which everybody was free to make 
and sell spirits. Out of the conditions then produced 
sprang the Wieselgren crusade. Eventually the Gothen- 
burg system was adopted, by which the monopoly of 
manufacture and sale is conceded to a company, which 
is allowed to retain only a fair return on the capital 
invester. It is guaranteed five per cent. return should 
sales fall below a certain minimum. The retail seller 
is allowed no profit on the strong drink he sells, but can 
retain all the profits from the sale of non-alcoholic drinks 
and food. Thus the retailer is constantly tempted to 
push the sales of non-alcoholic drinks. The retail drink- 
ing places close in the early evening and are open only 
a few hours on Sundays. Out of the profits accruing 
from the sale of liquor counter attractions are organized 
as deterrents to drinking, such as reading rooms, free 
libraries, lectures, Sunday excursions, sports and 
games, ete. 

This synopsis of the workings of the Swedish system 
indicates the close similarity between it and the princtples 
upon which the Army canteen is based. Each seeks 
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regulation ‘rather than prohibition. Bach recognizes a 
certain desire in mankind which, kept within certain 
limits, is not necessarily harmful to the individual or 
the community, and each seeks to gratify this desire 
in the way productive of the most good. Each aims to 
counteract the tendency to excess by providing deterrent 
attractions. Bach understands the lying, fraud, deceit 
and hypocrisy which inevitably accompany efforts at 
prohibition. It is immensely to the credit of the Army 
canteen that it proves on examination to be a twin 
brother to the most successful attempt yet made by 
large and small communities to control the liquor traffic. 





ARMY LEGISLATION PROPOSED. 

While Chairman Hay’s bill for the consolidation of the 
Supply Corps is in line with modern military organiza- 
tions his bill (H.R. 5949) for fixing the time of enlist- 
ment at five years is looking backward. The tendency 
in all of the great armies of Europe have been to shorten 
instead of to lengthen the time of enlistment. Military 
authorities who regard the Regular Army as a military 
training school are advocating the reduction of enlist- 
ments to one year, The time of enlistment in both the 
German and French armies has recently been reduced. 
Out of the military necessity of Prussia after the battle 
of Jena-Aerstadt General Scharnhort developed a system 
of short enlistment. Napoleon in a treaty made shortly 
after the battle insisted that Prussia should not main- 
‘tain an army in excess. of 40,000. By this the great 
Napoleon was convinced that he had crippled Prussia, 
but General Scharnhort proceeded to give the young men 
of Prussia a thorough military training by short enlist- 
ment in the limited army of 40,000, so that at the battle 
of Waterloo Prussia was able to put in the field an im- 
portant part of the army which brought about the down- 
fall of the great French soldier. 

It is contended that the principal purpose of a small 
standing army is the diffusion of military knowledge. It 
is often suggested that the period of enlistment for the 
United States Army should not only be shortened, but 
that re-enlistment should be prohibited except of non- 
commissioned officers and _ specialists. Another bill 
(H.R. 5950) which Chairman Hay introduced last week 
that is apt to encounter stubborn opposition is the one 
which reduces the pay of officers and enlisted men serving 
in foreign ‘territory. With wages in every other avoca- 
tion increasing and the cost of living advancing it is not 
thought that the proposition to reduce the pay of a sol- 
dier will be received very cordially even in a Democratic 
House. It would not be a popular issue with which to 
go before the country. Aside from this any reduction in 
pay will have a tendency to drive the best young men in 
the country away from the Army. Even now poor boys 
can scarcely afford to accept a commission in the Army 
and the industrial concerns of the country are reducing 
the number of re-enlistments. Such legislation as that 
of Mr. Hay might possibly get through the House, but 
there is no prospect of its passing the Senate. The 
saving of money is not necessarily economy. Nothing is 
so uneconomical in the management of a great corpora- 
tion like that of the United States Government as the 
lessening of efficiency. 

It is understood that the Secretary of War will not 
only endorse the Hay bill for the consolidation of the 
supply departments, but will go farther, and recommend 
legislation for other consolidations. Such a high opinion 
is entertained of the general policy outlined in the Hay 
bill by the Secretary, it is said, that he thinks that it 
should be extended to cover the entire Army as far as 
possible. In accordance with this general scheme of 
consolidation it is stated that the Secretary will recom- 
mend that the Adjutant General’s and Inspector General’s 
Departments be consolidated with the General Staff. 
Legislation carrying out this plan should be so formulated 
as not to deprive any of the officers in either the Adjutant 
General’s or Inspector General’s Department of rank. 
It will be recommended that the bill for this consolida- 
tion be modeled after the Hay bill, which provides for 
the consolidation of the supply departments. Like the 
Hay bill, this proposed legislation would not only be in 
the line of good administration, but would result in a 


‘reduction of the expenses of maintaining the Army. Such 


legislation, it is thought, will meet with a favorable 
reception from the Democratic House, which ig now 
seeking to make a record in economy. 


= 


MILITIA PAY AND EFFICIENCY. 


The Executive Committee of the National Guard As- 
sociation of the United States might do well to explain 
that it does not approve the statement of its chairman, 
Major Gen. Edward C. Young, commanding the National 
Guard of Illinois, relative to the degree of efficiency 
which the Organized Militia may reach if the proposed 
National Guard Pay bill shall become a law. This state- 
ment is found in a pamphlet just issued by General 
Young under the title, “A Military Policy for the United 
States.” The cover page of the brochure bears the an- 
nouncement that the author is “chairman of the National 
Guard Association of the United States.” After enumer- 
ating some of the benefits which are expected to flow 
from the bill the pamphlet says (page 27): “There is 
absolutely no doubt in the mind of any careful military 
student that the National Guard could be developed 
under this bill, together with such legislation as has 
already been passed, into a military force quite as effi- 
cient for war service as the Regular Army itself.” 

If the mere bagatelle of pay provided by the bill and 





stiffer examinations will make 100,000 Guardsmen the 
equals of the Army, we are constrained to ask what is 
the need of the Regular Hstablishment at all? General 
Young ought long ago to have learned that one of the 
chief faults of the American people is their disposition 
to consider the untrained patriot, that remarkable indi- 
vidual who figures so often in the eloquent tributes of 
Fourth of July orators, to the “rising of the patriotic 
masses” as the bulwark of this country against foreign 
invasion. ‘The formation of a military policy for the 
United States worth while cannot be accomplished until 
the people of this country have been educated out of that 
foolish way of thinking. The primary purpose of the 
National Guard is to train a body of men who shall be 
able to attend to the vocations of peace and at the same 
time acquire some degree of military knowledge. It was 
never contemplated that this force should be as well 
trained as a body of professional soldiers making a life 
study of the military art, for the very good reason that 
those who laid the foundations of the National Guard 
knew perfectly well that such a thing would be impos- 
sible and that the most that should be expected of the 
Organized Militia is some approximation to the standards 
of the Regular Army, 

The country can get along a great deal better with 
the National Guard as it is without pay than it can with 
a popular delusion that forty-eight drills a year with 
some pay attached are going to transform the Militia 
into a force equal to the Regular Army. 

When pay for the National Guard was first spoken of 
years ago by Brig. Gen. David EB. Austen, N.G.N.Y., and 
a few others, the intention was to give pay only to the 
enlisted men, in the hope of encouraging recruiting and 
of having some check upon the men in the matter of 
drill attendance and care of clothing. This sentiment 
gradually assumed importance, and suddenly it was taken 
up by certain Western Militia officers, with the result 
that eventually officers were brought within the scope of 
the benefits provided by the bill. Some prominent 
National Guard officers in the city of New York, whom 
we could mention, are opposed to the feature of the bill 
extending pay to officers. One commanding officer of a 
famous organization, who has estimated that his com- 
pensation would be something like $500 a year, believes 
‘that such emolument is entirely foreign to the spirit that 
should actuate the National Guard. The longevity 
feature is an element on which some officers are said to 


‘be counting to give them a considerable sum if this bill 


shall become a law. 

The increase of work due to the broadening of the 
field of instruction under the new Militia law has seemed 
to justify the demand for pay for the officers as well 
as the men, and a common belief that this pay is a just 
offset to the added labor will carry the bill through 
Congress, rather than any idea that such compensation 
will give to the National Guard an efficiency equal to 
that of the Regulars. If, after a few years of instruction 
by Regular officers, the members of the Organized Militia 
should come to believe themselves equal to the Regulars, 
the last state of the Guard would be worse than the first, 
for nothing can be more dangerous to a body of amateur 
or semi-amateur soldiers than the belief that they repre- 
sent the highest type of military efficiency. They are 
likely then to have no higher standard to which to 
‘aspire, and will find their chief satisfaction in contem- 
plating their own military virtues. 

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 

Although no formal action was taken by the House 
Naval Affairs Committee at the first meeting, held on 
April 18, it was agreed to take up personnel legislation 
‘at a meeting to be called by Chairman Padgett. Early 
next week the Navy Department will submit its bill, 
and at an early date Chairman Padgett will issue a call 
‘for a meeting of the committee, at which the proposed 
legislation will be taken under consideration by the 
committee. It is understood that there will not be any 
important amendments in the bill which was recom- 
mended at last session by the Navy Department. Provi- 
sions which will extend the general principles of the bill 
to the warrant officers are said to be under consideration 
by the Navy Department, and are very apt to be adopted. 
In connection with the Department’s bill, a bill (H.R. 
4708), introduced in the Senate and House April 14, 





‘and published under Bills Before Congress in this issue, 


providing for the regulation of promotions in the Staff 
Corps, will be considered by the committee. It has been 
suggested that this bill in about fifty words covers all 
the ground that is covered by twenty-two pages of the 
Department’s bill. By the provisions of this bill Staff 
Corps officers above the rank of lieutenant commander 
to and including captains will be promoted the same as 
line officers. This measure is more satisfactory to the staff 
officers than the provisions in the Department’s bill. It 
is not known whether it will be acceptable to the Navy 
Department. 

By House resolution No, 98, submitted by Mr. Hay, 
of the Committee on Military Affairs, it is “Resolved, 
That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, directed 
to inform the House of Representatives of the United 
States how many officers have been or will be added to 
the Army by virtue of the provision for the adjustment 
of rank contained in the Act of March 8, 1911, and under 
which clause of said provision the number of officers 
added to the Army has been or will.be determined.” 
There is an inference in this resolution that somebody 
has been deceived as to the effect of the adjustment of 
rank provision of last session’s Appropriation bill. No 


such charge can be made against the War Department 
or the General Staff. The Brown bill, as this provision 


‘is frequently called, was never recommended by the War 


Department or by the General Staff. Although pressure 
was brought to bear on the General Staff to endorse the 


‘legislation it did not take such action. The only com- 


ment that was made by the War Department was a 
short note sent to the committee, in which it was stated 
that no objection was entertained to the passage of such 
legislation by Congress as long as it did not include re- 
'tired officers, Even this favorable comment would not 
have been made by the War Department if the General 
Staff had entertained the opinion which is held by some 
of the officers in the Army of the effect of the legislation. 
The construction placed upon the provision in some 
quarters would have created 127 or 130 additional offi- 
cers. The General Staff took the position that the law 
did not admit of such a construction and this view has 
been sustained by the Secretary of War. The Military 
Affairs Committee not only did not depend upon the 
War Department for a recommendation of this legisla- 
tion, but refused to accept the text of the bill as pre- 
pared by its advocates. The provision was rewritten in 
the House Committee and amended in conference. The 
War Department was not consulted, and therefore not 
responsible for any deception, if there was any. 

In the House on April 12 Mr. Padgett asked for the 
passage of a resolution permitting the Naval Committee 
‘to sit during the sessions of the House, saying: “While 
we do not contemplate making reports during the extra 
session, there are many legislative matters that the com- 
mittee will wish to consider, so as to get them out of the 
congestion of the regular session, when we will have the 
appropriation bills up.” Mr. Hay, of Virginia, objected 
though he later stated that were the resolution reintro- 
duced he would not oppose it. 





The decision of Secretary Meyer to fill vacancies in the 
Marine Corps and in the Pay Corps of the Navy with 
graduates of the Naval Academy does not altogether 
please those concerned. Promotions are less rapid in 
the Marine Corps than in the Navy, and the various 
propositions to take the marines off the ships, though 
they do not promise to result in anything in the future 
any more than they have in the past, at least raise ‘ 
doubt. The suggestion has also been made and given 
consideration that the Marine Corps be transferred to 
the Army. General Wood, Chief of Staff, would welcome 
the Marine Corps in the Army, although he would not 
be inclined to make any such recommendation officially. 
The matter of appointing midshipmen to the Marine 
Corps is a very simple matter, as the law gives the 
graduates from Annapolis a preference in appointing 
second lieutenants in the Marine Corps. There is no 
authority for the appointment or detail of midshipmen 
to the Navy Pay Corps without examination. The 
graduates of Annapolis must come into the Pay Corps 
under the same conditions as civilians do. Last year 
R. W. Clark, a graduate of Annapolis, was appointed to 
the Pay Corps, but not until he had taken the required 
examination. With twelve civilians Assistant Paymaster 


Clark took the examination, and ranked fourth on the 
list. 





Brigadier General Allen, Chief Signal. Officer, will 
shortly take up the matter of the distribution of the 
aeroplanes, the construction of which was authorized by 
the last Appropriation bill. He will probably have at 
his disposal between fifteen and twenty airships. 
Although the matter has not finally been determined, 
General Allen will endeavor to distribute these among 
the larger posts in the country. It is altogether probable 
that two machines will be stationed at each of these large 
posts. Two will go to one of the large posts on the 
Pacific coast, in all probability to the Presidio. A pair 
will be stationed at San Antonio, Fort Leavenworth, 
Fort Riley and possibly Fort Des Moines. The posts 
will be selected later in some of the Southern Atlantic 
states. The most important aeroplane station will be at 
College Park, Md., just outside of the District of 
Columbia. Here officers who are to serve on aeroplanes 
will be trained under the direction of General Allen.

As a sort of experiment President Taft has decided 
to extend for six months the tour of duty of the troops 
serving abroad and who are about due to return to the 
States. This is done so as not to interfere with the 
Texas maneuvers as much as to see what effect an in- 
crease in the period of service abroad will have upon 
the troops. If this temporary change in the tour of duty 
abroad proves satisfactory the change will be made 
permanent. It is thought that this temporary arrange- 
ment will place the War Department in possession of 
sufficient data on the subject to satisfactorily fix the 
time of service on the Isthmus when the troops are sent 
to guard the canal. Even a change of six months in the 
tour abroad of the Army will create considerable 
confusion. Curiously enough, no general order has ever 
been issued definitely fixing the time for service in the 
Philippines. 








Boards of officers to convene in different parts of the 
United States have been appointed to t on May 2 
for the mental and physical examination of such candi- 
dates for admission to the U.S. Military Academy as 
shall be authorized to appear before them. The list of 
boards appears under our Army head in this issue. 
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CONGRESS AND AFFAIRS IN MEXICO. 


There was a lively discussion in the U.S. Senate on 
Thursday, April 20, on the subject of our relations to 
Mexico, and in regard to the resolution introduced by 
Senator Stone on April 17, which appears below. 

Senator Stone, whose position as chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations gave special 
weight to his words, criticised Mexico severely, and 
urged that the President be empowered to employ force 
to prevent a repetition of the “bloody outrage” committed 
at Douglas, Ariz. Senator Stone said. among other 
things: “J presume these Mexican people have an in- 
herent right to fight if they want to fight, and, generally 
speaking. to fight wherever they please on Mexican soil, 
but I deny that they have any shadow of right to 
deliberately enter into a furious conflict on the border 
line and within easy gunshot of populous American 
towns and cities, thus unavoidably and imminently en- 
dangering the lives and property of American citizens. 
I believe that an act of that kind is, in effect, an attack 
on Americans, and that it presents a case where the 
President would be justified in ordering our troops to 
take snch action as might be necessary to put a stop 
to the fighting. even though it might lead to a struggle 
hetween the United States and Mexican forces. In 
situations like this, where two countries are separated 
as these two are. it should be a rule incorporated in the 
law of nations, if it is not by fair interpretation already 
so—a rule founded on high and just considerations of 
humanity and on the respect always due a_ neutral 
sovereign—that a zone of safety should be established 
and observed within which the belligerents should not 
engage in a battle. A violation of this rule should of 
itself be regarded as an act of such offensive and hostile 
indifference to the rights of the neutral nation as would 
justify it in teking instant and effective steps for. its 
own protection.” Senator Stone praised the President 
for having acted wisely in the face of great provocation. 
and ured that he be given authority to use whatever 
force the circumstences may reauire for the protection 
of Americans on their own territory. Senators Bacon, 
of Georgia. Root. of New York. and Lodge, of Massa- 
chnsetts, all members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, vigorously opnosed Senator Stone’s suggestion. 
Thev declared that the adovtion of such a resolution 
would amount to a declaration of war against Mexico. 
Senator Root said the American people sympathize with 
the people of Mexico in their distress. He said it is our 
duty to be considerate with a friendly people. Senator 
Lodge devrecated the discussion of our relations with a 
foreign Power in either branch of Congress. 

In the Senate on April 17 Senator Stone offered a 
resolution (S. Res. 19) which he asked might be read 
and lie on the table, to be made a subject for future 
observations by himself. The resolution follows: 


Whereas a condition of turbulence and disorder prevails 
throughout the Republic of Mexico: and . Tp 

Whereas as a result of such turbulence and disorder, it is 
reported that the lives of a large number of American citi- 
zens resident in Mexico are imperiled, and that their property 
is in danger of lawless appropriation by bands of irresponsible 
men; and nhs 

Whereas in conflicts between the military forces of the 
Mexican government and revolutionists near the border line 
between the United States and Mexico several American citi- 
zens on the American side of the boundary line have been 
slain as the result of Mexicans firing across the line, and 
other American citizens while neacably pursuing their avoca- 
tions or while in their homes have been wounded; and 

Whereas a great and important public work on the Colorado 
River in Lower California is being constructed by Americans, 
and for which work Congress has made a large appropriation, 
and which work is being constructed on the Mexican side by 
American engineers and contractors under an agreement made 
with the Mexican government, is being obstructed and en- 
dangered by repeated interferences of lawless bands of Mexi- 
ean revolutionists who have at different times appropriated 
property of the contractors engaged in the work and have so 
seriously delayed the work as to greatly endanger it by threat- 
ening the lives of workmen and thus disorganizing the working 
force; and _ . 

Whereas numerous leading newspapers in Europe, especially 
in London, report that certain European governments, many 
of whose subjects and citizens reside in Mexico and have large 
property interests there, are contemplating some intervention 
by force in the affairs of the Mexican republic, ostensibly for 
the protection of the lives and interests of their people; and 

Whereas one European power has already landed on Mexi- 
can territory an armed force of marines from one of its_war- 
ships under the pretense of preventing an attack upon a Mexi- 
can town by revolutionary forces; and 

Whereas this unfortunate condition in the governmental and 
political affairs of Mexico appears to grow worse and more 
acute from day to day: Therefore be it — é 

Resolved, That the Committee on Foreign Relations be, and 
hereby is, directed to make speedy inquiry into the facts re- 
cited in the preamble hereto and into such other facts as said 
committee may deem necessary to a complete explanation and 
exposition of the actual conditions prevailing in Mexico, and 
said committee is directed to make report of its findings, with 
such recommendations as the committee may deem ac visable. 
respecting the duty of the United States in the premises, and 
which report may be made to the Senate in open or executive 
session, as the said committee may deem most expedient in 
the public interest. 





TROUBLE ON THE MEXICAN FRONTIER. 
The following despatches have been given out at the 


White House: 
Douglas, Ariz., April 16, 1911. 

Authentic reports indicate action ten miles south of here, be- 
tween the advance guard of Federal troops, numbering about 
1,200, and the insurgent scouts. In all probability a consider- 
able engagement will occur not later than to-morrow. 

The insurgent forces are holding Agua Prieta, and are at 
present engaged in digging trenches parallel with the National 
line, and about. two hundred yards south of the National line. 
I have warned the insurgents about using these trenches in a 
manner subjecting American citizens on American territory to 
danger. I have also sent a messenger, Charles McKean, to the 
Federal commander, transmitting to him your instructions rela- 
tive to the observing of the neutrality laws and the endangering 
of American lives on American territory. 4 

How far am I warranted in going, under the ree a 


War Department, Washington, D.C., April 16, 1911. _ 

Replying to your request for instructions as to what to do in 
ease fighting occurred, which involved danger to citizens of 
Douglas or vicinity, you are instructed as follows: 

Under no circumstances allow any of your men to cross Inter- 
national boundary. Prevent, as far as possible, any violation 
of the International laws through crossing of armed troops or 
individuals from that territory to that of Mexico. In case either 
Federals or insurgents enter American territory, disarm them 
and hold them pending further orders. Advise the citizens of 
Douglas to avoid exposure to fire from Mexican territory, and 
repeat, through civil messengers, your previous protest against 
firing into Amerj territory by either Federals or insurgents. 

These messa came later from Lieutenant Colonel 
Shunk: 

6:30 p.m.—Your message concerning danger to people of 
Douglas delivered to Federal commander, who promised to re 
spect your wishes. Will do all in his power to prevent damage

A Federal force, 
said to be about 1,400 strong, is advancing upon Agua Prieta 
from the South. Advanced troops of hostile parties in contact 
for last hour.

Federal attack on Agua Prieta from south, southeast and 
southwest continues; mostly long-range firing so far; five people 
wounded to-day within city limits of Douglas by Federal bullets 
that came over Agua Prieta. Most of these people were at their 
usual work. They were all distant from seven to eleven blocks 
from the International boundary line when struck. Names as 
follows: Frank Williams, shot in back, seriously; Jack Hamilton, 
shot in breast, not seriously; Jesus Alcartava, not serious; 
Elpido Arco, not serious; John Keith, not serious. 

The citizens of Douglas are growing very restless, as there 
is no immediate prospect of any decisive result. 

SHUNK, Commanding. 

The President’s attitude in the matter is shown in the 
following : 

Douglas, Ariz., April 17, 1911. 

To THE PRESIDENT: As a result of to-day’s fighting across 
the International line, but within gunshot range of the heart 
of Douglas, five Americans were wounded on this side of tha 
line. 

Everything -points to a repetition of the casualties on to-mor- 
row, and while the Federalists seem disposed to keep their agree- 
ment not to fire into Douglas, the position of the insurgents is 
such that when fighting occurs on the east and southeast in- 
trenchments, people living in Douglas are put in danger of their 
lives. 

In my judgment radical measures are needed to protect our 
innocent people, and if anything can be done to stop fighting 
at Agua Prieta the situation calls for such action. 

It is impossible to safeguard the people of Douglas unless 
the town can be vacated. Can anything be done to relieve 


the situation now acute?

Your dispatch received. Have made urgent demand on Mexi- 
can government to use means to prevent firing across the border 
by Mexican Federal troops, and am awaiting reply. Meantime 
I have sent direct warning to Mexican insurgent forces near 
Douglas. 

I infer from your dispatch that both parties attempt to heed 
the warnings, but in the strained exigency of the contest wild 
bullets still find their way into Douglas. 

The situation might justify me in ordering our troops across 
the border and attempt to stop fighting or to fire upon both com- 
batants from the American side. 

But if I take this step I must face the possibility of re- 
sistance and greater bloodshed and also the danger of having 
our motives misconstrued and misrepresented and of inflaming 
the Mexican popular indignation against many thousands of 
Americans now in Mexico and jeopardizing their lives and prop- 
erty. 

The pressure for general intervention under such conditions 
it might not be practicable to resist. It is impossible to fore- 
see or reckon the consequences of such a course, and we must 
use the greatest self-restraint to avoid it. 

Pending my urgent representations to the Mexican government, 
I cannot therefore order the troops at Douglas to cross the 
border, but I would ask you and the local authorities, in case 
the same danger seems too direct, that the people of Douglas 
place themselves where bullets cannot reach them and thus avoid 
casualties. 

IT am loath to endanger Americans in Mexico, when they are 
necessarily exposed, by taking a radical step which, to prevent 
injuries to Americans on our side of the border who can avoid 
it by a temporary inconvenience, might place those in that coun- 
try in deadly peril.

TEXAS MANEUVER DIVISION. 


A newspaper despatch from San Antonio, April 20, 
reports that General Duncan has within striking distance 
of El Paso three troops of the 4th Cavalry, under Col. 
E. Z. Steever, and a battalion of Infantry, under Col. 
Alfred C. Sharpe, 23d Inf. Colonel Steever has his 
headquarters, three troops of the 4th Cavalry and one 
machine-gun platoon with him at El Paso. Troop G is 
doing patrol duty at the smelter outside of the town to 
the westward, the place where Americans used to 
congregate to witness the Mexican skirmishes. One 
troop of the 4th Cavalry is at Noria, N.M., two hours 
by rail to the west of Ei Paso; another is at Anapara, 
N.M., one is at Fabers, Texas. A fourth troop is divided 
between the Texan towns of Ysleta and Clint. All could 
be assembled at El Paso on three hours’ notice. Colonel 
Sharpe’s headquarters are established at Fort Bliss, a 
He has four 
companies of the 23d Infantry and one machine-gun 
platoon. : 

The 3d Brigade of the Maneuver Division, under Brig. 
Gen. Ralph W. Hoyt, and composed of the 10th, 17th 
and 28th Regiments of Infantry, broke camp at San 
Antonio and started for Leon Springs April 10. About 
2,200 men were in the line, which included the regimental 
wagon train, two field hospitals and two ambulance com- 
panies. Sixty-two officers of the National Guard accom- 
panied the brigade, which was due to return on April 18. 
The work the regiments had done in camp had hardened 
the men, and the brigade was in the best of condition 
for the march. 

There was a review of the Ist Brigade on the drill 
tield at San Antonio in front of Major General Carter’s 
headquarters April 11. The 11th and 15th and a portion 
of the 18th Regiments of Infantry passed in review 
before Brig. Gen. Frederick A. Smith. A battalion of 
the 18th was absent, having been inoculated with anti- 
typhoid serum the day before. 

Major E. C. Carnahan, 11th U.S. Inf., and 240 privates 
marched from the maneuver camp to Hot Wells Park 
April 12 to harden the men, as the camp life afforded 
little opportunity for keeping them in good marching 
condition. It was a hot day, and the men were glad to 
arrive at Hot Wells, where many of them tried the 
sulphur baths for the first time. The new chutes and 
high diving stands were very popular, and it was evident 
the 11th Infantry need not be ashamed of their swimmers. 
The privates voiced the general sentiment in declaring 
they did not mind a fifteen-mile march like the one to 
Hot Wells, particularly when they had an opportunity to 
rest and eat in such a delightful spot as Hot Wells Park.

A board consisting of Lieut. Col; John T. Knight, 
Q.M.D., Capt. Frank S. Cocheu, Gen. Staff, and Capt. 
James A. Dugan, jr., Gen. Staff, has visited the division 
and looked over the base and line of communications, 
The visit was for the purpose of ascertaining how this 
feature of the Field Service Regulations of 1910 works 
out. Brigadier General Duncan, in command of the base, 
has done an immense amount of work establishing depots 
of supplies of all sorts, and has had all this work in 
addition to his duties as commander of the Department 
of Texas. 

In the 1st. Separate Brigade at Galveston, the Ist 
Provisional Regiment, commanded by Col. C. J. Bailey, 
began a hike April 12, to return to Fort Crockett April 
14. The 3d Provisional Regiment at Fort Crockett was 
on April 15 on its second extended practice march. The 
2d Regiment had an extended order drill April 16, in 
which one battalion was entrenched and the entrenchment 
was attacked by another detachment. Colonel Townsley, 
commanding, was very much pleased with the work of 
the regiment. ‘ 

The 22d Infantry, Col. A. Reynolds, paraded on the 
drill field April 18. Col. Alfred Reynolds was the review- 
ing officer. The 2d Brigade, under Brig. Gen. Marion 
P. Maus, was reviewed in front of General Carter’s 
headquarters. 

The first death among the 4,000 U.S. troops encamped 
at Galveston occurred April 17. Corp]. Samuel P. Klein, 
73 Co., Coast Art., 2d Regiment, died from pneumonia. 
His home was in Brooklyn. 

The Grand Jury of San Antonio on April 12 returned 
twenty-three indictments against Samuel Lacue, alias 
Willie Goodwin, a negro, member of the 9th U.S. Cavalry, 
stationed at Fort Sam Houston. In twenty-one of the 
indictments’ against Lacue forgery is charged, and passing 
forged instruments are the other two charges. Lacue is 
charged with forging the name of Capt. H. A. Sievert, 
9th U.S. Cay., to checks which were drawn on the Stock- 
growers’ National Bank of Cheyenne, Wyo. 

Lieut. Benjamin D. Foulois, U.S.A., the Army aviator, 
had a narrow escape from possible serious injury April 
17 at San Antonio, when one of the big Wright aero- 
planes in which he was making a flight got out of order 
as he was about to make a landing and crashed head on 
to the ground. The machine was within thirty or forty 
feet of the ground when the control failed to work. The 
‘biplane was a good deal damaged, but Lieutenant 
Foulois escaped with a few bruises. 

Lieutenants Foulois, Kelly and Walker, of the aero- 
nautical detachment of the Signal Corps, have been 
appointed a board to pass upon the acceptability of the 
Wright and Curtiss machines that are to be tested. The 
Signal Corps company from Fort Huachuca, Ariz., ninety 
men, joined the division camp April 10. Major Squier 
had a detachment of Company B in the field with a 
wireless outfit locating and reporting the movements of a 
theoretical enemy. 

Baron de Bode, Russian Military Attaché at Washing- 
ton, arrived at San Antonio April 15. He was the guest of 
the general officers of the division at mess. During the 
afternoon he visited the hangars and renewed acquaintance 
with Lieut. B. D. Foulois, whom he met at Fort Myer 
in 1909. Baron de Bode was greatly interested in the 
aeroplanes. 

It is estimated that 10,000 people visited the camp 
April 10. Mme. Sarah Bernhardt was one of the visitors. 
She was the guest of Capt. LeRoy S. Lyon, 4th Field 
Art. She inspected various camps and was a spectator 
at the mounted guard mount of the 9th Cavalry. The 
officers were presented by Colonel Guilfoyle, commanding 
the regiment. The band played the ‘“Marseillaise” in 


her honor. The camp was pleasant, the ground having 
dried thoroughly. 
Brig. Gen. Henry Hutchings, Adjutant General of 


Texas, also visited the camp on April 10. He also took 
up with Major General Carter the matter of the Texas 
National Guard joining the Regular troops in the 
maneuvers. 

Brigadier General Duncan, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Texas, entertained general officers of the division 
at dinner in his home, Quarters No. 7, Lower Post, April 
10. Major General Carter, commander of the division;

Gen. Anson Mills, U.S.A., retired, American 
member of the ‘International Boundary Commission, re- 
turned to Washington April 12 after spending some time 
on the Mexican border studying the scene where Edwin 
M. Blatt, of Pittsburg, and Lawrence F. Converse, of 
California, two Americans, were arrested on United 
States territorv, according to the contention of our 
Government. General Mills was at the State Department 
and had a conference with the officials there. He will 
make a formal report. The State Department has sug- 
gested to the Mexican government that Blatt and Con- 
verse be released on bail. We understand that it is a 
provision of Mexican law that no one can be accepted 
as surety on a bond unless he has known his principal’ 
at least four years, a difficult law for stray Americans 
to comply with. 

Captain Vivian, of the British sloop-of-war. Shear- 
water, when asked regarding the landing of a party of 
marines and a Maxim gun at San Quintin, in Mexican 
territory, April 11 to protect the fleet against a threat- 
ened attack of Mexican insurgents, said: “F. Kersey, a 
British subject, manager of the Mexican Land and 
Colonization Company, and H. V. Cannon, an American 
merchant, came to me and asked me to send ashore an 
armed force in order to preserve the peace and to see 
that no property of theirs would be destroyed. I ordered 
my marines to take a Maxim gun and go ashore. They 
did so at 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, April 11. I kept 
them in the town until 10 o’clock the next morning. 
At that time there was no appearance of disorder, the 
so-ealled insrrgent troops having moved off that morn- 
ing. My ship remained at an Quentin until April 12, 
when we sailed for. Ensenada, having aboard the Mexican 
officials who desired to go there.” 

A despatch from Mexicali, Mexico, April 12. says: 
“Sixty veterans of the Boer war are en route to Mexicali 
from San Diego, under command of W. U. Stevens, a 
former lieutenant in the U.S. Army, who saw service in 
the 4th Cavalry.” There has never been a Lieut. “W. 
UT. Stevens” or a “W. U. Stephens” in the Army of the 
United States. There was a W. H. (Walter Husted) 
Stevens in the Engineer Corps, but he was dismissed in 
1861 for joining the Confederacy. He became a brigadier 
general and died Nov. 12. 1867. 

A Washington despatch of April 15 says: “If trouble 
ever comes with Mexico, President Taft will know where 
to lay his hands on more than a dozen husky young men 
trained to the minute and thirsting for war. Members 
of the Columbia University baseball team, introduced to 
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the President to-day by Representative Martin W. Little- 
ton, of New York, volunteered their services if trouble 
ever came. ‘The President laughingly replied that he did 
not expect to accept their offer, but weuld remember it.” 





NATIONAL GUARD AT THE MANEUVERS. 


Brig. Gen. William Verbeck, the Adjutant General of 
New York, has published a bulletin giving some informa- 
tion relative to the attendance of National Guard officers 
at the Texas maneuvers which will be of general interest 
to Officers of all states. General Verbeck says, in part: 

“In view of the widespread interest among officers of 
the National Guard in the maneuvers now being con- 
ducted near San Antonio, Texas, and because of the fact 
that additional details of observers will be placed on duty 
thereat, it is believed to be desirable that the information 
available, together with certain comments of officers 
included in the first detail, be published at once for the 
information of the National Guard, and especially of 
those officers who may be included in succeeding details. 

“The initial detail, which traveled in a special car on 
the train leaving New York city over the New York 
Central and Hudson River Railroad at 12:50 p.m., 
Saturday, April 1, arrived in San Antonio at 6:45 a.m., 
April 4, and reported at headquarters, Maneuver Divi- 
sion, that afternoon. 

“Arrangements for subsisting were made with the offi- 
cers’ messes of the several organizations to which the 
observers were assigned, at a rate of about $15 per 
month. Some of the Infantry subalterns were assigned 
to machine-gun platoons. On arrival the detail re- 
ported to the commanding general, Maneuver Camp, 
and were given their assignments by his adjutant gen- 
eral. They then reported to the commanding officers of 
the several regiments to which they were assigned, and 
then to the commanding officers of the different units 
with which they were to serve. Baggage checks were 
turned over to regimental quartermasters, who had the 
baggage delivered. 

“Mounts were secured from Pfifferling Brothers, 211 
South Flores street, San Antonio.” ‘ 

(The schedule of instruction for Militia officers which 
follows appeared in our issue of April 15, page 986.) 

“All reports,” says General Verbeck, “agree as to the 
courtesy with which the officers of the Regular Service 
have received officers of the National Guard, and the in- 
terest shown by them in aiding them to acquire infor- 
mation.” 

The following are extracts from comments by some of 
the officers of New York on duty: 


Col. F. H. Norton, 23d Inf., N.G.N.Y.: “I find it neces- 
sary to bring a complete camp outfit, as nothing but a tent 
is supplied. For instance, mess kit, basin, pail, chair, 
lantern, cot, blankets, etc. In fact, everything an officer 
wants for his comfort he must bring with him. The 
baggage allowance is very liberal, and I do not think 
there was more than one of our excess baggage requests 
used, and that one for a very few pounds over the 150 
pounds allowed on the ticket.” 4 

Major F. G. Landon, 7th Inf., N.G.N.Y.: “San Antonio 
is a large city, and if you like you can buy everything you 
want down here, but I would strongly advise officers to 
bring everything. A complete shelter tent, as marchouts 
are on the program, sleeping bag, two buankets, poncho 
and slicker, mattress, cot and chair, mounted officers’ 
‘complete horse equipments, plenty of changes of under- 
clothes, as the weather is warm, or rather hot; khaki 
suits, goggles, complete mess kits, etc. There is no reason 
in the world why a man should not bring a trunk with 
everything to make himself comfortable. Books, regula- 
tions, ete. They have laid out a complete course of 
instruction covering the two weeks’ period. We started 
‘Thursday, April 6, and will finish Tuesday, April 18. 
This course includes about everything in the Field Serv- 
ice Regulations: Sanitation, commissary, medical depart- 
ment, marches, outpost, advance and rear guard, orders, 
defense, attack, tactical walks, etc. The great problems 
in the camp, as they always will be in any camp or 
army, are sanitation and commissary, and they are 
devoting a large amount of their time to these two vital 
problems.” 

Capt. W. S. Conrow, C.E., N.G.N.Y., “We are re- 
quired to take part in all drills and practice marches, as 
well as road and other constructions. The commanding 
officer was pleased to know that we had brought our 
complete outfit, even to the horse equipment, as he 
requires all officers to be mounted. I am sure that you 
will be interested to know that New York’s delegation 
received unstinted praise owing to the fact that they 
camé prepared for work with outfits complete, and were 
not pestering the quartermaster of the organization to 
which they were assigned for wash basins, buckets, 
blankets, cots and innumerable other articles of which 
the Regular troops did themselves not have an ample 
supply.”

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READJUSTMENT OF RANK EXPLAINED. 


In discussing the operation of the recent provision of 
the readjustment of rank, Major Johnson Hagood, of 
the General Staff, clears up many false impressions as 
to the effect of the measure. He also contradicts the 
‘assumption that the legislation was recommended by 
tthe War Department. In response to a number of ques- 
tions submitted by the representative of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, Major Hagood said: 

“There has been a lot of extravagant talk and exag- 
geration in certain quarters as to the number of addi- 
tional officers to be promoted by recent legislation for 
readjustment of rank. Some of these rumors were to 
the effect that there would be a Congressional investiga- 
tion of the War Department. As a matter of fact, this 
bill was not advocated or recommended by the War 
Department, but in the hearings by the officers who were 
behind the bill the statement was made that there would 
be about twenty-six additional officers when the bill 
first went into effect and a number of others subsequently. 
The measure which finally passed was different from 
that originally proposed, and the Extra Officers bill, 
coming at the same time, made the two provisions 
together work out differently from what it would have 
been if the original readjustment bill had passed alone. 
However, the number of additional officers created by 
the readjustment bill will not be 125, as has been stated, 
and will be not more than fifty at the outside, or six 
more than those already announced. 

“The Secretary of War has approved the opinion of 
the Judge Advocate General, supporting the contention 
of the General Staff, to the effect that no officer should 
be promoted to a grade to which he is not entitled under 
the general law unless such officer would have been 
entitled to the promotion had promotion always been 
lineal. In other words, there will be no lifting of one 
officer into a grade by another officer who previously 
jumped him. Every man stands upon his own rights, 
and an officer, to be entitled to promotion, must have a 
right to it either under the general law or it must be 
shown that he would have been entitled to it if promo- 
tion had always been lineal. 

“The General Staff has contended, and it has been 
upheld in the view, that the law did not authorize a 
readjustment of rank, but a restoration of rank; that 
every man who lost files by regimental promotion is to 
have these files restored to him, but without prejudice 
to others, that is, without rejumping anyone. The law 
provides for this by the creation of a certain number of 
additional officers. This operates like a general amnesty, 
rewarding the just and the unjust, the righteous and the 
unrighteous, the benefit heing great enough to right the 
losses of him that lost the most, and all others getting 
back more than they lost. Most of those who lost ‘by 
regimental promotion have already had restored to them 
all that they lost. and therefore there will be nothing 
further done to adjust them. 

“In the Field Artillery only four officers below the 
grade of colonel lost by regimental promotion. Two of 
these have been advanced to the grade of colonel and 
made additional officers, and the other two, having lost 
only one file each, are now one file ahead of what they 
would have been if promotion had always been lineal. 
So the readjustment of the Field Artillery is completed. 

“In the Coast Artillery un to include April 1 Townsley 
is the junior regular colonel, and the additional colonels 
are Rafferty, Bailey, Hunter and Harmon. This leaves 
nine officers only in the Coast Artillery below the grade 
of colonel who lost by regimental promotion. Of these 
ionly two, Bartlett and Bennett, lost as many as four 
files. They lost six files each. Due to the creation of 
the four additional colonelcies above mentioned, all of 
the nine officers, except Bartlett and Bennett, have 
already had restored to them the files that they lost by 
regimental promotion, and when Bartlett and Bennett 
are promoted to be additional officers the whole matter 
will be cleared up for the Coast Artillery. Bartlett will 
hecome an additional officer upon the retirement of 
Whistler in August, and Bennett will become an addi- 
tional officer upon the retirement of Patterson in 
December. 

“In the Cavalry the retirement of Watts in Mav will 
leave Gresham one file below the position he would have 
had if promotion had always been lineal, and upon the 
occurrence of the next vacancy (if caused by one of 
those who originally ranked him) he goes up as an 
additional officer. Landis lost twenty-one files by regi- 
mental promotion, and he has already regained seventeen 
by the creation of seventeen additional officers above 
him. He will therefore become an additional officer as 
soon as it appears that he would have been a lieutenant 
colonel had promotion always been lineal. Scott. W.S., 
lost twenty files by regimental promotion, and will have 
regained eighteen when Landis becomes an additional 
lientenant colonel. Scott. therefore, becomes in time an 
additional officer. Tate lost twenty files, and will have 
regained nineteen when Scott becomes an additional 
officer. He therefore becomes, in time, an additional 
officer. In the Cavalry. Gresham, Landis, Scott and 
Tate will be the only additionals besides those already 
provided for. 

“In the Infantry there hove already been nineteen 
additional officers made, an? the greatest number of files 
lost by any officer not already provided for is seventeen. 
Therefore no more officers will become additionals in 
the Infantry. In other words. besides the officers already 
entitled to promotion as additionals, the only other 
additionals to be created under the readiustment provi- 
sion are Bartlett and Bennett. of the Coast Artillery, 
and Gresham, Landis, Scott, W. S., and Tate, of the 
Cavalry. 7 

“Tt should be understood, of course, that an officer 
once additional is always an additional. since there is no 
provision in the law for absorbing additional officers.” 








A corresnondent says: “I notice an item in your is- 
sue of April 8, page 940, replying to an inquiry bv some 
correspondent who wishes to know why Sands, Trippe, 
ete., are not promoted before or coincident with Benson, 
who graduated after them (all of the Cavalry). You 
say these officers are not entitled to promotion because 
they would not have been entitled to it had promotion 
heen lineal. Will vou kindly give me the answer to the 
following hvpothetical case: Major A lost nineteen 
files by regimental promotion. The law provides that 
every line officer on the active list helow the grade of 
eolonel who has lost in lineal rank through the system 
of regimental promotion may be advanced to higher 
grades in his arm in accordance with the rank he would 
have heen entitled to hold had promotion been lineal 
throughout his arm since date of entry. Major A stands 
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to-day nineteen on the list of majors of Cavalry: All 
majors above him having entered the Service after him 
should he be promoted when a vacancy occurs? If he 
should not, why not if the wording of the law is to be 
applied. Major A has lost no standing through boards, 
courts or otherwise, except being passed over b ig + 
mental promotion.” If Major A lost nineteen files y 
regimental promotions, and if there are eighteen majors 
and one lieutenant colonel (or colonel) in his arm whom 
he originally ranked, but who now rank him, and if he 
is No. 19 on the list of majors, then he is entitled to 
promotion immediately, without waiting for a vacancy. 
If the conditions are as stated it is evident that he 
would have been the junior lieutenant colonel if promo- 
tion had always been lineal. If, however, there are 
other conditions not stated, which would make it appear 
that Major A would have been the junior lieutenant 
colonel if promotion had always been lineal, then Major 
A is not entitled to promotion until these other condi- 
tions obtain. In the case as stated the question of a 
vacancy does not affect the matter.

THE 7TH NEW YORK CELEBRATION. 


First of the regiments of the New York National 
Guard to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of its depar- 
ture for the war in 1861 was the 7th, under command of 
Col. Daniel Appleton, which, in a street parade on the 
afternoon of April 19, escorting its fine body of veterans 
and former members, and in a monster banquet in the 
armory in the evening, added another memorable event 
to the many in its long history. 

In connection with this celebration the following brief 
facts concerning the stormy times of 1861 will be found 
of interest : 


On April 15, 1861, President Lincoln issued his 
proclamation calling forth the Militia of the several 
states. to the number of 75,000 men, to suppress the 
Rebellion. The New York State Military Board met on 
the evening of April 16 and the Governor submitted a 
despatch from the Secretary of War, to the effect that 
the men called for were to be mustered into immediate 
service, and that he would be gratified to have one or 
more regiments march to Washington before the close 
of the week. The situation demanded prompt action; 
the Governor ‘at once issued. orders for the available 
Organized Militia to march; the Board made provisions 
for the prompt transportation to Washington of the 
regiments of the Organized Militia ordered into service 
by the Governor, as well as of the fourteen Volunteer 





‘Militia authorized to be organized by it, and for procur- 


ing necessary quarters, hospital, medical and other 
supplies. 

ere was need of this action. Communication with 
Washington was severed, and the condition of affairs 
there was such that the state was left, in most part, to 
supply transportation for her troops; indeed, everything 
in the way of accommodations for Volunteers, sick and 
well, was to be provided by the state authorities. The 
Militia regiments ordered out by the Governor responded 
to the pressing cal] with an alacrity that stands to their 
perpetual credit. This prompt response no doubt saved 
the capital from capture and sovoliation. On April 19 
the 7th Militia, under Col. Marshall Lefferts, amid great 
enthusiasm left for the city of Washington. It was the 
first to move. On April 21 the 6th, under Col. J. C. 
Pinckney, 12th (Col. D. Butterfield) and 71st (Col. A. 
S. Vosburgh) Regiments of the Militia left the city of 
New York en route for Washington On April 22 a 
patriotic meeting of the Bench and Bar of New York 
city took place, at which money was subscribed by the 
thousands ; the city of New York appropriated one 
million dollars for fitting out soldiers and supporting 
the families of Volunteers, and the 25th Regiment (Col. 
M. R. Bryan) of Militia left Albany for the endangered 
capital of the country. Next day, April 23, witnessed 
the departure from Brooklyn of the 13th Regiment (Col. 
A. Smith) and from New York city of the 8th (Col. G. 
Lyons) and 69th (Col. M. Corcoran) Regiments of the 
Organized Militia of the state. On April 27 the 5th 
Regiment (Col. C. Schwarzwalder) of Militia, of New 
York city; on April 28 the 20th Regiment of Militia 
(Col. G. W. Pratt), of Kingston; on April 29 the 
Ellsworth Fire Zonaves, later the 11th Volunteers, a two 
years’ regiment, of New York city, and on April 30 the 
28th Regiment of Militia, of Brooklyn (Col. M. Bennett), 
left the state for active service. The Militia regiments, 
when starting for Washington, were accompanied to the 
points of embarkation by immense crowds. Their line 
of march was a perfect ovation. Thousands filled the 
sidewalks, private and public buildings were decorated 
with banners, and there were many touching scenes of 
farewell taking, but no faltering among the men. By 
July 12, 1861, the lat Volunteer organization had left 
the state. and at that date there had been placed in the 
United States service by New York: Of the Organized 
‘Militia for from one to three months’ service, 8,534 men: 
of two years’ Volunteers, 30,131 men; of three years’ 


’Volunteers, 7,557 men: making a total of 46,224 officers 


and enlisted men. During the Rebellion New York fur- 
nished, all told, some 400,000. men. 

In the celebration parade of April 19, 1911, the 7th 
and its veterans and ex-members received an ovation 
which reminded the veterans of 1861-65 of their reception 
when, fiftv years before, they marched through the streets 
of New York to the rescue of the imperilled capital of 
the nation, where there appearance was witnessed with a 
fervor of rejoicing which none who was witness to it 
could ever forget. Flags were flying in profusion, and 
from one house in Lafavette street, opposite the Astor 
Library, the Misses Underhill, whose brother served in 
the Civil War, displayed the identical flag they flew 
when the 7th passed their house in 1861. y 

At Hotel St. Regis, Fifth avenue and Fifty-fifth street, 
the Hon. Jacob M. Dickinson. Secretary of War, re- 
viewed the parade, surrounded by a number of well 
known officers and other persons of prominence, all special 
‘gnests of the regiment. These included Governor Dix, 
Major Gen. Daniel FE. Sickles, U.S.A., Major Gen. F. 
D. Grant, U.S.A., Gols. H. K. Bailev. A. Cronkhite and 
A. B, Gardiner and Capt. H. J. Koehler, U.S.A.: Major 
Gen. Charles F. Roe. Brig. Gen. W. Verbeck. Cols. W. G. 
Bates, Walter B. Hotchkin. Major O. B. Bridgman, 
Major David Wilson. Col. Elmore F. Austin, N.G.N.Y.; 
Col. W. C. Church, Brig. Gen. W. C. Cole, Conn. N.G., 
Capt. A. R. Piner, U.S.A... Mayor Gaynor, Col. G. R. 
Dyer. Major Robert McLean was detailed to escert 
‘Mr. Dickinson afternoon and evening. 

The parade was made up of four divisions, of which 
Col. Daniel Annleton, of the 7th, was grand marshal, 
and its composition was given in our issue of April 15. 
page 992. 

The 1st Division comprised the active rectment under 
command of Lieut. Col, Willard C. Fisk. The 2d Divi- 
sion, under command of Major Gen. Alexander Shaler, 
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U.S.V., was composed of war veterans of the 7th who 
served in the Civil or Spanish Wars in the Regular or 
Volunteer Armies. The Division was under command 
of Bvt. Major Gen. George Moore Smith, N.Y., with 
Major A. H. Abeel as chief of staff. This division was 
made up of ex-members of the 7th who are in the Regular 
Service, or the National Guard and Naval Militia of 
New York or other states, entitled to wear uniforms. 
The 4th Division, under command of Col. Thomas 
Diamond, president of the 7th Regiment Veteran Associa- 
tion, was composed of all ex-members not parading in 
the preceding divisions. 

All the divisions except the 4th took up the march 
from Lafayette place and Fourth street. The column 
‘proceeded through Fourth street to Washington square, 
where the war veterans and mounted officers halted to 
permit the regiment to pass in review, to take the right 
of the column. The 4th Division had meanwhile formed 
line on the east side of Fifth avenue, opposite the Worth 
Monument, and after the first three divisions passed the 
4th Division of veterans wheeled into column of com- 
panies and joined the foot officers, following the uniformed 
mounted officers. The 7th Regiment formed line when 
the head of the column reached Sixty-seventh street and 
Fifth avenue, and rendered the customary honors to the 
2d, 3d and 4th Divisions as they marched to the armory. 

The Union League Club extended its courtesies to 
visiting officers, and also erected a platform in front of 
the clubhouse for its members and guests, from which 
they could view the parade. The 7th rendered the club 
a marching salute as it passed. 

At the banquet and reunion in the armory close on 
2,000 persons were provided for. The armory was 
magnificently decorated, and for the banquet there were 
eighteen tables, each running the width of the armory. 
Comsy, J. Weston Myers carried out the arrangements 
for the banquet in the most perfect manner. 

The order of exercises were: Invocation, Rev. W. E. 
McCord, chaplain, 7th Regiment; “The Men of the Old 
Seventh,” Judge FE. Henry Lacombe; “The Nation,” 
Hon. Jacob M. Dickinson, Secretary of War; “The 
Empire State,” Governor John A. Dix; “The Army and 
Navy,” William C. Church; “The United States Military 
Academy,” Major Gen. F. D. Grant, U.S.A.; “The 
Veterans of the 7th Regiment,” Major Charles E. 
Lydecker. 7 

A very handsome illustrated souvenir was issued to 
each guest, giving an account of the march of the 7th 
to the defense of Washington in 1861, and also a list 
of songs to be sung during the evening. General Grant, 
during the course of his remarks, invited the 7th to 
Governors Island to give a parade and review. 

Although the 7th did not participate in any battles 
during the Civil War it furnished some 620 officers to 
the Volunteers and the Army, and sixty-two of these 
men lost their lives. The regiment was represented by 
its former members who went to other organizations on 
every battlefield during the Rebellion. Of its officers 
three attained the rank of major general, nineteen 
brigadier gencral, twenty-nine colonel and forty-six lieu- 
tenant colonel, and the balance of the 620 in lower ranks. 

When the 7th was first mustered in at Washington 
General McDowell, U.S.A., the mustering officer, as he 
approached one of the companies paused in evident sur- 
prise, and, turning to the captain, said: “Why, sir, you 
have a company of officers, not privates.” As Judge 
Lacombe said at the banquet: “Every man in the com- 
mand was competent to drill recruits in the Manual of 
Arms and the School of the Soldier, the large majority 
were competent to drill a company, end many to lead a 
battalion on parade.”

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

Date for the transfer of Naval Constr. William J. 
Baxter, U.S.N., from the New York Navy Yard to the 
Boston Navy Yard has been changed from May 1 to 
June 15, to enable him to complete important preliminary 
work on the new battleship New York. 

Rear Admiral S. A, Staunton, U.S.N., commanding the 
naval force now assembled at Guantanamo, reports as 
follows on the work performed during the past week :

NORFOLK NAVY YARD. 


Norfolk, Va., April 11, 1911. 

Miss Helen Gould, accompanied by Mrs. Shaw, arrived in 
Norfolk Saturday from a two days’ visit to Richmond and was 
a guest at the Lynnhaven Hotel. Sunday afternoon she attended 
the service at the Naval Y.M.0.A., remaining after the Bible 
class for afternoon tea, at which she helped to serve. On Mon- 
day she attended a meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary at the 
building, which was addressed by Chaplain Patrick, U.S.N., 
on ‘‘The Influence of the Y.M.C.A. upon the Navy,’’ and ‘‘The 
Work of the Y.M.C.A. in the Army, Navy, Railroad and Other 
Branches,” by Clarence J. Hicks, assistant general secretary of 
the Interdenominational Committee of the Y.M.C.A., who stated that, 
with the approval of General Wood, U.S.A., and the president, 
ten secretaries are at work in the Army camps at San Antonio, 
Galveston and San Diego, including one colored secretary for 


the thousand colored men of the 9th Cavalry, and that at Galves- 
ton a $35,000 building, erected for barracks, has been turned 
over for the Army Y.M.C.A. work during the encampment. 
Also, at a large number of Army posts, Association buildings 
have been erected by private citizens, notably at Forts Monroe, 
Leavenworth and Slocum. One secretary spends his time in 
Alaska visiting the different Army posts by means of a launch 
called the “‘Helen Miller Gould,” and in the Philippines about 
$13,000 is being expended annually to provide for the Y.M.C.A. 
work for the Army stationed there. The President has written 
an urgent letter that the Association secure funds to provide 
a building to replace the Army building recently burned at Fort 
William McKinley, P.I., used for their work. At six of the 
navy yards there are branches of the Navy Y.M.O.A., and at 
the Bremerton yard the work is just being opened in rented 
quarters, this movement displacing a so-called ‘Enlisted Men’s 
Club.” On the Delaware President Taft recently allowed a 
secretary of the Association to accompany it on a cruise, with 
such success that two other secretaries have made similar trips 
since on other ships, and arrangements are now being made 
to have one accompany the Asiatic Fleet on its next cruise. In 
Camp Elliott, on the Canal Zone, the Association has success- 
fully operated among the 600 U.S. Marines, and seven buildings 
have been erected by the Government, and thirteen secretaries 
are on the pay rolls of the Isthmian Canal Commission. Miss 
Gould was afterward entertained at lunch at the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, and in the afternoon visited the train- 
ing station at St. Helena, where a full dress parade was held 
in her honor. She left for Fort Monroe at 6:30 to visit the 
Y.M.C.A. there, 

The work of raising the Puritan is progressing so satisfactorily 
that it is hoped she will be ready to go to the yard in two weeks. 
She is water tight, and chains have been put under her and pon- 
toons will be used alongside to prevent her turning over when 
brought to the surface.

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THE MILITIA PAY BILL. 


An agreement has been reached between a subcom- 
mittee of five of the Executive Committee of the National 
Guard Association and the Secretary of War, Assistant 
Secretary of War and General Wood, the Chief of Staff, 
on the provisions of the Militia Pay bill to be recom- 
mended to Congress. It is understood that Chairman 
Hay, of the House Committee on Military Affairs, has 
promised to support a bill which has the approval of the 
War Department. After two meetings of the Executive 
Committee of the National Guard and the representatives 
of the War Department it was decided to refer the en- 
tire question to the subcommittee. This committee has 
been going over the entire scheme of legislation at the 
War Department for the past two weeks and as a result 
three definite propositions have been incorporated into a 
dill. They are: 

1. The existing defect in the law with reference to 
the trial by court-martial should be remedied, and a 
properly composed court should have exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over cases where a member of the Militia was called 
into the service of the United States and refused to 
come. 

2. That a member of the National Guard before re- 
ceiving pay should enter into a definite contract to render 
service to the United States in time of war, so that in 
ease he failed to respond to such service there will be a 
definite offense with which he could be charged before a 
court. 

8. That the existing defects in the Dick law—the 
loose definition of the Organized Militia—should be cor- 
rected and that the Federal Government should be re- 
lieved from the obligation of accepting any in time 
of war except those who had been previously inspected, 
found qualified and carried upon the rolls of the War 
Department. - x s 

These provisions, if enacted into law, will give the 
Organized Militia a definite status as Federal troops. 
In one sense they will be Regular troops loaned to the 
states in time of peace. Under the present law the 
National Guard belongs to the states in time of peace 
and to the Federal Government only in time of war. 
There is no way to compel the National Guard to respond 
to the call of the President under existing law, and it is 
evident that it would be unfair to require the General 
Government to support the National Guard unless it was 
bound by a definite contract to come out when called by 
the President. 

More important than the pay from the Federal Govern- 
ment to the National Guard are the new relations which 
will be established between the War Department and 
the Guard by the proposed legislation. If this bill is 
passed the last payroll prior to the declaration of war 
must be accepted by the War Department as the list of 
qualified militiamen, These qualified militiamen must 
be called into service in advance of volunteers, All their 
organizations will go into service intact as they existed 
at the time of the call. The War Department, under 
this bill, will have no authority to deprive an officer or 
enlisted man of the rank which he held in the Militia. 
The instant that an officer is called into service by the 
President he will hold a commission under the Federal 
Government. In a sense qualified militiamen will hold 
commissions in the reserve force of the Regular Army. 

The most important feature of the bill is, that when 
it goes into effect the War Department will know just 
what is the strength of the Militia available for service 
in war. Within thirty days after the declaration of war 
the qualified force of Militia under this bill can be placed 
upon the firing line. The Regular Army and the Militia 
would be mobilized while preparations are being made 
to call out the Volunteers. 

The following is the text of the bil) as agreed to: 

See. 1. That under such regulations as the Secretary of 
War and the National Militia Board shall prescribe, the com- 
missioned officers of the Organized Militia of each state, ter- 
ritory and the District of Columbia shall receive in compen- 
sation for their services, other than at annual encampments, 
or in case or riot, insurrection, invasion or imminent danger 
thereof, or of war certain percentages of the annual rate of 
pay for officers of like grade in the Army of the United States 
as is now provided by law as follows: All officers below the 
grade of general officer, including officers of the Medical Corps 
serving with troops, fifteen per centum and an additional five 
per centum to the regimental and independent battalion ad- 
jutants and quartermasters and commanding officers of all 
companies, troops and batteries; general officers and officers 
of staff departments serving with general officers, five per 
centum. 

Sec. 2. That under such regulations as the Secretary of War 
and the National Militia Board shall prescribe each enlisted man 
of the Organized Militia of each state, territory and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall receive in compensation for his serv- 
ices, other than at annual encampments or in case of riot, in- 
surrection, invasion or imminent danger thereof or of war, 
twenty-five per centum of the rate of pay for enlisted men of 
like grade in the Army of the United States now established 
by law, for attendance upon forty-five drills or equivalent 
military duty duirng any one year, or a proportionate amount 
for attendance upon any number of drills or equivaleut mili- 
tary duty not less than twenty: Provided, That no compen- 
sation shall be paid for attendance at less than twenty such 
drills or equivalent military duty during any one year: Pro- 
vided further, That the compensation provided for herein shall 
be computed and paid semi-annually as proportioned above. 

Sec. 3. That all disbursements under the provisions of the 
preceding sections shall be made on or before the 15th day of 
June and December of each year. 

Sec. 4. That stoppage may be made against the compensa- 
tion payable to any officer or enlisted man hereunder to meet 
the cost of public property lost or destroyed by and charge- 
able to such officer or enlisted man. 

Sec. 5. That no money appropriated under the provisions 
of this act shall be paid to any person who fails to qualify as 
to fitness for military service under such regulations as the 
Secretary of War and the National Militia Board shall pre- 
scribe, and has not taken the oath of allegiance to the United 
States and has not agreed to render military service to the 
United States for such period of time as the term of his en- 
listment or commission provides for: Provided, That any 
officer or enlisted man of the Organized Militia who, having 
received pay under the provisions of this act, neglects or re- 
fuses to present himself for muster when called into the 
service of the United States by the President shall be subject 
to trial by court-martial as now provided by law for Militia 
in the service of the United States, and upon conviction shall 
be punished as such court-martial may direct: Provided 
further, That when called into the esrvice of the United States 
officers and enlisted men shall receive the same pay and 
allowances as officers and enlisted men of like grade and 
length of service in the Regular Army, and in determining the 
amount of pay of all officers and enlisted men length of service 
in the Organized Militia shall be considered the same as if 
said service had been in the Regular Army. / 

Sec. 6. That when the Organized Militia is called into the 
service of the United States only such organizations as have 
received and are entitled to receive compensation under the 
provisions of this act shall be taken into such service. These 
organizations shall be taken into the Service as organized at 
the date when the call is made, namely, by regiments, 
brigades, divisions or independent or separate organizations, 
as the quota of each state, territory or the District of Colum- 
bia or major fraction thereof may require, including all regi- 
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mental, brigade and division staff officers authorized by law 
and regulations for the corresponding units of the Regular 
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Sec. 7. That all expenses necessary to the enforcement of 
this act, including the actual and necessary expenses of travel 
of officers of the Army when traveling on duty pursuant to 
orders issued by the governors of the states and territories or 
the commanding general of the Organized Militia of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, shall be payable out of any appropriation 
made to carry out the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 8. The Secretary of War shall cause to be annually 
estimated the amount necessary for carrying out the provis- 
ions of this act, and no money shall be expended hereunder 
except as it shall from time to time be appropriated. 


FOR 675 MORE OFFICERS. 


Senator Cummins has come forward promptly with 
another measure to increase the officer personnel of the 
Army. He would add 675 officers and create a “Division 
of Militia” as a separate department and division of the 
Army. The text follows: 


S. 845, Mr. Cummins.—That in order to provide the re- 
quired number of officers in the Army of the United States 
so as to permit, without detriment to the Service, the detail- 
ing of officers for all suitable, proper or necessary service, 
on detached duty, in the various staff departments, as in- 
structors in the various schools and institutions of learning, 
with the National Guard or Organized Militia of the several 
states of the Union and the District of Columbia, in the‘ 
Insular, Isthmian Canal and Alaskan services, and for other 
miscellaneous required details, and in order to provide for 
the proper and efficient central administration of the National 
Guard or Organized Militia, there is hereby provided for and 
there shall be in the Army of the United States 675 addi- 
tional officers, to be apportioned among and assigned to the 
various arms, corps and departments of the service, including 
the division of Militia hereinafter created, in the various 
grades thereof, fairly and ratably, according to the needs of 
the service, under regulations therefor to be promulgated 
forthwith by the President: Provided, That one-third of the 
officers of each grade so provided for may be appointed by 
the President, at his discretion, from officers of suitable age 
of the National Guard of the several states or the District of 
Columbia, who shall have been officers in the Volunteer Serv- 
ice or in the National Guard for a total period of not less than 
ten years at the time of such appointment: And provided 
further, That no such officer shall be eligible to appointment 
hereunder to any grade higher than one grade below that held 
by him in the National Guard at the time of his appointment: 
And provided further, That each of such appointees shall be 
subject to an examination as to his physical and professional 
qualifications, said examination to be conducted by a board 
of four officers to be appointed by the Secretary of War, two 
from the Army and two from the National Guard, and such 
examination shall not be solely a technical examination, but 
shall be one for the purpose of ascertaining the appointee’s 
general military aptitude, capability and capacity for the 
office to which he is appointed: And provided further, That 
any appointments made hereunder from officers of the National 
Guard shall not cause any officer of the Army to lose any file 
number or grade or lineal chance for promotion which he 
may have had prior to the passage of this act. 

Sec. 2. That there is hereby established in the Army of 
the United States a separate department and division to be 
known and designated as the ‘‘Division of Militia,’’ which 
department and division shall have jurisdiction embracing and 
comprehending all matters pertaining to the Organized Militia 
of the several states and the District of Columbia, which by 
law is not reserved to the states, including all administrative 
duties connected with the armament, equipment, discipline, 
training, education, organization, payment and mobilization 
of the Organized Militia, including the conduct of their camps 
of instruction and participation in field exercises and ma- 
neuvers in conjunction with the Army. The division of 
Militia shall be the central office of record for all matters 
pertaining to the Militia. 

Sec: 3. That the officers of the division of Militia shall be 
the following: A chief of Militia, with the rank of major 
general, to be in charge of the division of Militia; an assist- 
ant chief of Militia, with the rank of brigadier general; an 
adjutant general of Militia, with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral; a chief supply officer of Militia, with the rank of briga- 
dier general; an inspector general of Militia, with the rank 
of brigadier general; an adjutant general of Militia, with the 
rank of colonel; an assistant chief supply officer of Militia, 
with the rank of colonel; an assistant inspector general of 
Militia, with the rank of colonel; an assistant adjutant gen- 
eral of Militia, with the rank of major; an assistant chief 
supply officer of Militia, with the rank of major; an assistant 
inspector general of Militia, with the rank of major; a chief 
medical ofticer of Militia, with the rank of major, and fifty 
inspectors of Militia, with the rank of captain, to be so de- 
tailed for duty that there shall be at least one of said in- 
spectors always on duty with the National Guard or Organ- 
ized Militia of each state and the District of Columbia: Pro- 
vided, That the President may appoint to any of the above- 
named offices in the division of Militia any person of suitable 
age and professional qualifications, who shall have been an 
officer in the Regular or Volunteer Service of the United 
States or in the National Guard Service of any of the states 
or the District of Columbia for an aggregate period of not 
less than ten years at the time of such appointment, subject, 
however, to like examinations as provided for in Sec. 1 hereof. 
Appointments to the division of Militia may be by permanert 
appointment or detail, and promotion therein shall be by 
selection.

RANK READJUSTMENT ON RETIRED LIST. 

S. 1171, Mr. Shively—To remedy in the line of the Army 
the inequalities in rank due to the past system of regimental 
promotion. Whereas the Act of March 3, 1911, conferred 
upon officers of the active list the rank lost by the past sys- 
tem of regimental promotion, to the exclusion of officers of 
long Civil War service retired in the lower grades on ac- 
count of wounds, disability, and age; and 

Whereas justice demands that the officers so excluded, 
whose service in the Army extends from forty to fifty years 
each, as shown in the official Army Register, should receive 
similar recognition as their comrades of less service: Therefore 

Be it enacted, etc., that any officer of the Army who served 
as an officer or as an enlisted man in the Regular or Volun- 
teer land forces during the Civil War or any part thereof 
prior to April 15, 1865, and whose name is borne on the 
official Army Register as having been 1¢tired on account of 
wounds, disability, age, or after thirty o* more years’ serv- 
ice, shall be advanced on the retired list of the Army with 
the rank and retired pay of one grade above shat hela by him 
at the time of retirement for each fifteen years’ service 
(active and retired) in the Regular and Volunteer forces as 
commissioned officer or enlisted man on and after April 15, 
1861, the date of the beginning of the Civil War: Provided, 
That the rank conferred by virtue of the rrovisions of this 
act shall not exceed that of a brigadier general. 

See. 2. That officers advanced under this act shall be com- 
missioned as provided under Act of May 6, 1910. 


S. 1236, Mr. Martin, of Virginia—To appoint Dr. Henry 
Smith, late acting assistant surgeon, U.S.A., a passed assistant 
surgeon, with relative rank of a captain of Cavalry, and place 
him on the retired list. 

S. 1237, Mr. Martin, of Virginia.—For the promotion of 
Joseph A. O’Connor, carpenter, U.S.N., to rank of chief car- 
penter and retire him.

EQUIPMENT, ORDNANCE AND CARPENTER ENSIGNS. 

H.R. 1234, Mr. Calder.—That the title of chief boatswain 
in the Navy of the United States shall be changed to that of 
equipment ensign, the title of chief gunner shall be changed 
to that of ordnance ensign and the title of chief carpenter 
shall be changed to that of carpenter ensign: Provided, That 
all chief boatswains, chief gunners and chief carpenters in 
the Navy of the United States shall immediately upon the 
passage of this act be recommissioned with titles as provided 
in this section: Provided, however, That they shall take 
precedence in rank in accordance with the date of their origi- 
nal commission as chief boatswains, chief gunners and chief 
carpenters. 

ec. 2. That six years after date of warrant all boatswains, 

gunners and carpenters on the active list shall be commis- 
sioned equipment, ordnance and carpenter ensigns of the Navy 
of the United States, respectively, subject to passing an ex- 
amination before a board of commissioned officers of their 
respective corps selected by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 3. That the pay and allowances, including longevity 
pay, of equipment, ordnance and carpenter ensigns from ‘he 
date of conimission as such, including service as chief 
boatswain, chief gunner and chief carpenter, shall be the same 
as now allowed, or as may hereafter be allowed, an ensign of 
the line of the Navy of the United States: Provided, That 
five years after date of commission all equipment ensigns vr 
chief boatswains or both, all ordnance ensigns or chief gun- 
ners or both and all carpenter ensigns or chief carpenters or 
both shall receive the pay and allowances now allowed, in- 
cluding longevity pay, or that may hereafter be allowed a lieu- 
tenant (junior grade) of the line of the Navy of the United 
States: Provided further, That ten years after date of com- 
mission they shall receive the pay and allowances, including 
longevity pay, now allowed or that may hereafter be allowed 
a lieutenant of the line of the Navy of the United States. 

Sec. 4. That all equipment, ordnance or carpenter ensigns 
after thirty years’ service in the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps of the United States and who have served with a credit- 
able record shall upon retirement be commissioned equipment 
lieutenant, retired; ordnance lieutenant, retired, and carpen- 
ter lieutenant, retired, respectively, and shall receive the same 
pay and allowances, including longevity pay, now allowed or 
that may hereafter be allowed a lieutenant, retired, of the 
line of the Navy of the United States. 





RETIRED OFFICERS ON ACTIVE DUTY. 

The bill (H.R. 1619) for the relief of certain retired offi- 
cers of the Navy and Marine Corps provides: 

That any officer of the Navy or Marine Corps retired for 
disability incident to the Service who has heretofore been or 
may hereafter be employed under orders on active duty shall, 
for the purposes of rank, pay and allowances, be regarded as 
having been restored on the day such active duty actually 
began to the numerical position in the grade on the active 
list which was occupied by him at the date of his retirement 
and be credited with all service rendered by him while so em- 
ployed on active duty after retirement or in case of a second 
or subsequent assignment to active duty to the numerical posi- 
tion in the grade occupied at the time when last detached 
from active duty in the same manner and to the same extent 
as though such service had been rendered on the active list: 
Provided, That for the purposes of rank, pay and allowances 
under this section retired engineer officers employed on active 
duty shall be regarded as having been restored to positions 
on the active list occupied by officers of the line of the Navy 
having the same length of commissioned service and shall be 
credited with service rendered after retirement as herein pro- 
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vided, but this act shall not have the effect of transferrin, 
any retired engineer officer to the line of the Navy: An 
provided further, That any retired officer neretofore or here- 
after employed on active duty in accordance with this section 
shall be nromoted without examination to such rank as the 
number next below the position to which he may be assigned 
under this section has heretofore been or may hereafter be 
prometen during such retired officer’s employment on active 


a 2.. That the President be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to issue commissions on the retired list to officers pro- 
moted under the provisions of this act, and any retired officer 
who has heretofore been or many hereafter be detached from 
active duty shall, after such detachment, have the rank and 
three-fourths the pay to which such duty may have entitled 
him under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 3. That the provisions of this act shall not apply to 
any officer of the Navy or Marine Corps above the rank of 
lieutenant commander in the Navy or major in the Marine 
Corps, respectively, nor shall any officer be advanced under 
this act above such rank: Provided, That nothing contained 
herein shall be construed so as to entitle any retired officer 
of the Navy or Marine Corps to increased rank, pay or al- 
lowances prior to the date of this act, nor shall any provision 
of this act entitle any retired officer to be restored to the 
active list of the Navy or Marine Corps: And _ provided 
further, That nothing herein shall operate to reduce the rank, 
pay or allowances now authorized by law for any commis- 
sioned, warrant or appointed officer on the retired list of the 
Navy or Marine Corps. 

Sec. 4. That so much of the act approved Aug. 5, 1882, 
Chapter 391, as is in conflict with the provisions of this act 
and all other acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed.

WARRANT RANK FOR ARMY. 


H.R. 4661, Mr. Mott (same as H.R. 4662, Mr. Cameron) .— 
That from and after the passage of this act the grade of post 
non-commissioned staff ofiicer, consisting of ordnance sergeant, 
be, and is hereby, discontinued on the active list of the Army, 
a d the grade of warrant officer created in lieu thereof, to be 
k own as warrant assistants, Ordnance Denartment, respec- 
tively; that they be paid at the rate of $100 per month, with 
ten per centum increase for each five years of previous service 
in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, until forty per centum 
has been attained, and ten per centum increase over their 
pay for foreign service; that they shall receive as now pro- 
vided for veterinarians, Cavalrv and Field Artillery; and that 
they shall be retired with warrant rank with three-fourths of 
their pay and allowances upon completion of thirty years, 
foreign service to count double time for retirement: Provided, 
That when a warrant officer becomes disabled for the perform- 
ance of his duty by reason of disability contracted in the line 
of duty, he shall be placed on the retired list with three 
tourths of the pay and allowances he may then be receiving: 
Provided further, That all post non-commissioned staff officers 
on the active list of the Army at the time of passage of this 
act shail be appointed to warrant grade; and that hereafter 
appointments shall be made from enlisted men only under 
such rules and after such competitive examinations as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of War: And _ provided 
further, That all warrants issued under the provisions of this 
act shall continue in force without re-enlistment of the holder, 
unless he shall become separated from the Service by reason 
of the acceptance of his resignation, or his dismissal from 
the Service by sentence of a general court: martial, approved 
by the President.

READJUSTMENT OF RANK. 

H.R. 5612, Mr. Kahn.—That hereafter officers suspended 
from promotion under the provision of Sec. 3 of the Act ap- 
proved Oct. 1, 1890, entitled ‘‘An act to provide for the ex- 
amination of certain officers of the Army and to regulate pro- 
motions therein,’ shall, when the suspension is removed, take 
such rank in their arm or corps that the total number of offi- 
cers in their arm or corps senior to them in rank at the 
termination of such suspension shall be the same as the total 
number of officers senior to them in rank at the beginning of 
such suspension: Provided, That in counting the number of 
officers senior to the suspended officer in his arm or corps 
there shall be excluded from such count all officers serving 
details in the Staff Corps under the provisions of Sec. 27 of 
the Act approved Feb. 2, 1901, entitled ‘‘An act to increase 
the efficiency of the permanent Military Establishment of the 
United States’’: Provided further, That if at the time of or’ 
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during the period of suspension their arm or corps is com- 
bined with another arm or corps or is separated into two or 
more arms or corps the Secretary of War is empowered to 
make such an adjustment of their rank as he may deem 
saeaniie and just in accordance with the spirit and intent of 
this law. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized 
and directed to readjust, in accordance with the provisions of 
Sec. 1 of this act, the rank of all officers who have heretofore 
lost rank due to a reorganization or to an increase of their 
arm or corps during the period when such officers were sus- 
pended from promotion under the provisions of the above 
quoted Act approved Oct. 1, 1890: Provided, That nothing in 
this act shall be construed to entitle any officer to back pay 
or allowances because of any increase of rank which he may 
receive under its provisions. 


SPANISH WAR TRAVEL PAY. 

H.R. 5613, Mr. Kahn.—That all officers and soldiers of the 
Volunteer and Regular Service of the United States who were 
commissioned or who enlisted under the Act of Congress entitled, 
“An act to provide for temporarily increasing the military estab- 
lishment ot the United States in time of war, and for other 
purposes,” approved April 22, 1898, and who were serving on 
April 11, 1899, and who continued in said Volunteer or Regular 
Service after said last-named day, shall be entitled to receive, as 
travel pay, the sum of four cents per mile, as reckoned by the 
most direct route, from the place where stationed on April 11, 
1899, to the nearest point of discharge in the United States, in 
addition to the regular pay of such officers and enlisted men 
heretofore provided for by law. 

ec, 2. That the proper accounting officers of the Department 
of War of the Government shall determine the several amounts 
to which the officers and enlisted men are entitled under the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall ascertain and find all other facts 
necessary to determine such several amounts, so that the same 
shall be paid as soon as practicable to such officers and enlisted 
men directly on their own application on forms to be furnished 
by such accounting officers. 

Sec. 3. That there is hereby appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sufficient sum of 
money to carry out the provisions of this act.

The state capital is a 
high license town, with a statute prohibiting the sale of intoxi- 
cants to minors, students of St. John’s College and midshipmen.

The President arrived 
with his party from Washington at 3:15 p.m. and was 
escorted by the battalion of St. John’s cadets to the site of 
the monument. The monument was unveiled by Miss Amelie 
De Pau Fowler, of Baltimore, granddaughter of Admiral De 
Grasse, of France. Edmund Wetmore, acting president of the 
Sons of the Revolution, made the presentation to St. John’s 
College; Dr. Fell, president of St. John’s College, accepted 
the monument; Monsieur Jusserand expressed his heartfelt 
gratitude for the monument and President Taft made a pa 
triotic address, recounting the assistance given us in the 
Revolution and how we in turn had emulated France by put- 
ting Cuba on her feet. The President and his party then 
repaired to the Naval Academy grounds, where he reviewed 
the Brigade of Midshipmen, and received a salute of twenty- 
one guns both on arriving and departing. As the President 
went down the line inspecting the brigade he asked to see 
Mdsn. John S. Winslow, of the 4th class, who is the son of 
an old friend of Cincinnati, Ohio. The brigade then passed 
in review before the presidential party, marching with splendid 
fronts.

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THE PRESIDIO OF MONTEREY. 


Monterey, Cal., April 13, 1911. 

Saturday afternoon, with bullets flying about them, man- 
agers of the Cudahy ranch in an automobile won a race with 
rebel cavalry to the international boundary, where the 8th 
Infantry are stationed. It was probably one of the most 
thrilling races in which an automobile has ever participated, 
going at full speed over rocks, cutting through mesquite 
thickets of the desert, leaped the railroad and at the finish 
plunged through the boundary fence to the American side 
with the enemy less than one-fourth of a mile behind. The 
chase followed the looting of the Cudahy ranch by Williams, 
the rebel leader, and his men, who were not satisfied with 
the horses, mules and provisions, but also wanted the costly 
touring car. Immediately after their arrival Capt. J. H. 
Griffiths, 8th Inf., commanding the troops at Mexicali, sum- 
moned Salinas to the boundary and made a formal demand 
for the return of the property taken by Stanley Williams. 
He made it plain to the insurrecto commander that he would 
be held responsible for the acts of the so-called independent 
division of the insurrectos, which is composed chiefly of 
Americans. Salinas promised Captain Griffiths that the prop- 
erty would be forthwith turned over to the American authori-, 
ties. General Bliss issued an order directing Capt. 3 
Evans, 8th Inf., to ascertain the condition of the refugees, 
and if circumstances warranted they were to be ordered out 
of the United States and compelled to return to the farms 
which have been devastated by the Federal and insurgent 
armies. Captain Evans completed and submitted his investi- 
gations on Wednesday, stating that in nearly all instances 
the property of the refugees would be in danger should they 
return at this time.

G. L. asks: Is there any regulation to prevent an Army 
officer who is detailed as instructor at a military college from 
accepting a present of some kind from the corps of cadets 
when he leaves the college to return to his regular command? 


Answer: Circular 77, War Dept., 1910, calls attention to Re- 
vised Statutes, Par. 1784, relating to presents to and from 
officers and employees in the Government service, and says 
further: ‘‘The receiving of presents by officers as contribu- 
tions from those under their command or control, in either 
the miiltary or civil service, also falls within the prohibition 
of the section. * * * ‘The practice of receiving presents 
from persons not in the Military Establishment or in the em- 
ploy of the Government in recognition of services rendered, 
though not be yea forbidden, is opposed to the spirit of 
the statute and for that reason is not approved by the De- 
partment. 

J. B. E.—A reader who noticed your recent inquiry re- 
garding Gen. B. L. Bonneville, says: ‘‘Splendid photo- 
graphs of him as late as the early seventies are in existence. 
His widow by second marriage is still living at Fort Smith, 
Ark., and no doubt can supply your correspondent with a

(2) What is the latest safe 
date to enlist this year so as to be eligible for the examina- 
tions of 1913? Answer (1) The examination as to physical 
qualifications will conform to the standard required of re- 
cruits except as to degree of vision. See G.O. 77, W.D., 1909, 
for full information. (2) Application must be made through 
military channels so that it will reach his department com- 
mander on or before Feb. 1 of the year in which he desires 
to take the examination. The applicant must have had at 
least two years’ honorable service prior to Sept. 1 of the 
year in which the examination is held. See Army Regula- 
tions 28. 

J. C. asks: I served in the Indian Campaign, 1890-91; 
also in Cuba during Spanish-American War and in the Phil- 
ippines from June, 1899, until December, 1901, at which 
time I was retired. Will you please state am I entitled to 
any medal or campaign badge?

W. G. R. asks: (1) Should the pieces be locked after exe- 
cuting the command ‘‘Load!’’ and what is the authority 
covering the point? (This in connection with the i eee 
Springfield now used by the National Guard.) (2) In exe- 
cuting ‘‘Lead!’’ is the cartridge box opened before or after 
opening the chamber? (Please state authority for this.) (3) 
Is it proper to execute ‘‘Present arms!’’ while standing in 
column of files as might be done in a competitive drill? An- 
swer: (1) No. See Par. 140, I.D.R. If the command, 1, 
‘*Squad’’ (section, platoon, company, etc.). 2. ‘“‘Load!’’ is 
given as contemplated in Par. 138, then they should be locked. 
(2) The cartridge box is opened at the first preparatory com- 
mand for firing. Authority for this will be found in Par. 
135, I.D.R. (3) There is no rule prohibiting the execution 
of ‘‘Present arms’’ at drill while standing in column. It would 
not be proper to do it in rendering honors. 


H. W. D. asks: At the command ‘‘Halt!’’ given while the 





-ecompany is marking time how many counts until the pieces 


are at the position of order arms? If four counts or five 
counts why and by what order? Answer: The General Staff 
have decided that the command ‘‘Halt!’’ being given as 
either foot strikes the ground in marking time the halt is 
properly completed upon planting the other foot alongside 
it. This would require one count. After the halt is com- 
pleted the number of counts required to bring the pieces to 
the position of order arms would depend upon the position 
they were in at the time. 

BORMLIS asks: How would you turn out the guard for 
an officer with the rank of colonel commanding a department 
for a temporary duty? Answer: The guard should be turned 
out for the department commander irrespective of his rank. 


W. D. S. asks: (1) In advancing the challenged party at 
the guardhouse by a N.C.O. of the guard what is the position 
of his piece? (2) When does the sentinel that challenged in 
question 1 resume walking his post? (3) Should a N.C.O. 
on guard take position of port arms before challenging? An- 
swer: (1) Port arms, or the best position to receive, or, if 


necessary, to arrest the person or party. (2) He resumes 
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walking his post after the corporal has recognized and ad- 
vanced the person or party challenged. (3) Yes 

M. S. W. asks: (1) What does a sentinel on post do when 
he wishes a small patrol? (2) When he wishes a large 
patrol? Answer: We should answer it as follows: (1) He 
calls ‘‘the guard.’’ (2) He calls ‘‘the guard’’ and dis- 
charges his piece. Par. 71 prescribes that in the first in- 
stance the commander of the rd at once sends a patrol, 
while in the second the patrol should be as large as possible. 

O. H. asks: (1) Please interpret the paragraph, page 102, 
I.D.R., reading: ‘‘Being in line, to form or march in column 
of squads to right or left. 280. 1, Squads right (left); 2, 
‘March!’ 3, battalion; 4, ‘Halt!’ or 3, full step; 4, ‘March!’ 
The adjutant and sergeant major pass around the flanks to 
their posts in columns.’’ Query: Why do the adjutant and 
sergeant major ‘‘pass around the flanks’’ and where are their 
positions when the battalion is marching in column of squads? 
(2) Also the meaning of the word ‘‘opposite’’ as used in 
Par, 252, page 95, I.D.R., which reads: ‘‘In column the 
major is on the side of the guide, twenty paces from and op- 
posite the center; the adjutant and sergeant major, each in 
his own wing, are on the side of the guide opposite and six 
paces from the head or rear of the column.’’ (3) Is the po- 
sition of the sergeant major here described on the same side 
with the captain or on the opposite side? Answer: (1) 
When the battalion is in line the adjutant and sergeant major 
are six paces in rear of the respective flanks; at the com- 
mand ‘‘Squads right!’’ it is necessary that they pass around 
the flanks in order to take their positions, which in column 
are on the side of the guide opposite (or abreast) and six 
paces from the head and rear of the column. The guide, after 
forming column of squads to the right, is left, hence they 
pass around the flanks to the left side of the column and 
take post described. (2) The word ‘‘opposite’’ in Par. 252, 
I.D.R., is used to convey the meaning that they are relatively 
abreast of the center, the head and rear of the column. (3) 
If in column of squads he is on the side of the company com- 
mander, if in column of companies he is on the side of the 
guide, as announced. 


G. H. G. asks: (1) Does a sentinel in charge of prisoners 
on returning to the guardhouse take the position of ‘‘Port 
arms!’’ on turning them over to the sentinel (No. 1) on post 
there? (2) Should he take the position of ‘‘Port arms!’’ as 
a@ sentinel on post does on being relieved? (3) With what 
hand should the cartridge box (McKeever) be opened at the 
command ‘‘Inspection arms?’’ Answer: (1) Yes. (2) Yes. 
(3) Left hand. 

R. J. B. asks: Referring to Par. 461, I.D.R., when major 
accompanies reviewing officer does the major return his saber 
or does he carry saber? Answer: The General Staff have 
decided that the commanding officer keep his saber drawn 
while passing around troops with the reviewing officer; after 
passing out of the column and placing himself on the right 
(or left) of the reviewing officer the commanding officer and 
his staff return saber. They draw saber after the command- 
ing officer salutes the reviewing officer preparatory to return- 
ing to the command. 

B. W. asks: (1) Has Par. 54 (4th), I.D.R., been changed 
so that the trigger is always pulled at the command ‘‘Closed 
chamber?’’ (2) Having a squad with two blank files at the 
command ‘‘About face!’’ do Nos. 2 and 3, front rank, fill in 
the rear rank on facing about? (3) Does the same principle 
govern in ‘‘To the rear, March?’’ (4) Company marching 
in column of squads. The captain commands, ‘‘On right into 
line, March!’’ After the leading squads have made the turn 


he commands, ‘‘Double ,time, March!’’ Does the leading 
squad advance at quick or double time? (5) Instead of 
double time he commands, ‘‘Mark time, March!’’ Do the 


rear squads mark time or complete the movement? Answer: 
(1) The fourth rule of Par. 54, I.D.R., has not been changed. 
The General Staff have decided that this particular rule is 
construed to mean that the piece is carried habitually locked 
when the rifle is actually carried by the man, as at drill, on 
post, etc. At other times the piece will be kept unlocked. 
The cocking and locking of the piece will be effected when 
detachments, details, etc., are first formed in connection with 
the opening of the chamber and examination of the magazine 
prescribed in the first rule of Par. 54; and similarly the 
trigger will be pulled on the empty chamber (to relieve the 
spring) and the piece left urtocked just before the detail, etc., 
is dismissed. (2) Yes. (3) Yes. (4) Double time. (5) 
All mark time. 

INQUIRER asks: (1) Can line of squads be formed when 
a company is at rest without bringing it to attention? (2) 
Can the command ‘‘Mark time’’ be given from a halt, where 
the men are at right shoulder, the purpose being to instruct 
the company in halting from ‘‘Mark time’’! Answer: (1) 
When troops are at rest in close order, the command ‘‘Atten- 
tion’’ should precede any command of a tactical character. 
(2) The General Staff have decided that ‘‘Mark time’’ is not 
executed from a halt.

Orders have been received to hold Drydock No. 2 in readi- 
ness for one of the cruisers of the Pacific Fleet, presumably 
the Pennsylvania, which is expected to come here for this 
purpose before going to Bremerton for her annual repairs. 
The California and South Dakota are expected to provide 
large jobs for Mare Island, as the cage masts are to be in- 
stalled. The machinery division has also received authority 
for the installation of forced lubrication aboard the South 
Dakota. Work is being rushed aboard the Denver, on which 
an overhauling approximating $150,000 is now under way, 
and it is expected that this ship will be practically disposed 
of by the early fall. Authority is being awaited for 
strengthening and lengthening the building slip, preparatory 
to laying the keel of the Jupiter, which will be a longer 
vessel than the collier Prometheus. 

Authority has been asked for the installation of two 300- 
foot masts at the wireless station at this yard, replacing the 
masts of 160 feet in length now being used. Although Mare 
Island enjoys the distinction of having established a record 
for cross-continent talking, having received from and sent 
messages to Key West, Fla., last fall, it is believed that the 
installation of the taller masts would further increase the 
efficiency of the station. The Navy Department will erect its 
own buildings for its new Alaskan stations, instead of award- 
ing the contracts to outside firms as has generally been the 
case, and it is anticipated that about $36,000 will be expended. 
This includes the plants. Lieut. Edwin H. Dodd, in charge 
of the wireless work here, will go North on the Buffalo, which 
is expected to be absent for four months from May 1.

Louis, now at Bremerton, is to relieve the Independence as 
the receiving ship at Mare Island. No date is mentioned re- 
garding her arrival here, nor is anything said of the disposi-
